Abducted activist 
released bruised, 
traumatized, won't 
say who took him

KORONADAL CITY—THE YOUNG BAYAN 
Muna leader abducted by armed men on 
Wednesday morning has been released by his 
captors. 

‘According to South Cotabato Gov. Daisy 
Fuentes, Gilbert Rey Cardefio, the chair of 
Bayan Muna in the province, was released by 
his captors “somewhere in Davao” on Thurs- 
day evening. 

Fuentes said Cardefio managed to get 
home by himself and later phoned her. She 
said she personally collected Cardefio from 
his house and took him to a hospital, where 
he was diagnosed as suffering from trauma. 

“He was traumatized. It took him so long to 
answer some of my questions. 1 assured him 
that nobody will harm him," the governor 
said. 

‘Warren Cahayag of Bayan Muna in Davao 
City told the Inquirer that Cardefio had earli- 
ег made phone calls to family members and 
colleagues, including himself. 

“He said we should not worry because he 
would be freed soon. But he begged off from 
answering questions, saying he was not in a 
position to make any statement,” Cahayag 
said. 

Cahayag also said Cardefio appeared to 
have been tortured, as indicated by bruises in 
various parts of his body.

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Senate seeks special session

THE SENATE LEADERSHIP YES- 
terday called on President Maca- 
pagal-Arroyo to order a special 
Congress session so the House of 
Representatives can act on cru- 
cial proposed legislation. 

The special session will allow the House to 
make up for the lack of quorum during the fi- 
nal session days on June 4 to 7, according to 
Senate Majority Leader Francis Pangilinan. 

Among the pending measures is the proposed 
bill on cheaper medicine, which requires amend- 
ments to the Intelectual Property Rights Law The. 
Senate is waiting for the House to approve its ver- 
sion on third and final reading before a bicameral 
‘conference committee can iron out the differences. 

Also still to be acted upon by the House are 
the bicameral conference reports on the bill 
awarding compensation to victims of martial 
Jaw abuse and the bill amending the century- 
old charter of the University of the Philippines. 

“These measures are long overdue and their 


benefits crucial. There is stilla chance that the 
House of Representatives can pass these mea- 
sures before the'end of June if the President 
calls for a special session,” said Pangilinan, 
main author of the UP Charter Bill. 

‘The Senate and House of Representatives 
adjourned sine die on Thursday as the 13th 
Congress drew to a close. 


Certified urgent 

Meanwhile, Sen. Manuel Roxas П, princi- 
pal author of the bill on cheaper medicines, 
vented his frustration on the House for sitting 
on the measure that had been strongly op- 
posed by multinational drug companies. (See 
related story on this page) 

Malacafiang has certified the bill as urgent. 

Roxas said only “immense political will” on 
the part of the House could save the bill, which 
has to be re-filed in the upcoming Congress if it 
is not passed in the 13th Congress. 

Pangilinan and Roxas said it was up to the 
House leadership to make sure that the ma- 
jority of congressmen would show up if a spe- 
cial session were called. 

"Itwill be а shame to delay these important. 
measures when our representatives and 


Malacafiang can actually do something about 
it,” Pangilinan said. 


14 years 

A former student leader at UP and a mem- 
ber of its Board of Regents, Pangilinan said it 
would be unfortunate if the UP Charter Bill 
would be shelved again. 

"This is a sad, shameful day for our education 
system. The UP Charter Bill has been in the leg- 
lative mil for 14 long years ... Now we are back 
to square one, all because there was no quorum in 
the House of Representatives," he said. 

Pangilinan said the bill was aimed at halt- 
ing the declining quality of UP education and 
stopping the exodus of its highly skilled teach- 
ing staff by exempting the university from the 
Salary Standardization Act. 

‘The exemption would give tax exemptions 
to academic awards, and give the university 
greater fiscal and institutional autonomy. 

“The University of the Philippines is under 
tremendous pressure. It needs to keep up 
with the competition and maintain its status 
as the premier university. With its outdated 
Charter, this is almost impossible,” said 
Pangilinan. 


San Juan may testify vs Trillanes, ‘if necessary’

ALTHOUGH HE WOULD NOT BE TURNED IN- 
to а state witness, 1st Lt. Lawrence San Juan 
might testify if necessary against opposition 
senatorial candidate Antonio Trillanes IV and 
other junior officers involved in the failed July 
2003 Oakwood mutiny, state lawyer said. 
State Prosecutor Juan Pedro Navera of the 
Department of Justice also described San 
Juan's affirmation of his guilty plea to con- 
spiracy to commit coup d'etat as a "psycholog- 
ical blow" to the other accused and convinc- 
ing evidence that a coup took place, contrary 
to other junior officers” claim that no such 


thing happened. 

A group of renegade junior military officers 
calling themselves “Magdalo” soldiers seized 
the Oakwood serviced apartments in Makati 
City on July 27, 2003 in protest of corruption 
їп government and in the military establish- 
ment. The siege ended peacefully after the 
rebel soldiers surrendered. 

Navera said San Juan, who was questioned by 
Makati Regional Tial Court Judge Oscar Pi- 
memel, acknowledged the possibility of testifying 
against his fellow officers with his plea change. 

"The more important part of his testimony 
was his statement that if necessary, he would tes- 
tify against those who were in agreement with 


him before to commit coup d'etat against the 
government.” Navera told reporters yesterday. 

He said that Pimentel did not name whom 
San Juan would be testifying against, but the 
state prosecutor believes that all the accused 
in the coup d'etat case, including Trillanes, 
could be affected. 

"So we are pleased with this development 
because this completely reverses their posi- 
tion that there was no coup d'etat. One of the 
accused is actually saying there was a coup, so 
how more convincing can you be? Trillanes is 
among the accused, so if necessary—neces- 
sary is the operative word—Lt. San Juan 
might just implicate him," he said.

“average hours of work are longer 
formen than for women in almost ev- 
ery country reviewed in the report. 
‘The sole exception is the 

Philippines,” said the report, which 
мав released yesterday by the Mani- 
la-based ILO Subregional Office for 
Southeast Asia and the Pacific. 

‘The report, titled “Working Time 
‘Around the World,” showed that em- 
ployed women were two to three 
times more likely than men to work 
exceptionally long hours of over 64 
hours per week. 

Working Filipino women worked 
41.3 hours a week, slightly longer than 
the 40.4 hours a week put in by Filipino 
men, said the ILO, using 2002 figures. 

The report said this phenomenon 
was driven largely by the growth of 
the service sector which employs 
more women than men. In particular, 
the service sub-sector of the wholesale 
and retail trade posts a weekly work 
time of 48.8 hours; that of the hotel 
and restaurant sector, 48.6 hours 

‘The ILO said more than half of the 
country's workers who log more than 
40 hours a week are in the service sec- 
tor, which has grown substantially in 
the past decade. 


Work and family 

“All of this raises an important 
question: Given the long hours of 
paid work of many Filipino women, 
how are they able to balance work 
and family?" the report asked. 

“Tm not sure that it's true that ‘more 
and more women are working longer 
than men,’ but its certainly true that 
substantial proportions of women in 
the Philippines are working. long 
hours," said Jon Messenger, senior re- 
search officer for the ILO's Conditions 
of Work and Employment Programme 
and coauthor of the report. 

Linda Wirth, ILO subregional office di- 
rector, said the good news was that Fil- 
ipino women eam more money for their 
families which they spend on education. 
and better nutrition for their children. 

The bad news, however, is that fe- 


male workers become exhausted and 
their health is affected, she said. 

"They spend less time with their 
family with consequent negative ef- 
fects on relationships. Over time many 
family breakups and children without 
sufficient attention become problems 
for society asa whole," Wirth said. 

Why are Filipino women working 
more? 


Better skills 

According to Wirth, this could be 
because the type of work becoming 
increasingly available in services, call 
centers, electronics and other sectors, 
is often regarded by employers as 
suitable for women. Women are also 
regarded as having better skills and 
attitudes for this type of work. 

Women are also driven by a lack of 
‘other opportunities to accept working 
long hours to work more, she said. 

‘Also, since overtime work often 
does not draw extra pay, workers are 
driven to work even longer, providing 
no incentive for employers to request 
shorter hours (if overtime loading is 
required by law), she said. 

“As well, in the Philippines work is 
often paid by the day and not hourly 
rates so there can be a ‘stretching’ of 
the day," she said. 

Messenger pointed out that since 
women are also engaging in unpaid 
domestic and care work, in addition 
to their paid jobs, this means a partic- 
ularly heavy double burden. 

“Therefore, itis crucial that men be 
provided with incentives to more 
equally share these family responsi- 
bilities,” he added. 


Balanced working hours 

He listed the challenges that govem- 
ment and private sector must resolve, 
namely: cutting back excessively long 
hours, increasing hours for those who 
are underemployed, and getting a more 
even balance in both paid and unpaid 
‘work hours between women and men. 

Wirth said raising awareness about 
the detrimental effects of long work- 
ing hours on families and children 
should not be about sending women 


back to the home but a question of ad- 
equate quality time with both parents. 

She urged a tripartite dialogue on 
wage and working hours policy and 
the creation of decent work, reform of 
labor laws to not allow such working 
hours and labor inspection to enforce 
this, strengthening the capacity of 
trade unions to be more gender-sensi- 
tive and to bargain for better cont 
tions and hours of work, and mobiliz- 
ing women's groups. 

"The ILO report, which focuses on 
working time in over 50 countries 
and explores the implications for 
working time policies in developing 
and transition countries, said that 
опе in five workers around the world, 
or over 600 million people, still work 
excessively, or more than 48 hours а 
week, just to make ends meet. 

“For the most part, it shows the dis- 
tribution of working hours in devel- 
oping and transition countries to be 
highly diverse, with some individuals 
working very long hours, and others 
working short hours," it said. 


More than 48 hours 

‘The report said that all over the world, 
people in general work 35 to 45 hours a 
week. However, people in a significant 
number of developing countries work 
more than 48 hours. These include work- 
ers in Costa Rica, El Salvador, Peru, the 
Philippines, Thailand and Turkey. 

‘Among the developed countries, 
the exceptions are the Asian countries 
of Singapore and South Korea. 

In the Philippines, more than 90 
percent of workers put in more than 
48 hours а week to earn more. 

For countries with the highest inci- 
dence of long working hours for 2004 
to 2005 (defined as more than 48 
hours per week), Peru topped the list 
at 50.9 percent of workers, South Ko- 
rea at 49.5 percent, Thailand at 46.7 
percent and Pakistan at 44.4 percent. 

In developed countries, where work- 
ing hours are rypicallyshortez the Unit- 
ed Kingdom stood at 25.7 percent, Is- 
rael at 25.5 percent, Australia at 20.4 
percent, Switzerland at 19.2 percent 
and the United States at 18.1 percent.

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But Policarpio rejected reports that Vibal 
was the leader of a cartel which had cornered 
the lion's share of textbook contracts since the 
Estrada administration. 

Policarpio stressed bidders in a consortium 
cannot bid against each other for a similar lot. 
“So what cartel?” he said. 

According to him, Vibal specializes in pub- 
lishing and printing, while LG and M is only a 
printer. 


Nothing wrong with consortium 

“Vibal and LG and M formed a consortium 
among themselves. That's not wrong. Every- 
thing has been declared to the (bids and 
awards) committee,” Policarpio said, admit- 
ting that the two jointly bidded for Lots 1 and 
2 for the publication and delivery of elemen- 
tary textbooks. 

He was referring to the 17.5 million text- 
books and teaching manuals for public ele- 
mentary and high schools that were intended 
to be used last school year and were funded 
from an P800-million loan from the World 
Bank. 

Losing bidders charged the bidding process 
was rigged and plagued with conflict of inter- 
ests among the major bidders and several of 
their supposed “dummy” companies. 


Petition pending at SC 

Contracts were eventually awarded in 
September 2006 to Vibal, Watana Phanit, 
among others, despite a pending petition be- 
fore the Supreme Court lodged by two bid- 
ders that felt they had been cheated. 

The new textbooks and manuals were cru- 
cial to addressing the worsening textbooks" 
backlog in primary and secondary schools, 
and central to efforts in arresting the rapidly 
declining quality of education. 

One of the lowest complying bidders, 
Kolonwel, originally won Lot 3 (Hekasi for 
Grades 4-6) worth P386 million but was boot- 
ed out of the bidding in the end. Kolonwel 
had passed the content evaluation conducted 
by the Instructional Materials Committee Sec- 
retariat of DepEd. 

The bidding was divided into three lots, 
Sibika for Grades 1-3, Hekasi for Grades 4-6 
and Araling Panlipunan for Years 1-4. But 
Kolonwel mysteriously failed in a post-test 
conducted on sample cover and body stocks 
of the textbooks by Instructional Develop- 
ment Institute of the Department of Science 
and Technology. 

Kolonwel declined to be interviewed pend- 
ing resolution of a petition with the high 
court. 


Copyright provider 

Policarpio stressed that Vibal was being un- 
fairly lumped with Watana Phanit. 

“Butlegally and factually speaking, there is 
no relationship berween Vibal and Watana,” 
he said, pointing out that Vibal was “only 
copyright provider” of Watana. 

"Watana bought the copyright of one 
book. Aside from that, we're not related. 
Watana is based in Thailand, so therefore 
it's incorrect to say that we have interlock-

The rest of the P800 
million has yet to be awarded but was already 
bidded out, said the lawyer. 

The DepEd obtained the loan from the 
World Bank to finance the procurement of el- 
ementary and high school textbooks and 
teachers manuals in Sibika Grades 1-3, 
Heograpiya, Kasaysayan at Sibika Grades 4-6 
and Araling Panlipunan High School Years 1- 
4 


Joint ventures 

Upon DepEd's request, the Inter-Agency 
Bids and Awards Committee (IABAC) of the 
Department of Budget and Management 
called for an international competitive bid- 
ding on Oct. 27, 2005. 

The 11 of the 18 bidders who submitted fi- 
nancial bids were Vibal Publishing, Lex Media. 
Digital Corp., Ibon Foundation, Grand C. 
Graphics Inc., Kolonwel Trading, Ningbo Bin- 
bin, Rex Bookstore, Anvil Publishing, Alkem 
Co., Watana Phanit and Daewoo Internation- 
alCorp. 


PDI disclosures 

Documents submitted to IABAC showed 
joint venture agreements and common 
shareholders between several bidders, to 
wit: Vibal, LG & M Corp., JTW and Lamco; 
Watana and Advance Agro (and also with 
Alkem); Ibon, Bookman and Tri-Media; and 
Lex Media, SD Publications and FEP Print- 
ing. 

(DISCLOSURE: LEX MEDIA AND FEP 
PRINTING ARE SISTER COMPANIES OF 
THE INQUIRER.) 

‘The four suppliers, Vibal, Watana, LG & M 
and SD Publication, have interlocking and 
common controlling shareholders based on 
their general information sheets. 

The common shareholders of Vibal, SD 
and LG & M are Jean Fernandez, Aida 
Gutierrez, Stella Lawson, Nila Mampa and 
Gaspar Vibal. Fernandez is corporate secre- 
tary while Mapa is vice president for all 
three bidders. Lawson is treasurer of both 
SD and Vibal. 

Except for Fernandez, all four have 24.9 
percent of subscribed shares in all three com- 
panies. 

A technical working group formed by the 
DBM said in a report to the IABAC that it 
was clear the controlling shareholders of 
Vibal, SD and LG & М “are common and the 
same.” 

Itsaid that LG & M, a joint venture partner 
of Vibal, was the copyright-owner of the 
book submitted by Watana Phanit, a com- 
petitor. 

In Lots 1 & 3, LG & M submitted two differ- 
ent bids, first, by itself in partnership with 
Vibal, JTW and Lamco, and second, through 
its agent Watana, which also offered books 
published by LG & М. 

For Lot 3, SD, in partnership with Lex Me- 
dia and FER submitted a bid against Watana 
which is basically an agent of LG & M. Thus, 
bidders SD and Watana were bidders that 
have the same officers, directors and control- 
ling shareholders, according to the report to 
ТАВАС. 


Interlocking interests 

As an agent of LG & M, Watana offered 
books published by the former while SD of- 
fered books published by Vibal, said the TWG 
memo dated Feb. 20, 2006. 

“This interlocking interests put the four 
firms in a position to have access to informa- 
tion about the bids, or influence each other's 
bids,” said the memo. “Their acts created the 
appearance of a competition to establish bid 
prices that were artificial and noncompeti- 
tive.” 

Thus, this “deprived the government of the 
Republic of the Philippines of the benefit of 
free and open competition.” 

Policarpio told the Inquirer that SD had 
formed a consortium with another print- 
er 
He admitted that SD and Vibal also had 
"common directors and stockholders, but 
it formed a consortium with Lex Media 
and bidded for high school textbooks ... 
which eventually failed in the content 
evaluation.

World Bank guidelines 

The World Bank Procurement Guide- 
lines define collusive practice as “a 
scheme or arrangement between two or 
more bidders, with or without the knowl- 
edge of the borrower, designed to estab- 
lish bid prices at artificial and noncompet- 
itive level.” 

The government Procurement Reform 
Act, Republic Act No. 9184, says collusion 
exists “when a bidder maliciously submits 
different bids through two or more per- 
sons, corporations, partnerships or any 
other business entity in which he has inter- 
est to create the appearance of a competi- 
tion.” 

‘The TWG then strongly recommended the 
disqualification of the Vibal group, prompting 
the IABAC to concur. 

It then wrote a letter to the World Bank 
which, however, intervened and upheld 
Vibal and Watana's right to join the bid- 
ding. 
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19 RP sailors rescued 
as freighter runs aground 


SYDNEY,  AUSTRALIA--STORMY SEAS 
pushed a coal freighter with at least 19 Fil 
ipino crew onto а sand bank off Australia's 
east coast Friday, triggering a major rescue 
‘operation and warnings of a potential disaster 
ifthe ship's fuel leaks. 

Officials feared that other freighters waiting 
off the port of Newcastle could also run aground 
as an 8-meter storm swell and winds of up to 80 
kph battered Australia's eastern shores. 

‘The 250 meters-long Pasha Bulker had 
been preparing to collect coal from Newcastle 
later this month. The storm surge ripped the 
ship from its moorings and pushed it into a 
sand bank early Friday, New South Wales 
state police said in a statement. 

The Philippine consul-general in Sydney, 
Ma. Theresa Lazaro, was quoted in Sydney as 
saying there were 19 Filipinos and two Kore- 
ans in the crew. 

One by one, rescue helicopters airlifted the 
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Supermarket Trolley.

Dropout Bill Gates returns 
to Harvard for college degree 


CAMBRIDGE, MASSACHUSETTS 
Bill Gates attended to a bit of unfin- 
ished business on Thursday. 

Gates, who dropped out of Har- 
vard and co-founded Microsoft 
Corp. to become the world’s rich- 
est person, stopped by his former 
stomping grounds to collect an 
honorary law degree. 

"We recognize the most illus- 
trious member of the Harvard 
College class of 1977 never to 
have graduated from Harvard,” 
said Harvard University Provost 
Steven Hyman, "It seems high 
time that his alma mater hand 
overthe diploma,” 

"Ive been waiting for more 
than 30 years to say this, Dad, 1 
always told you l' come back 
and get my degree," Gates, 51, 
told the crowd, which included 
his father, also named Bill, 

“TII be changing my job next 
year, and It will be nice to finally 
have a college degree on my re- 
sumé," said Gates In reference to 
his plan to shift full-time into phi- 
lanthropy. 

Sharing the limelight with 
Gates that day was Filipino Oscar 
Franklin Tan, 27, who delivered 
ithe commencement address in

foreign graduates of the Harvard

Self-made billionaire

startup sofware company the

Ас Harvard, Gates lived down 
the hall from Steve Ballmer, now 
Microsofts chief executive, who 
stayed on to graduate and joined 
Microsoft in 1980. Gates dropped 
out to focus on Microsoft, which 
he founded in 1975 with child- 
hood friend Paul Allen. 

Microsoft went public in 1986 
and in the following year, the 
company's soaring share prices 
had made then-31-year-old Gates 
the world's youngest self-made 
billionaire. 


Philanthropic work 

Last year, Gates said he would 
step down from his day-to-day 
management role at Microsoft in 
2008 to focus on philanthropic 
work. 

"Humanltys greatest advances 
are not in its discoveries, but in 
how those discoveries are applied 
to reduce inequality" Gates said. 
“1 love getting people excited 
about software, but why can't we 
generate even more excitement 
for saving lives?” 

The Bill and Melinda Gates 
Foundation, founded in 2000, 
supports projects to improve 
health, reduce poverty and in- 
crease public access to technology. 

Gates’ commitment to charity 
caught the attention of famed in- 
vestor Warren Buffett, the world's 
second richest man. Last year, the 
chief executive of Berkshire Hath- 
away Inc., pledged the bulk of his 
fortune to the Gates Foundation. 

‘That $30.7 billion donation, to 
be paid out in stages on the condi- 
tion that the money be given 
away in the year it is donated, 
roughly doubled the size of the 
Gates Foundation. 

Harvard also awarded hon- 
отагу degrees to former National 
Baskerball Association great Bill 
Russell and former treasury secre- 
tary Lawrence Summers, a former 
president of Harverd who was 
forced out after making contro- 
versial comments about women in.

“Lam agreeable to the election 
of a Regional Senate under a bi- 
cameral setup. А national Senate 
becomes the launching pad for 
presidential ambitions and, in- 
evitably, leading aspirants from 
the chamber use it for conducting 
legislative inquiries,” he said. 

‘According to De Venecia, elec- 
tions under the current bicameral 
presidential system are on a 
three-year cycle, so that the coun- 
try is brought to crisis after every 
national election marred with 
charges of fraud, 

"Elections under all parliamen- 
tary systems in Europe and Asia 
are scheduled in a five-year cycle, 
and the results are known within 
24 hours after the polls close,” De 
Venecia said. 

‘And because results are easier 
to determine in small districts in- 
stead of in nationwide polls, the 
results are known and the proba- 
bility of fraud is lessened, he said. 

“There had been no reports 
of voting irregularities in par- 
liamentary elections,” he 
pointed out.

Against Buhay spirit 

Sefieres also questioned Rob- 
les choice of nominees to join in- 
cumbent Buhay Rep. Rene Ve- 
larde, the son of the El Shaddai 
leader. They are Maria Coscol- 
luela, Irwin Tieng, Melchor Mon- 
sod and Tessie Villarama. 

Sefieres said Coscolluela used 
to work for the Population Com- 
mission, a bitter enemy of pro-life 
groups, before joining Sen. 
Richard Gordon's staff 

He said Villarama was the wife 
of Wilfrido Villarama, a former 
congressman who was among the 
authors of the Reproductive 
Health Bill, or HB 4110. 

Sefieres said the bill, which 
provides for P20-million govern- 
ment funding for contraceptives 
like condoms and intra-uterine 
devices, was "against the spirit of 
Buhay.” 

Sefieres’ father, Roy Sefieres, 
who used to head the National 
Labor Relations Commission, 
said Tieng was the son of a very 
wealthy Chinese friend of Mike 
Velarde. 

Robles said his choice of 
nominees was "okay. We're just 
happy that by topping the [par- 
ty-list] elections, Buhay has 
proven that the Philippines is 
still pro-life.”

gara, Abello, Concepcion, Regala 
and Cruz law office) where he is 
an associate, and with a little help.

on him by his class. 


The 27-year-old bachelor and 
2005 law alumnus of the Univer- 
sity of the Philippines finished his 
master's degree at the premier in- 
stitution in Cambridge, Mas- 
sachusetts. He was chosen to 
speak at the ceremony in behalf 
of some 700 American and for- 
eign graduates.

“That leaves the Africans. 1 
also had a ready affinity with 
them because I was from a de- 
veloping country with post- 
colonial issues. I'd like to think 
that each of my classmates 
identified with me one way or 
another," he said. 

A Thai classmate was kind 
enough to help carry Tan's re- 
frigerator to his fourth-floor 
unit, since the dormitory had 
no elevator. A Saudi classmate, 
apparently familiar with the 
many Filipino workers in his 
oil-rich state, could under- 
stand most of Tan's sentences 
in Filipino. 


But his international relations 
were not always that smooth. 


Culture clash 

“There was one embarrassing 
moment where a French class- 
mate and I almost had a fight un- 
til we sat down and compared 
our cultures. Our Nigerian class- 
mate had lost a close relative and 
was feeling very sad, so 1 e- 
mailed [members of] the class re- 
questing the religious students to 
pray for him and consdle him.” 

The French classmate then 
sent Tan an alarmed e-mail, ex- 
pressing "shock that I would vio- 
late someone's privacy in such а 
public manner.” 

"We discussed it, and he real- 
ized that grief is treated as a com- 
munity issue in the Philippines 
(and in other developing coun- 
tries), where public wakes are 
held and everyone tries to pass by 
to pay their respects.

AFTER MONTHS OF DELAY, 
“Agrarian Reform Secretary Nasser 
Pangandaman has ordered region- 
al officials to conduct a segregation 
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group of land reform beneficiaries at the Ha- 
cienda Velez-Malaga in La Castellana town, 
killing two farmers and wounding six others, 

“They're conducting the survey now. Гуе 
given orders for them to complete the survey 
as soon as possible,” said Pangandaman. 

The delay in the survey is being partly 
blamed for the violence. Because of the re- 
peated postponement, the farmers last Mon- 
day entered the disputed 56-hectare portion 
of the estate in a move to start tilling the land, 
provoking the guards to shoot at them. 

‘The violence came more than two months 
after Pangandaman installed 57 farmers in- 
side a 56-ha portion of the sprawling sugar 
plantation on March 22 in the face of stiff op- 
position by farmers loyal to Cuenca, 

‘According to Pangandaman, once the survey is 
completed, the farmer beneficiaries will be issued 
individual ‘certificates of land ownership award 
(oa), which is the equivalent toa land tte. 

"As of yesterday, the security personnel 
were there, and the farmers have started till- 
ing the land, One of these days, I wil visit the 
place,” Pangandaman said in an interview. 

The Department of Agrarian Reform has re- 
quested more military and police troops to be 
deployed in the area where the farmers were 
installed, which has become a virtual flash 
point for violence. 

The case of Hacienda Velez Malaga as well as 
other contentious landholdings across the country 
isto be tackled at a Cabinet meeting on Tuesday. 

The violence in the sugar plantation has re- 
vived criticisms that the Comprehensive 
‘Agrarian Reform Program (CARP) has failed 
to achieve its goal after 19 years. The pro- 
gram marks its 19th anniversary tomorrow.

De Castro, chair of the Housing and Urban De- 
velopment Coordinating Council (HUDCC), said 
that during his consultation with the affected 
families recently they raised concerns regarding 
employment and livelihood opportunities 

De Castro told them that livelihood pro- 
grams and skills training program and assis- 
tance would be provided in the relocation 
communities by the National Housing Au- 
thority livelihood agencies and Tesda. 

Tn addition, microfinance institutions have 
begun to secure and provide loans to qualified 
applicants as start-up capital for small business 


"This is why 1 appeal to the families to co- 
operate with NHA, livelihood agencies, and 
Tesda, They should realize that the housing 
problem doesn't end in providing houses. The 
families need to learn how to sustain them- 
selves the moment they settle in their respec- 
tive new homes,” the Vice President said. 

Yesterday De Castro inspected the Sampaloc 
segment of the rail-linkage project where he 
held a dialogue with the affected families. 

Sampaloc was one of the areas affected by the 
linkage of the Northrail and Southrail projects. 

De Castro said that about 11,000 individu- 
als in Sampaloc alone were to be affected by 
the relocation, 2,000 of whom had started re- 
locating. 

He said that other affected families in Mani- 
la were set to be transferred to the govern- 
ments relocation site in Trece Martires, Cavite, 
Cabuyao, Laguna and Bocaue, Bulacan. 


US hand-me-down 
choppers delivered

ABATCH OF HAND-ME-DOWN HELICOPTERS 
from the United States will begin their tour of 
duty with the Philippine Air Force today as US. 
authorities offically tum them over to the 
Philippine military. 

In ceremonies at the Villamor Air Base to- 
day, US Ambassador Kristie Kenney and se- 
nior US Embassy officials will hand over to 
President Macapagal-Arroyo, Defense Secre- 
тагу Hermogenes Ebdane and Armed Forces 
Chief of Staff Hermogenes Esperon Jr. eight of 
11 UH-1H choppers that the US government 
has given the Air Force through a grant. 

The US Embassy said in a statement the gift 
of the choppers demonstrated “the American 
people's historic partnership with the Philip- 
pines.” 

‘The aircraft being turned over today are part 
of 20 designated for the Philippines by US Presi- 
dent George Bush. Ten 
additional helicopters 
will be delivered later 
this year

The Hueys, which were flown to Villamor 
from the Clark Special Economic Zone yester- 
day, have been restored to 100-percent flying 
shape by PAF's 410th Maintenance Wing, said 
Maj. Gen, Fernando Manalo, chief of the Air 
Logistics Command. 

Another three Hueys are undergoing 
restoration at Clark, he said. 

"We just could not fix them in time [for the 
blessing] but in a few days, they will be OK,” 
Manalo said, adding that mechanics were stil 
plugging "leaks in the machines" of the three. 
choppers. 

The choppers, which were shipped to Subic 
Bay last May, are to be used by 'the Air Force to 
supplement its modernization program and 
‘would increase the PAF's capabilities to com- 
batterrorism and provide humanitarian assis- 
tance during natural disasters. 

Upon their arrival, the choppers were im- 
mediately transferred to Clark where PAF spe- 
cialists conducted routine maintenance and 
flight checks required for all aircraft, and 
painted the helicopters in the PAF colors. 

Manalo said the eight that are being turned 
over today had already been refurbished 
when they were brought to the country and 
only needed to be checked and inspected. 

"There was just a little fine-tuning and 
checking whether they were already [compli- 
ant] with safety standards,” he said.

President Macapagal-Arroyo paid tribute Thursday to a 
13th Congress that is about to be gaveled into history, by 

. delivering a “because of you" speech, thanking the cham- 

ber for saving her, politically, not once, but twice. Along 

the way, she kept referring to the 

EDITORIAL House of Representatives аз 

“Congress,” when itis only one part of 

it. Her repeated reference to the House as "Congress" was 

„either a breathtaking display of institutional ignorance, 

or a willful effort to send a subliminal message that for 
her, only the House constitutes Congress. 

The President then made an assertion that was con- 
trary to fact, ironically to mark the start of a national ob- 
servance of the anniversary of an institution whose very 

record belied her claim. She said that the overwhelming 
victory of the administration coalition in the House of 
Representatives and in the local government level is “a 
continuing mandate of reform, unity, more work and less 
politics. We all have a mandate to look forward and leave 
behind the contentious past.” 

But what does the past of the House teach us? Not 

-once—not ever and not in 25 elections over 100 
years—has a ruling majority ever lost the House. Even 
when presidents lost the presidency, their parties re- 
“tained control of the House—until, almost instantly, the 
‘members of the majority that lost the presidency took 
itheir oath of affiliation with the parties of the new presi- 
dents. So it was that even when President Elpidio Quiri- 
no, a Liberal, lost the presidency, his party mates retained 
the House until they suddenly became Nacionalistas to 
match the affiliation of the new President, Ramon 
Magsaysay. So it was that when President Carlos Р Garcia, 
a Nacionalista, lost the presidency, his party retained the 
House until its members became newly minted Liberals 
under President Diosdado Macapagal. And so it was that 
Macapagal's Liberal majority survived him in the House 
until his party mates became Nacionalistas after the elec- 
tion of President Ferdinand Marcos. And so on: Ramon. 
Mitra's LDP kept the House until the LDP members de- 
fected to become Lakas under President Fidel V. Ramos, 
‘and the Lakas members that controlled the House despite 
the election of President Joseph Estrada became instant 
adherents of LAMMP and then changed their stripes. The 
turncoatism in the Senate has been a paragon of party 
«loyalty in comparison to the record of the House. 
Parafiaque Rep. Койо Golez, one of the newest mem- 
“ters of the President's own Kampi, questioned the occa- 
sion that the President's speech marked. It was supposed. 
to be the kick-off for the celebration of the centennial of 
the House of Representatives. He objected to the whole 
+ centennial idea. A nit-picker desperately seeking a head- 
line, he apparently thought a kick-off is a culmination, 
when everyone knows the House turns 100 in October. 

Golez pointed to the House's mace, which says “1987” 
(the year the House was reestablished), and asked why the 
Malolos Congress was being ignored in favor of the cente- 
nary of the First "hilippine Assembly. Malolos was not be- 
ing ignored, but then the 1907 election established the 
first popularly elected legislature in Southeast Asia and, 
incidentally, began an institution that has had a direct 
bearing on the evolution of representative democracy. 

While the country glories in the abortive Malolos 
Congress, not one of its practices or traditions survived 
the destruction of our first republic. On the other hand, 
the structure and rules and procedures of the present 
House are clearly and durably tied to the resumption of 
representative government that began with the First 
Philippine Assembly. But perhaps it mattered less what 
Golez was saying, and more that he was making noise, 
earning his spurs as a new Kampi stalwart, and paying his 
dues to his party and its leadership's opposition to the re- 
election of Jose de Venecia as speaker. 

But De Venecia's retention of the speakership in the 
14th Congress seems assured, notwithstanding the Presi- 
dent's assurances that she's no longer interested in politi- 

„cal payback. De Venecia boldly proclaimed that somehow 
his dream of a shift to a parliamentary government has 

"not died, but it has been reignited and whatever the Pres- 

„ident said before the House (“it is a season, it is a time of 
hope and unity"), the years ahead are not going to be 
ones of magnanimity or “more work and less politics,” but 
the opposite. It will be a time of divisiveness, because it 
will be the season of Charter change.

A more vigilant Senate 


ТАМ GLAD SENATORS EDGARDO J. ANGARA 
and Joker P. Arroyo have been re-elected al- 
though they belonged to GMA's Team Unity 
that was roundly rejected by the electorate. 
The fact that they survived the rout was recog- 
nition of not only their intellectual competence. 
‘but, especially, their independence from their 
principal sponsor, the President of the Philip- 
pines. 

That trait was regarded as a virtue that must 
have contributed to their election, but it was 
not so admired in the case of two other “im- 
ports" with also suspect attachments. Clearly 
identified with the opposition, they were nev- 
ertheless welcomed by President Macapagal- 
Arroyo to her team after they were repudiated 
by their own pro-Erap colleagues. Her an- 
nounced reason was their supposed “winnabil- 
ity" but they landed at the bottom in the list of 
the losers. 

Апага and Arroyo were not consistent 
‘supporters of President Gloria and in fact of- 
ten publicly differed with her. Especially Jok- 
er. Their political record suited them better as 
oppositionists rather than with administra- 
tion barkers to whom they were strange bed- 
fellows. It was surprising that they were not 
included in the Genuine Opposition slate 
composed of "winnable" opponents of the 
President. 

Апага particularly would have at the out- 
set been drafted into the opposition ticket as 
Estrada's running-mate in 1998 who lost the 
vice presidency to Gloria Macapagal-Arroyo. 
Afrerwards, he became Erap's executive sec- 
retary until the impeached president's forced 
resignation in 2001. Could Ed have preferred 
joining the administration ticket with its ad- 
vantages and prerogatives?

GMA's Team Unity. He was the lead prosecutor 
of Erap during the impeachment trial and up- 
оп his election to the Senate frequently dis- 
agreed with the new President. He was a mem- 
ber of the Wednesday Group that strictly 
watched her conduct. Fondly called "the other 
Arroyo,” he disappointed many of his admirers 
when he sided with the administration instead 
of sticking it out with the opposition. 
Whatever the reason for their volte-face, 
“Angara and Arroyo must have alienated many 
former supporters who could not accept the 
apparent disloyalty of their lost leaders, Never- 
theless, they managed to win despite the un- 
popularity of their Team Unity and are now po- 


tential allies with the other successful candi- 
dates who would, if they could, expel Gloria 
Macapagal-Arroyo from the Palace of the Peo- 
ple. 

The score of 8-2-2 given by the media in the 
lost senatorial elections is, think, inaccurate. I 
would call it 12-0, with Loren Legarda, Chiz 
Escudero, Panfilo Lacson, Manuel Villar 
Noynoy Aquino, Alan Cayetano, Antonio Tril- 
lanes and Koko Pimentel from the GO, together. 
with Angara, Arroyo and independent Francis 
Pangilinan and Gregorio Honasan all against 
President Arroyo. With no one in favor. 

All these 12 unfriendly if not hostile incom- 
ing senators would need only four more from 
their still incumbent colleagues—Rodolfo Bia- 
zon, Pia Cayetano, Juan Ponce Enrile, Jinggoy 
Estrada, Richard Gordon, Lito Lapid, Jamby 
Madrigal, Ramon Revilla Jr, Aquilino Pi- 
mentel, Mar Roxas and Miriam Defensor-San- 
tiago—to complete the two-thirds vote needed 
to convict and remove Gloria Macapagal-Ar- 
тоуо should the House of Representatives de- 
cide to impeach her. 

But impeachment would be a big NO at the 
moment with Speaker Jose de Venecia's re- 
assembled Rainbow Coalition again dominat- 
ing the lower House under GMAS thumb. Even 
so, it may morph into a big YES if President Ar- 
тоуо continues to rule the country with her ac- 
customed arbitrariness and characteristic con- 
tempt of the Constitution. Even her obedient 
cohorts can take only so much and may be 
forced to toll the bell for her political demise in. 
compliance with popular demand. 

Let us hope that under the vigilance of the 
new Congress, especially its Senate, the ad- 
ministration of President Arroyo will avert an- 
other constitutional crisis like the impeach- 
ment of Joseph Estrada. If she takes care to dis- 
charge her duties more carefully during the 
next three years, she may be permitted to re- 
tire gracefully in 2010 instead of being booted 
‘out of Malacafiang by the outraged people. 


Aserious health issue 


ONE READS (INQUIRER, 6/7/07) WHERE 
Supreme Court Chief Justice Reynato Puno is 
continuing to make waves--the first time with 
his stern reminder against corruption in the 
Court of Appeals, and now with his determina- 
tion to use the Court's power under the Consti- 
tution to protect human rights. All of which is 
very reassuring. 

It is in this light that one wishes to call his at- 
tention to the fact that it has been about 10 
months now since the Court put on hold, via а 
temporary restraining order, the attempt of the 
Department of Health (DOH) to prevent need- 
less infant deaths (16,000 in 2000) and sick- 
mess that make the number of extrajudicial 
killings/disappearances look puny. Deaths are 
deaths, whether they are caused by sins of 
commission (by the military or others) or 
omission (by the Court's not lifting the re- 
straining order). 

‘The 16,000 figure refers to the number of 
child deaths (under 5 years of age) in the 
Philippines—out of a total of 82,000 for 
2000—that, according to the international sci- 
‘entific community, can be traced to inappropri- 
ate feeding, including the use of infant formu- 
та. Aside from the deaths, there are other costs 
to such inappropriate feeding, all enumerated 
in a fact sheet: 12 million more illness 
episodes from diarrhea and acute respiratory 
infections (ARI), plus 10 million more days ill, 
plus 450,000 more health facility visits, plus 
36,000 more infants hospitalized. 

All these have financial implications: P320 
million for funeral expenses, P1 billion in lost 
wages caring for sick infants, P100 million of 
‘out-of-pocket expenses for health facility visits 
and basic drugs, P50 million for out-of-pocket 
expenses for hospitalizing the infants, P230 
million in government expenditures on hospi- 
talization. The worst part is the estimated 
P21.3 billion used to purchase formula, most 
of which could be saved because it doesn't cost 
а centavo for mothers to breast-feed their in- 
fants. 

How did the DOH get involved? Because of 
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the 2003 National Demographic and Health 
Survey which showed that only 16.1 percent of 
our infants are exclusively breast-fed up to 5 
months of age (19.1 percent for the United 
States). It also showed that 13 percent of in- 
fants were never breast-fed; that 39 percent of 
infants used instant formula in their first 12 
months; that half stopped exclusively breast- 
feeding by the third week of their lives. 

The record of the Philippines in breast-feed- 
ing, among the 56 countries that have con- 
ducted National Demographic and Health Sur- 
уеуз in the past 10 years, is deplorable: We 
have the most infants below 2 months of age 
who are not breast-feeding. We rank No. 4 
when it comes to infants below 6 months who 
are not breastfeeding. And we have the 
worst not-breastfeeding rates in all of South 
and Southeast Asia. 

Which is why the DOH considered it high 
timeto tighten up the implementing rules and 
regulations (IRR) of the Milk Code (EO 51) 
approved by then President Cory Aquino in 
view of the importance of breast-feeding in 
preventing infant deaths, sickness, malnutri- 
tion, underweight problems, etc. And it pro- 
ceeded to do so, in consultation with industry 
and community groups, as well as the World 
Health Organization and Unicef. In May last 
year, it promulgated the revised IRR, which 
covered information and education, research, 
quality and standards, marketing and adver- 
tising of milk products and breast-feeding 
substitutes. And came up against the Pharma- 
ceutical and Health Care Association of the 
Philippines (PHAP), which promptly went to 
the Supreme Court, asking for a temporary re- 


straining order on the implementation of the 
revised IRR. 

The Court turned PHAP down, and PHAP 
promptly appealed. Now I have absolutely 
no doubt that the timing was coincidental, 
but within days after President Macapagal- 
Arroyo received a letter from the president of 
the US Chamber of Commerce protesting the 
revised IRR, the Court handed down its deci- 
sion to indeed grant the TRO. Yet, scarcely 
three months later, the UN Special Rappor- 
teur on the Right to Food, officially congratu- 
lated the Philippine government on the 
DOH's revised IRR. 

What rule did the PHAP object to? It object- 
ed to the ban on the advertising and promotion 
of milk substitutes for children up to 2 years 
old, with an absolute ban on false health and 
nutritional claims. The Department of Justice 
apparently took exception to the practice of 
the milk companies (all foreign-owned) of 
making false claims about the nutritional and 
other benefits of their breast-milk substitute 
products, all under in the guise of promoting 
breast-feeding. Plus their practice of giving in- 
centives to health workers (doctors, nurses 
and midwives) to promote these substitutes. 

What is galling is that these companies 
would not dare make those claims in the devel- 
oped countries where they operate, but they 
do it with impunity here. Worse, the claims, in 
the absence of contrary information, are 
lapped up by gullible mothers who think that 
the breast-milk substitutes will make their chil- 
dren talented, intelligent, taller, etc. 

It is also highly suspicious that these milk 
‘companies have often recalled their products, 
mostly in developed countries, because of evi 
dence of contamination and quality defects, 
but not ín the Philippines. 

PHAP would have the Court believe that 
what the DOH is doing is in restraint of trade. 
Nonsense. This is not a trade issue, this is a 
health issue. In this case, the DOH is on the 
side of the angels. And the Department ol 
Trade and Industry is on the other side. 
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THE CASE OF MAGUINDANAO IS MOST INTER- 
esting, GO senatorial candidate Aquilino Pimentel 
T is staunchly fighting the holding of special elec- 
tions after denouncing alleged massive fraud the 
in the last election. He wants the votes of Maguin- 
danao excluded for good. But TU candidate Juan 
Miguel Zubiri and TU lawyer Romy Macalintal are 
saying that the issue is no longer Pimentel or 2 
Ып, But of protecting the rights of the Maguin- 
danaoans to vote. As Macalintal put it, "Lets pun- 
ish the inept Comelec officials or those who al- 
legedly committed fraud there, but lets not disen- 
franchise the Maguindanaoans.” Comelec Chair 
Benjamin Abalos, listening to Pimentel’s exclusion 
plea, termed it "very undemocratic.” 

Recall that the Comelec set aside the provin- 
cial board of canvassers’ copy of election re- 
turns since there were no certificates of canvass 
accompanying them. Instead it created a new 
POC to await the CoCs. But when still nothing 
was received from the 22 towns, it scheduled a 
meeting of all the parties involved on June 11 
to determine two things: if elections are to be 
held in the province, and if conditions warrant 
special elections for national and local posts.

ONE OF THE TWO TOPNOTCHERS IN THE 
recent Midwife Licensure Examination is Kris 
Bryan Baria, a male graduate of the Camarines Sur 
Polytechnic Colleges (Nabua). But he wasn't the 
only young man among the hundreds of successful 
licensed midwives at the oath-taking ceremonies 
last Thursday. There were many male graduates in 
white uniforms at the Manila Hotel, and they 
seemed just as excited and overwhelmed as their 
more numerous female classmates, 

‘When I asked Pat Gomez, the dynamic presi- 
dent of the Integrated Midwives Association of 
the Philippines (IMAP), if there was always a 
good number of male midwives in the country, 
She replied that their ranks started to fill up only 
in the last few years and before then “there were 
only just one or two per batch.” The reason young 
men have been flocking to midwifery courses, 
said Pat, was the decision of many midwifery 
schools to offer what is called a “ladderized” cur- 
riculum, that is, after finishing the two-year mid- 
wife course, a graduate can move on to take up 
nursing and earn a nursing degree after just two 
more years. If the new nurse is so inclined, he or 
she can then move on to a medical course, with 
credits earned in both the midwifery and nursing 
course credited toward an M.D. degree. 

Indeed, when I asked Baria if he was moving on 
toa nursing course, he readily admitted that he was 
in fact already enrolled in the college of nursing. 

Everyone knows, of course, why midwifery 
medicine and especially nursing schools are at- 
tracting record numbers of students. Demand for 
health professionals in the United States, the Unit- 
ed Kingdom and other developed countries is on. 
the rise. Dr Roger Mendiola, chair of the Board of 
Midwifery revealed that the demand for nurses in 
the United States alone stands at 800,000 for this 
year. "We send out 150,000 nurses a year, so there 
is still a sizeable gap to be filled," he told me. 

No wonder so many men are taking the “mid- 
wife route" to а possibly lucrative career as a 
nurse or caregiver abroa

FORTY YEARS AGO, ISRAEL CAPTURED THE 
West Bank, Gaza and the Golan Helghts after a 
lightning six-day war that repelled the armies of 
Egypt, Jordan and Syria. Today, ending the occu- 
pation of Palestinian territories that began that 
June seems as distant а dream as ever. 

The Somalia-like chaos and civil war now un- 
folding in Gaza asa result of this decades-old stale- 
mate can be blamed partly on ill-conceived Israeli 
policies, and partly on an American administration 
that, for six long years, relegated the cause of Is- 
raeli-Palestinian peace to the bottom of its agenda. 
But it is misleading to attribute the failure of the 
Palestinians to develop an orderly system of self- 
government only to the pernicious effects of Israeli 
Occupation and American policies. 

‘The Palestinian crisis is first and foremost one 
of leadership. True, Yasser Arafat was not a model 
democrat, but his charisma and political acumen 
were crucial for holding all the Palestinian fac- 
tions together. Now, not even Fatah, Arafat's own 
party, can claim to be a coherent organization. 
Hamas electoral victory in January 2006 was toa 
large extent due to Fatah's fragmentation under 
Arafat's successor, Mahmoud Abbas. 

‘With no effective central authority to inspire fear 
‘orrespect and the PLO devoid of legitimacy precise- 
ly because of its refusal to give Hamas its rightful 
share in the organization, a grotesquely ineffective 
brand of “cohabitation” between a Fatah president 
and a Hamas prime minister has emerged. As а ге- 
sult, Palestinian politics has degenerated into a 
naked struggle for the spoils of power. 

Last February's Mecca agreement, which created 
the Fatah-Hamas unity government, was supposed 
to establish a civilized system of power-sharing. But 
that deal now appears to be collapsing. The current 
flare-up is largely due to the fact that Fatah, encour- 
aged by the international community's boycott of 
Hamas, never really accepted its electoral defeat 
and Hamas right to govern. Moreover, since 
Hamas rise to Dower Fatah’ challenge to the new 
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tors who were joined by executive officials in a 
walkout; the fierce rivalry between the fiery Sen- 
ate President Manuel L. Quezon and the cool 
Speaker Sergio Osmefia; the equally fierce rivalry 
between the Senate and the House in those years, 
as the question of which chamber is the “preemi- 
nent” one dominated the lawmakers minds; the 
high drama of the showdown between Speaker 
Ramon Mitra and the landlord elite in the House 
over CARP, the attempted impeachment of Chief 
Justice Hilario Davide by a band of opposition 
members, where De Venecia staked his leadership 
to avert a constitutional crisis; and the impeach- 
mentof Joseph Estrada, highlighted by the incred- 
ible sense of timing of then Speaker Manuel Villar. 

Reading through the various chapters, I not- 
ed how more often than not the executive and 
legislative branches would clash, notably dur- 
ing the Quirino, Garcia, Marcos and Diosdado 
Macapagal years. One of the reasons was that 
the president often came from one party while 
Congress was dominated by another party. In 
the process, speakers came and went, such as 
when the Nacionalistas, led by Rep. Salipada 
Pendatun, joined the "Allied Majority" in de- 
posing Speaker Daniel Romualdez during the 
Macapagal era and installed LP Minority Lead- 
ет Cornelio Villareal in his place, without actu- 
ally joining the LP. 

But if the president and Congress clashed зо 
often, inside Congress there were also years of 
pandemonium, such as when Cebu Rep. Sergio 
‘Osmefia Jr. was suspended for 15 months for 
"serious disorderly behavior" in making accu- 
sations against President Carlos Garcia “with- 
out basis in truth and in fact.” The suspension, а 
virtual expulsion, reminded me of the House at- 
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dominance of provincial midwifery schools 
among the “best performing" institutions rec- 
ognized by the Professional Regulation Com- 
mission. 

Among the schools with 100 or more examin- 
ers, the two top performers were both Bicol 
schools: Camarines Sur Polytechnic Colleges 
(Nabua), and Bicol University in Tabaco, which 
both boasted of an B6 percent passing rate. 
Among schools with 60-99 examinees, the Jose. 
Fabella Memorial Hospital School of Midwifery 
(a government institution managed by the De- 
partment of Health) posted a 91 percent passing. 
Tate. Provincial schools once again dominated 
the smaller schools: Bicol University Legazpi, 
Cebu School of Midwifery, St. Joseph College 
Amaya (based in Cavite), Northern Iloilo Poly- 
technic State College Estancia, De La Salle Uni- 
versity Dasmariñas, and University of Cebu. 

1 guess this is only to be expected since mid- 
wives, the “front liners” in this country's health 
system, are most needed in the rural areas, 
where they serve as the main service providers 
in health centers, Dr. Mendiola even made men- 
Чоп of one midwife in a remote town who went 
for training in tooth extraction because their 
place had neither a doctor nora dentist. 
“MIDWIVES enjoy the greatest credibility among 
our people,” asserted Dr. Mendiola, an obstetri- 
clan-gynecologist who has served two terms as 
chair of the Board of Midwifery. "They are the 
ones who deal most directly with mothers and 
children, nor just in pre-natal care and in delivery, 
But even in ooking after the health of families. So 
wha they say really cares grea lah” 

This may be one reason Mendiola asked me to

Hamas’ determination to assert its authority 
can be gauged by the desecrated corpses of Fatah 
fighters, many of them with bullets fired at their 
heads, a practice dubbed "confirmation of death.” 
‘The rocket attacks against Israeli territory are а 
transparent attempt to divert attention and rally 
the masses around Hamas as the true champions 
of the Palestinian cause, 

‘Tragically, all this is not only about human vic- 
tims, but also about the Palestinians’ political 
horizon. Three times in their history—in 1937, 
1947 and 2000—the Palestinians were offered а 
state, and three times their leaders failed to meet 
the challenge—admittedlv never an easy one for 
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tempt to suspend Rep. Alan Peter Cayetano for 
making accusations against First Gentleman 
Mike Arroyo, which the German bank the law- 
maker identified had flatly denied. In those 
rowdy times during Villarea!'s term, as one of 
the authors, Inquirer columnist Manuel L. Que- 
топ Ш, noted, the House sergeant at arms "had 
to use the mace to silence the representatives." 
That brings to mind the night when the mace 
was also used to subdue a raging Rep.

Issues yesterday remain issues today. The first 
impeachment against a president was lodged on 
April 4, 1949, three years after the grant of inde- 
pendence, against President Elpidio Quirino by a 
bipartisan group of congressmen during the term 
of Speaker Eugenio Perez, but it was thrown out 
three weeks later as without basis.

Over the decades, the issue of whether a unicam- 
eral or bicameral legislature suits the country better. 
‘would come up. A single-chamber, popularly elect- 
ed Philippine Assembly was established in 1907 
which, however, shared legislative power with the 
Philippine Commission, a combined executive and 
legislative body of four Americans and three Fil- 
ipinos, chaired by the governor-general. But the 
Jones Law of 1916 set up а two-chamber Congress 
with 22 senators elected by districts and 90 mem- 
bers of the already existing House of Representa- 
tives. In the Constitutional Convention of 1934-35, 
however, the unicameral system squeezed through 
with 94 votes for and 71 against. But Common- 
‘wealth President Quezon persisted in keeping the 
debate alive. He continued to throw his weight be- 
hind the bicameral set-up, arguing that it produced 
national leaders and provided a more effective sys- 
tem of check and balance. Ultimately his side de- 
feated the unicameralists who batted, as they do 
now, for a faster and more economical system of 
crafting laws. In May 1939, Quezon revived the is- 
sue of a bicameral legislature with senators elected 
nationally by prodding the lawmakers to convene 
asa constituent assembly to adopt this amendment, 
among other things. 


try to convince the new midwives, in my inspira- 
tional talk at the oath-taking ceremonies, to at 
least put in a few years of service in the country 
before they set out to find more lucrative oppor- 
tunities abroad. "Ies such a waste of their training 
that so many midwives choose to be nursemaids 
от domestics abroad,” Mendiola lamented, 
though he did say he knew of some midwives 
who had worked abroad and came back home 
and parlayed their savings into setting-up family 
health clinies or birthing centers. 

But what of midwifery students who look on 

their course as justa stepping-stone to more prof- 
itable work as nurses or doctors? 
THEN again, perhaps it's a good thing that 
more men are entering the "caring" profes- 
sions like midwifery or nursing. Perhaps help- 
ing deliver babies under less-than-optimum 
conditions will make the male midwives effec- 
tive advocates for safe motherhood and re- 
sponsible parenthood, issues that men rarely 
feel а natural affinity for.

But 
that despairing hope, uttered by a desperate Gazan, 
will not materialize. Israel will avoid at all costs a 
large ground incursion. Yet, engaged in a war driv- 
en by fury and vengeance, the Israelis are now fo- 
cused again on a manhunt for gang chieftains, tar- 
gered killings of Hamas squads and the arrest of its 
political leaders, not on peace overtures. 

Only a dramatic move by external powers can 
still save Gaza from becoming а second Mo- 
gadishu and both Palestinians and Israelis from a 
total war that would only breed more rage and 
desperation. For the building blocks of a renewed 
peace process to be sustainable, an international 
force must be deployed along Gaza's border with 
Egypt to prevent the constant smuggling of 
‘weapons and isolate the conflict. Simultaneously, 
the international community must help make the 
unity government work by recognizing Hamas’ 
right to govern in exchange for a performance- 
based stability plan.

Sometimes, the need to preserve authority hinders them from 
becoming the mentors they should be. I believe that a teachers 
genuine concern for a student is just as important as his or her 
expertise in a subject area. The professors who are most dear to 
me are those who knew me, who listened to what I had to say, 
and who did not care if they were not always right, 

1also urge the Filipino college students to study hard and 
not to be discouraged by the lack (or abundance) of financial 
capability in working toward a degree, While the grade point 
average does not by itself define one's mental aptitude, it be- 
comes important when one applies for a job or a graduate 
scholarship. Opportunities to better yourselves are abun- 
dant, you only need to know where to look. And when you 
find them, grab them! 

Finally, 1 pray for all of us, graduate students in America, 
that the Lord's graces be upon us as we work for our master's 
or Ph.D. degrees, We get out of our studies what we put into 
them, but we must also remember that the Grand Designer's 
hand has something--in fact a lot—to do with whether our 
experimental designs work or not, And when we achieve our 
loftiest goals, Г hope that we will find a way to repay the 
‘country that reared us.

Local health workers urged to support ‘Hero’ 


‘THE HEALTH EDUCATION PRO- 
gram Order (Hero) of the 6,000- 
strong Philippine College of Physi- 
clans deserves full support, partic- 
ularly from our municipal and 
barangay health workers and 
communities. 

The program focuses on pre- 
ventive health care which, if effec- 
tively implemented, is expected to 
substantially reduce the incidence 
of diseases, It aims to give basic 
education on proper hygiene and 
sanitation to some 18 million stu- 
dents in our public schools. 

Tothe extent that we are able to 
reduce morbidity, to that extent 
we should be able to lessen the 
number of people who, otherwise, 
would need medical attention and 
treatment in our public hospitals 
‘That would translate to savings 
which could then be used to fur- 
ther improve health facilities, as 
"well as pay health workers—espe- 
cially our nurses and doc- 


the hospital.” 
tors—higher salaries, so they 


would be less tempted to go 
abroad for better pay. 

Let me, in a layman's way, illus- 
trate what preventive health care 
can до. Consider diarrheal dis- 
eases from which, yearly, about a 
million (726,000 in 2002) of our 
people die. Incidence of these dis- 
eases can be substantially reduced 
if only our people, especially the 
young ones, are adequately in- 
formed on what a common house- 
fiy (yes, langaw) can do: 

"Observe the fly. It can climb 
vertical surfaces. Even walk up- 
side down. This is because a 
sticky substance gets out of the 
pores in its claws. This is the 
source of your danger. The sub- 
stance gathers El Tor, typhoid and 
other germs from wastes of all 
sorts—garbage, refuse, manure. 
Once the fly lands on your food, it 
deposits a time bomb—millions 
of germs that could send you to

of a fly, with the above simple 
erature translated into Filipino, 
Cebuano, Ilocano, etc., posted in 
barangay halls, schools and other 
public places, should graphically 
call our attention and make us ге- 
alize the need to keep proper hy- 
giene and sanitation and thus, 
minimize the incidence of diar- 
rheal diseases caused by flies 
which contaminate the food we 
eat. 

Kudos to the Philippine College 
of Physicians on its 37th anniver- 
sary last May 11 and to the team 
of doctors who conceptualized 
Hero, especially to Dr. Anthony 
Leachon, whom had the privilege 
of listening to when he discussed 
preventive health care. Also to 
President Macapagal-Arroyo for 
adopting Hero.

Alan should sue 
the other “Peter” 


THE CASE OF THE TWO CAYE- 
tanos running for the Senate in 
the just-concluded electoral exer- 
cise marks a watershed. Some- 
thing should be done now. Unlike 
previous instances of candidates 
bearing the same surnames by ac- 
cident of birth (about which you 
can do nothing if no falsification is 
involved), this one takes the cake. 
forsheer brazenness. 

Joselito Cayetano was never 
known as “Peter.” Some nabob of 
dirty politics baptized him “Peter” 
for the sole purpose of doing ser 
ous harm to Alan Peter Cayetano's 
bid. Everybody but the Commis- 
sion on Elections knows who has 
the perverse motive to do that. 

The falsification is egregious 
enough. Alan should do the coun- 
try a favor by filing suits against 
Joselito. A criminal case can be 
made out easily for falsification of 
a public document. As no direct 
evidence can yet be found to es- 
tablish the nexus between him 
and his cohorts (he could not have 
done that scam by his lonesome), 
only "Peter" may be made respon- 
dent. But a civil case can be made 
out under the human relations 
provisions of the Civil Code which 
enjoin everyone to act with hon- 
esty, good faith, etc.

The teachers’ real 


AT FIRST GLANCE, ONE WOULD 
think that the commentary of for- 
mer Education Secretary Juan 
Miguel Luz (Isouer, 5/8/07) was 
all about the.real problems of De- 
partment of Education personnel 
"with the Government Service In- 
surance System. Luz ended up crit- 
icizing the GSIS' policy of disburs- 
ing benefits through ATMs, sound- 
ing as if all the teachers’ problems 
‘would be solved, like magic, if only 
the GSIS allowed the payment of 
loans and benefits through checks. 

Before giving our take on the 
DepEd's concerns with the GSIS, 
permit го get the ATM issue out. 
ofthe way. 

The GSIS implemented the 
"cCrediting" of loans and benefits 
in 2004 when it enrolled its mem- 
bers and later on, its pensioners, 
to the eCard system. We agree 
with Luz that convenience is an 
objective of this policy but itis not 
the only objective. Before the 
eCard, GSIS checks lent them- 
selves to irregularities— they were 
the top target of mail theft, mis- 
representation, falsification and 
usurious rediscounting schemes. 
They also forced the use of GSIS 
(read: government employees) 
funds—the printing and distribu- 
tion of the checks ate up P250 mi 
lion every year. 

It is likewise worth noting that 
spart from the 6,000 Megalink, 
Bancnet and Expressnet ATMs, 
eCard users can also get the pro- 
ceeds of their loans and claims 
over the counter—initially from 
200 branches of M. Lhuillier, 
(mostly located in remote areas 
where there are no ATMs); and 
soon from the PNB which allows 
transactions through the point-of- 
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GSIS concerns 


sale system. In 2006 alone, the 
GSIS disbursed P54.73 billion in 
loans and claims, most of which 
went to public school teachers. 

Now the DepEd's real, bigger 
problem is the service records of 
its personnel. Even Luz is aware 
that many of these records reflect 
bloated salaries, thus allowing 
them the opportunity to get 
er salary loans but, on the down- 
side, compel them to pay higher 
premiums. Another big problem is 
the surcharges and penalties the 
teachers incur for delayed pay- 
ments of their GSIS loans--be- 
cause the DepEd payroll system, 
in many instances, prioritizes pay- 
ments due private lending institu- 
tions over those due the GSIS. 

‘We tried working with Luz to re- 
solve these problems. But Luz re- 
fused to cooperate and recognize 
that, for computerization to work, 
there were records to be corrected. 
From the onset, he was adamant. 
Only after the problems with the 
DepEd service records compound- 
ей did he cooperate with us 

In fact, the GSIS is helping the 
DepEd by bankrolling its Р17.2- 
million project to rectify its person- 
nel's service records. This should 
pave the way for the uploading of 
reliable and accurate data in the 
GSIS' database. This should also al 
low the DepEd and the GSIS to 
agree on the amount of the 
DepEd's obligations with the GSIS, 
thus leading to the reconciliation 
of the teachers individual accounts 
with the GSIS,

killed in a land mine ex- 
plosion in Compostela 
Valley and clashes in 
Sarangani and Davao 
Oriental provinces, mil- 
itary authorities said 
yesterday. 


But the military also an- 
nounced it overran a rebel camp 
during the Compostela Valley 
dash. 

Brig. Gen. Carlos Holganza, 
commander of the Army's 101st 
Infantry Brigade based in Com- 
postela Valley, said four of his 
men and two rebels were killed in 
the land mine explosion and 
dash in Barangay Rizal їп 
Monkayo town early morning 
Thursday. 

Holganza did not identify the 
slain soldiers. 

Holganza said the military has 
long been informed that the New 
People's Army (NPA) was main- 
taining a camp ina remote area of 
Barangay Rizal. 

But because of the elections, 
the military decided to suspend 
the operations, he said. 

On Thursday morning, Hol- 
ganza said government troops 
belonging to the 28th Infantry 
Battalion under Lt. Col. Bien- 
venido Datuin prepared for as- 
sault around 3 a.m. 


Booby trap 

He said the soldiers were 
moving toward the rebel camp, 
which was manned by an unde- 
termined number of rebels, 
when one of them stepped ona 
lind mine. 

“The large number of casualty 
Gh our side was due to a land 
mine detonated by the rebels. 
One of our men stepped on itand 
(it) blasted him away. Others 
were injured,” he said. 

Holganza described the camp, 
which has bunkers and tunnels, 
as "booby-trapped." 

“This is not an ordinary mobile 
camp because of the fixtures,” he 
said. 

He said the soldiers recovered 
communist documents and a live 
shell for a rocket-propelled 
grenade launcher. 

Holganza said a four-hour 
gun battle ensued, which also 
resulted in the death of two 
rebels while several other NPA 
fighters have reportedly been 
wounded. 

He said the fleeing rebels were 
seen carrying their “dead or in- 
jured” comrades. 


More offensives 

-"There could be more casual- 
ties on the enemy side,” Holganza 
said. 

Holganza said in the Davao 
Oriental clash, which also oc- 
curred on Thursday, six NPA 
rebels were killed. He said no one 
from the government side was 
wounded in the encounter that 
took place in Baganga town 
around 5:30 a.m. 

In Alabel, Sarangani 
province, two rebels were also 
reportedly killed while an unde- 
termined number of others were 
injured when the military 
pounded an NPA position since 
Wednesday. 

Maj. Rodolfo Gesim, execu- 
tive officer of the Army's 66th 
Infantry Battalion, said the 
clash started in Datal Angas vil- 
lage around 1 p.m. on Wednes- 
day. 

He said the rebels, numbering 
about 30, tried to evade pursu- 
ing troops after a running gun 
battle. 

“But we continued to follow 
them. We fired artillery and 
pounded their position using 
MG520 helicopters,” Gesim 
said. 

Gesim admitted the bodies of 
the dead rebels had not been re- 
covered but that helicopter pilots 
saw it from the ait. 

No casualty was reported on 
the government side, he said.

Bomb wounds 10 in Cotabato bus terminal 


SUSPECTED ISLAMIC MILITANTS 
remotely detonated a powerful 
bomb in a bus parked at a terminal 
in Cotabato Friday wounding at 
least 10 people, police said. 

The device was placed in a car- 
ton at the back of the bus, police. 
said. 

The blast seriously wounded 
the driver of a van parked beside 
the bus and four other people аг 
theterminal, including a 10-year- 
old boy, said Supt. Federico Du- 
lay, the Cotabato provincial po- 
lice chief. 

“The bombers really intended 
to harm or kill people by placing 
the powerful explosive inside the 
bus," Dulay said. 

He said the homemade bomb 
in Matalam, 920 km southeast of 


Manila, was triggered by a cell 
phone, and fragments were being 
examined by police and Army ex- 


rt. 

Dulay said the bus was empty 
because the passengers, driver 
and conductor had stopped for 
lunch. 

Dulay said police have been 
on heightened alert because of 
intelligence reports that mili- 
tant “graduates” from bomb- 
making training camps, alleged- 
ly run by Zulkifli bin Hir, an op- 
erative with the Islamist terror 
group Jemaah Islamiyah, would 
be sent out on a “test mission” in 
the area 

Authorities believe terror sus- 
pects from the Indonesian-based 
network are training Filipino 


guerrillas and plotting attacks. 

Zulkifli, a  US-mained 
Malaysian engineer, was recently 
spotted in the region, said region- 
al army commander Maj. Gen. 
Raymundo Ferrer. The US gov- 
ernment has placed a $5-million 
(ешо3.7 million) bounty on 
Zulkifii 

Washington has provided 
money, equipment and military 
advisers to help Philippine troops 
battle the militants. 

The US Embassy warned 
‘Americans over the weekend to 
stay away from Cotabato where 
terrorists may set off bombs in 
bus terminals and public mar- 
kets. 

Оп Sunday, Army soldiers 
defused a bomb that was found 


ina packed bus in Talitay town 
in nearby Maguindanao 
province. 

Last month, a powerful bomb 
ripped through a teeming bus ter- 
minal in Cotabato City, also in 
Maguindanao, killing a 5-уеаг- 
old boy and wounding about 
three dozen others. 

Police suspected Islamic ex- 
tremists or extortionists in that 
attack. 

Philippine security officials last 
month declared that the danger 
of terrorism in Central Mindanao 
that includes Maguindanao and 
Cotabato has reached a critical 
level because of the high possibil- 
ity of attacks.

Comelec keeps Lanao Norte gov race hanging 


COTABATO CITY—THE COM- 
mission on Elections (Comelec) 
has yet to decide whether or not 
to proclaim Lanao del Norte Gov. 
Imelda Quibranza-Dimaporo as 
the winning candidate in the 
province's first congressional dis- 
trict. 

Based on the result of the final 
canvassing, Dimaporo, who ran 
under Lakas, got 7,764 more 
votes than opposition bet Vicente 
Belmonte's 53,599, her closest ri- 
val. 

But Belmonte's group has peti- 
tioned the Comelec against the 
inclusion of certificates of can- 
vass (CoCs) from Maigo, Kauswa- 
gan and Bacolod town after it was 


discovered that the ballot boxes, 
which contained the documents, 
were forcibly opened inside the 
Sangguniang Panlalawigan 
building їп Tubod town before 
the canvassing. 

Before the CoCs were can- 
vassed, Dimaporo was tailing Bel- 
monte. 

Belmonte's group said the re- 
sult from the original CoCs indi- 
cated that Dimaporo was only in 
the fifth position and that he was 
leading the race. 

But the Comelec-constituted 
special board of canvassers went 
ahead with the tallying of the 
votes despite the petition, 

Dimaporo's counsels, led by 


lawyer Elcid Javier, said the Com- 
«ез decision to canvass the dis- 
puted CoCs only indicated that 
there was no fraud as being al- 
leged. 

He said they were now work- 
ing to get the Comelec to pro- 
claim Dimaporo as winner. 

Vice Gov. Irma Ali and Lanao 
Norte mayors league president 
Mayor Nonoy Mequiabas have 
warned that prolonging the 
proclamation of the congression- 
al winner might worsen the ten- 
sion between opposing camps. 

But Fr. Albert Mendez, parish 
priest of Iligan City, said the Com- 
elec should resolve the issue of 
fraud first before deciding on the 


proclamation. 

“We are just doing this for the 
cause of truth and justice,” 
Mendez said in explaining his 
leading a protest against the 
proclamation of Dimaporo. 

Arthur Abundiente, counsel for 
the Genuine Opposition, told the. 
Inquirer “the legal process at the 
Commission on Elections (Com- 
elec) has just started.” 

Roberto Padilla, personal 
counsel for Belmonte, said the 
vote figures in the contested CoCs 
should пог have been read into 
the official count because "these 
are plainly spurious.”

Wage bill dangled in Speaker race 


LA TRINIDAD, BENGUET—THE 
proposed law raising the wages 
of Filipino workers by P125 has 
become the carrot being dangled 
by administration lawmakers 
who are competing for the lead- 
ership of the House of Represen- 
tatives. 

Eimer Labog, chair of National 
Federation of Labor Unions 
(Naflu), said Camarines Sur Rep. 
Luis Villafuerte, who is leading 
the campaign to unseat Speaker 
Jose de Venecia Jr. when the 14th 
Congress opens in July, has in- 
cluded House Bill No. 345 among 
a list of bills to obtain support 
from sectoral representatives 
against De Venecia. 

labog and Anakpawis Rep. 
Rafael Mariano on Sunday 
opened Naflu's 50th anniversary 
conference here. 


The House of Representatives 
passed HB 345 in December last 
year in spite of protests from busi- 
ness and employers’ groups and 
despite the dominance of admin- 
istration lawmakers in the 13th 
Congress. 

In an interview over mobile 
phone, Villafuerte said “We've 
never done that or discussed a 
deal dangling (the so-called car- 
rot) to the party-list lawmak- 
ers.” 

“The bill (HB 345) must be 
judged based on its merits, irre- 
spective of party affiliations. Іс 
should not be used as a bargain- 
ing leverage," he added. 

But Mariano said the wage bill 
was never processed for ratifica- 
tion by the Senate, and will have.

He said Villafuerte had not ap- 
proached his group about an al- 
liance against De Venecia in ex- 
change for action on the wage 
bill.

Zambo casino 
operators 
defy order 

of Pagcor 


ZAMBOANGA CITY—THIS CITY'S 
special economic zone has already 
issued three licenses to gambling 
operators despite an order from 
the Philippine Amusement and 
Gaming Corp. (Pagcor) for these 
firms to cease operations for lack of 
a Pagcor license to operate. 

Christopher Amuco, presiden- 
tial assistant on trade and vice 
chair of the Zamboanga City Spe- 
cial Economic Zone (ZSEZ) and 
Freeport Authority, said gambling 
operations inside the ecozone were 
covered by a legal opinion from 
Justice Secretary Raul Gonzalez. 

Атшсо confirmed that the ZSEZ 
has already issued licenses to oper- 
ators interested in online gaming 
and gambling inside the ecozone. 

ZSEZ authorities have already is- 
sued a license to Philippine E-gam- 
ing Jurisdiction Inc. (РеЛ), which 
maintains an office at the zones 
‘Technical Enterprise Building B in 
Barangay San Ramon here, to con- 
trol e-Gaming and other related ac- 
tivities "conducted within and from 
the Zamboanga Special Economic 
Zone (ZSEZ) pursuant to Republic 
“Act No. 7903.” 


Directive ignored 

Under the license, PeJI was 
empowered to receive and pro- 
cess all applications for and 
awards e-Gaming licenses to 
business operators. 

The Philippine Amusement 
and Gaming Corp. (Pagcor) hag 
already ordered ZSEZ authorities) 
to stop PeJI's operation but the dia 
rective had been ignored. 

But Arnuco insisted “we are 
authorized under the law to oper- 
ate, even casino for that matter.” 

Church and city officials ex- 
pressed surprise at reports that 
gambling operations are ongoing 
at the ecozone. 

Arnuco said Gonzalez also told 
them they were authorized to op- 
erate gambling inside the ecozone. 

"What we did was to ask Secre- 
tary Gonzalez ... and he issued a 
legal opinion saying that yes we 
are allowed to do so,” Amuco 
said citing Gonzalez's May 8, 
2007 reply to an earlier letter by 
ZSEZ chair Georgina Yu. 

Bur sources in Pagcor said the DOJ 
was expected to reverse its opinion 
after Pagcor lawyers pointed out that 
the word gaming in the ZSEZ au- 
thority did not cover gambling, to 
"which Gonzalez had agreed. 

Amuco said Gonzalez told them 
that “contrary to Pagcors assertion, 
the Zamboanga Ecozone Authority 
possessed power to issue licenses to 
‘would-be locators/investors intend- 
ing to operate tourism-related activ- 
ities, including games, amusements 
and recreational sport facilities, in- 
duding online/Intemet gambling 
casinos among others, within the 
Zambo ecozone.” 


‘Nothing is illegal’ 

“after all, gambling is defined 
asthe actor practice of betting, or 
the act of playing a game and 
consciously risking money or oth- 
er stakes on its outcome, which to 
us, is squarely within the phrase 
of games and amusements and 
recreational and sports," Arnuco 
quoted Gonzalez as saying. 

He said as early as last year, 
ZSEZ has already issued licenses 
to three operators. 

“We have operators, we have 
released licenses to three compa- 
nies, 1 just forgot the names, but 
these are all fully registered with 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission (SEC) so nothing is 
ilegal,” Arnuco said. 

He said the fear of some people 
that the e-Gaming would corrupt 
the morals of the people of the 
city has no basis. 

“No locals are allowed to play. It 
(website for the e-Gaming) could 
also not be accessed locally. The 
Philippine network is blocked from 
accessing this eGaming facility 
but the rest of the world, almost all 
countries abroad can open the said 
site,” Arnuco said.

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Oil exploration worries environmentalists

N OIL EXPLORATION PRO- 
Ағ by an Australian firm in 

the Cebu-Bohol Strait before 
the end of the month has alarmed a 
local environmental group, which 
calls it a calamity "worse than a ty- 
phoon” for fishermen. 


‘Vessels and fishers must stay 8.5 kilometers 
away from the exploration ship for about a 
month. Diving and swimming are also prohib- 
ited within 10 km from it. 

The Environmental Legal Assistance Cen- 
ter (Elac) has warned the government of pos- 
sible harm to the fishermen and to marine life 
in the strait, But the Department of Energy 
downplayed the apprehension that hundreds 
of fishermen in some coastal towns in Bohol 
and Cebu would be displaced. 

Antonio Labios, DOE-Visayas director, also 
assured the public that the seismic survey—the 
first phase of the oil exploration—would not 
damage marine species and corals. The survey 
will determine the profile of the seabed for 
possible deposits of oil or gas. 

The Arroyo administration is pursuing oil 
exploration as one of its programs to make 
the country energy-independent and lessen 
fuel importation. The Visayan Sea, especially 
the Tafion Strait (between western Cebu and 
Negros), the Cebu-Bohol Strait and the Cebu- 
Leyte Strait were reported to have an abun- 
dance of untapped oil or gas resources. 

Last year the Philippine government, 
through the Japan Petroleum Exploration, 
conducted a seismic survey at the Tañon Strait. 
Actual drilling is expected to be made later this 
year pending the release of an environmental 
‘compliance certificate (ECC) from the Depart- 
ment of Environment and Natural Resources. 


‘Certificate of non-coverage" 

‘Australia based NorAsian Energy Ltd will under- 
take the oil exploration in accordance with a service 
contract granted by the government, through Ener- 


Secretary Rafael Lotila, in July 2005. 

Оп May 24, Allan Arranguez, regional direc- 
tor of the Environment Management Bureau, 
issued to NorAsian a certificate of non-cover- 
age—meaning the project did not need an ECC 
for the seismic activity. The certificate, howev- 
ex stated that EMB would closely monitor the 
exploration ship's operation to ensure compli- 
ance with Philippine environmental laws. 

An ECC will only be needed during the ac- 
tual drilling, Labios said. 

Officials of NorAsian, DOE and the Bureau 
of Fisheries and Aquatic Resources had al- 
ready consulted with Governors Gwendolyn 
Garcia of Cebu and Erico Aumentado of Bohol 
about the project, he said. 

Labios said that agricultural offices in the 
towns of Argao, Dalaguete, Alcoy and Boljoon 
in southern Cebu, and in the towns of 
Panglao, Maribojoc and Loon in Bohol had 
been tasked with mounting an information 
drive among fishermen, which would be di- 
rectly affected by the seismic survey. 

‘The Philippine Coast Guard and the Mar- 
itime Industry Authority will coordinate with 
all passenger and cargo vessels regarding al- 
ternative routes for them to take so as to avoid 
the survey area. Actual seismic survey was ex- 
pected to start June 16 or June 19. 


Off-limit areas 

According to documents distributed by No- 
Asian during its information drive on Monday, 
the MV Pacific Sword will be carrying out a 2D 
and 3D seismic survey in offshore Cebu Strait. 
It will travel at the speed of 5 knots while tow- 
ing two 6-km cables 5 meters below. 

Orange buoys equipped with flashing 
lights will be attached to the cables. 

The vessel cannot immediately stop be- 
cause ofits restricted maneuverability. 

It will also tow a marine noise source that 
emits sounds at regular intervals and sub- 
merge in water a device that emits sound en- 
ergy with an intensity of 200 decibels. 

“For safety reasons, all fishing vessels, passen- 
ger ferries and commercial vessels are requested 
to stay 8.5 kilometers away from the MV Pacific 
Sword to avoid damage to their vessels and fsh-

ing equipment,” NorAsian said. “Swimming and 
diving activities must not be conducted within 
10 kilometers of the moving vessel.” 

One of the documents stated that fisher- 
men must voluntarily clear out their “payaos” 
or fish pens before the survey. They were giv- 
en assurance that they would receive com- 
pensation for the dismantled pens. 


Environment, livelihood 

Raul Barbarona, Elac executive director, 
noted that there were no clear guidelines to 
ensure payment of compensation or protec- 
tionof marine life. 

Moreover, the affected communities will not 
have enough time to evaluate the effects of the. 
seismic survey, which will start next week. He 
said consultations were started only on Monday: 

Elac was also worried that the exploration 
project cover wide areas where fisherfolk are 
technically banned. If fishermen could not go 
to the strait for one month because of the seis- 
mic survey, then the government must give 
them alternative livelihood, but so far, there is 
по offer, Barbarona said. 

‘The ship will emit a loud sound that could 
drive away the fish, including whales and dol- 
phins, along the Bohol Marine Triangle in 
Panglao, he said 

‘The Elac director said he wanted to know if 
the steel cables towed by the vessel would not. 
destroy the marine resources there. 

“We view this as a calamity. In fact, ifa ty- 
phoon is a calamity, this is even worse than a 
typhoon,” Barbarona said. 

But Labios said “it is not as destructive as 
what they (environmentalists) think.” 

The steel metal to be towed is not that long 
and could not reach the seabed and destroy 
corals and other marine species, he said. 

A 200-decibel sound is not loud enough to 
drive away the fish, he said. "The sound of a 
dynamite used in fishing is even louder than 
that,” he added. 

Labios said NorAsian was aware of the ma- 
rine reservation in Panglao. Only a portion of 
Panglao seawater will be covered by the sur- 
vey, which will focus on an area between 
Loon, Bohol and Argao, Cebu, he said. 


Dolphin stranding 
puzzles scientists

FOR SOME RESIDENTS OF A 
fishing community in Barangay 
Mangnao in Dumaguete City, it 
was their first time to see a sea 
creature that big up close. 

t was a dead dolphin that they 
found on Мйгове Beach on May 9. 

Incidents of dolphin stranding are 
not unusual in the city and in Negros 
Oriental. In fact, the latest incident 
has been the fifth reported in the 
province since April 

"This is puzzling,” said Julieta 
Luchavez, manager of the Siliman 
University Marine Laboratory. 

Luchavez said the first strand- 
ing in April was reported at the 
Silliman Beach, just off the Ma- 
rine Lab. The second was in a 
beach in Dauin town. 

‘Two dolphins stranded in the 
town of San Jose were not docu- 
mented as fishermen divided the 
dolphin meat among themselves, 
Luchavez said. 

The Silliman Marine Laborato- 
rysenta team to recover the dead 
dolphin on May 9 and recorded 
its measurements before burying 
it. Luchavez said a graduate stu- 
dent, Leslie Callante, was looking 
into the matter.

US Congress defies Bush 
on stem cell research 


WASHINGTON THE DEMOCRAT- 
icled US Congress defied President 
George W Bush on Thursday and 
gave final approval to legislation to 
expand federally funded embryonic 
stem cell research. 

But the 247-176 vote by the 
House of Representatives on the 
measure already passed by the 
Senate was short of the two-thirds 
majority needed to override а 
promised veto by Bush, who re- 
jected а similar bill last year. 

“If this bill were to become law, 
American taxpayers would for 
the first time in our history be 
compelled to support the deliber- 
ate destruction of human em- 
bryos,” Bush said in a statement. 
“Crossing that line would be a 
grave mistake.” 

Thirty-seven of Bush's fellow Re- 
publicans joined 210 Democrats in 
voting for the bill, which backers 
say holds hope and potential cures 
for millions of people suffering 
from debilitating diseases, such 
cancer, Parkinson's and diabetes.

Prosecutor urges Fujimori extradition 


SANTIAGO—A CHILEAN STATE 
prosecutor recommended on Thurs- 
day that former Peruvian President 
Alberto Fujimori should be extradited 
to Peru to face human rights and cor- 
ruption charges, judicial sources said. 

State prosecutor Monica Maldona- 
do made the nonbinding recommen- 
dation in a report she submitted to 
the Supreme Court, the sources said 
on condition of anonymity. 

The report will be passed to Judge 
Orlando Alvarez, who is hearing the 
extradition case, and he will then 
rule whether Fujimori should be sent 
to Peru. His ruling can be appealed 
by either the defense or the prosecu- 
tion. 

Fujimori, 68, was arrested in Chile 
in November 2005 when he arrived 


unexpectedly from Japan, apparently 
to try to launch a political comeback 
in Peru: 

He was detained on an interna- 
tional warrant and has been in Chile 
since then. Under the terms of his 
bail, he cannot leave the country but 
his day-to-day movements are not 
restricted. 

Peru accuses him of embezzling 
515 million and of using excessive an- 
titerrorism measures during his 
1990-2000 presidency. He denies the 
charges. 

The case against Fujimori hinges 
partly on the evidence of two mas- 
sacres committed in the 1990s when 
Peru was fighting the Shining Path 
Maoist guerrilla movement.

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NPL-to-total loans ratio down 
BSP sees full-year level declining to below 5%

‘THE RATIO OF NON-PERFORMING LOANS 
of universal and commercial banks to their to- 
tal loan portfolio improved to 2.7 percent in 
April from 5.28 percent in the previous month. 

“Given this trend, the NPL ratio could go below 
5 percent before the end of the year.” BSP Gover- 
nor Amando Tetangco Jr told reporters. 

This NPL ratio was a result of the P110.22 
billion worth of non-performing loans and the 
total loan portfolio of P2.09 billion. 

The BSP said the sector's loan portfolio was 
higher by 1.49 percent from year-ago level, 
while the amount of NPL was 1.4 percent high- 
er than the level in the same period last year. 

‘The BSP aims to bring down the banking 
industry's NPL ratio to below 5 percent, or the 
level prior to the Asian crisis in the late 19905. 
The crisis, which led to double-digit NPL ratio 
їп the past years and that adversely affected 
the banking sector was partly due to the 
banks’ huge bad loans exposure. 

Monetary authorities said the move of the 
banking sector to clean up its own portfolio was to 
be credited for the improving NPL ratio of banks. 

“This (decline in the NPL ratio) reflects the 
effort of the banking industry to clean up their 
balance sheets while increasing the pace of 
lending," а BSP official said earlier. 

Tetangco agreed, noting that the improved 
NPL ratio of banks in the Philippines, unlike 
those in other countries, happened without 
bailout by the central bank. 

The BSP also reported that exclusive of inter- 
bank loans, the industry's NPL ratio posted an 
improvement. From the 6.58 percent recorded 
in March, the figure improved to 6.45 percent. 

The ratio of restructured loans to total loan 
portfolio was also better at 3.59 percent from the 
previous month's 3.64 percent. The April ratio of 
restructured loans to total loan portfolio was а 
result of the P75.81 billion worth of restructured. 
loans, up from P75.73 billion in March.

AS THE 7TH ASIA PACIFIC MINING 
Conference and Exhibition gave the coun- 
try a huge boost, in terms of greater in- 
vestor interest and confidence in the local 
mining industry, the Philippines now needs 
to get down to serious work to transform 
these into actual investments, said a top in- 
dustry official. 

"The country has a competitive edge but. 
this doesn't last forever so we have to 
move. We cannot rejoice and simply enjoy 
the high metal prices. We have to start 
working and get those investment projects 
їп operation, said Asean Federation of 
Mining Associations president Benjamin 
Philip Romualdez at the sidelines of the 
conference. 

Romualdez, who also heads the Philip- 
pine Chamber of Mines, added that firms 
must now take advantage of the strong 
government support, stable investment cli- 
mate and rich mineral resources to spur in- 
vestments. 

“With stability, investors feel more confi- 
dent and secure in placing their money in 
the country,” he added. 

According to Romualdez, what the con- 
ference did was to generate greater in- 
vestor confidence in the country as it gath- 
ered various mining companies together to 
talk about their experiences in mining. 

"As foreign investors tell their own sto-

ries about projects here in the country 
many have seen that the Philippines is the 
mining destination,” Romualdez said. 

He pointed out that “issues here have 
stabilized” as the government included the 
mining sector as one of the major drivers of 
economic growth when the Supreme Court 
affirmed the validity of the Mining Law of 
1995. 

“The major consensus we have for the 
Philippines is that we have made major de- 
velopments in our legislation, ahead of our 
Asean neighbors," said Romualdez. 

For investors, the No. 1 concern із securi- 
ty of tenure and investments, which the 
government had pledged to protect. 

Romualdez, however, said the country 
still had a lot of catching up to do in terms 
of getting most of the projects in operation. 

“What we need now is the political will 
from the national to the local levels to im- 
plement the Mining Law to the letter and 
the public support to push through with the 
projects,” said Romualdez. 

The country doesn't need new laws, 
what is needed is the proper implementa- 
tion of existing laws, he said. 

“We have to make sure each project 
gets proper support from the national 
down to the local government levels 
There must also be sincerity in providing 
benefits to local communities and in miti- 
gating environment and social impacts,” 
Romualdez said. 


DOE not giving up on renewable energy bill 


DESPITE ITS FUTILE EFFORTS TO GET 
the bill on renewable energy passed during 
the 13th Congress, the Department of Energy 
vows to do everything possible to have the bill 
certified as urgent in the 14th Congress. 

"Well make sure it will be made a priority 
in the next Congress" Energy Secretary 
Raphael Lotilla said. 

He said the bill was an important component of 
the countrys efforts to attain 60-percent energy 
self sufficiency by 2010 as it would mandate the 
sourcing of a certain amount of the countrys elec- 
tricity requirements from renewable sources. 

The bill is also expected to spur invest- 
ments in the renewable energy sector because 
of the incentives that are included init. 

‘The incentives include exemptions from 
tariff duties and zero-rated value-added tax 
for the importation of machinery and equip- 


ment for the first 10 years of an operating 
contract, as well as tax credit on domestic 
capital equipment and services. 

‘Special realty tax rates will also be imposed on 
equipment and machinery to be used for renew- 
able energy development. An income tax holiday 
wil also be granted to potential investors for the 
first six years of commercial operations. 

"The bill missed its last chance to get ap- 
proved when the 13th Congress convened for 
the last time Thursday, without any bill acted 
upon due to lack of quorum. 

Environmental group Worldwide Fund for 
Nature (WWF) earlier said it would seek ап 
alternative program from the government to 
address global warming and climate change if 
the Renewable Energy Bill would not be 
passed within the 13th Congress.

Napocor trims receivables 
from cooperatives to P3B

NATIONAL POWER CORP HAS REDUCED 
its receivables from electric cooperatives to 
P3 billion, from as much as P6 billion in 2005. 

Napocor president Cyril del Callar said the 
electric cooperatives were better at settling 
their bills now than before, although some of 
them remained deep in debt. 

Without giving specific figures, he said the 
electric cooperatives with the biggest arrears 
were Lanao del Sur Electric Cooperative and 
Albay Electric Cooperative. 

“But there are programs in place to help 
them (improve their operations)," he said. 

In an earlier interview, National Flectrifica- 
tion Administration head Edita Bueno said elec- 
tric cooperatives serving Lanao del Sur suffered 
from system losses of as high as 52 percent. This 
means that more than half of the electricity that 
they distribute gets lost along the way, due to ei- 
ther technical reasons or pilferage. 

In Sulu, Bueno said system losses reach as 
high as 40 percent. Bicol electric coopera-

_ Gov't raises GDP growth 


target for 2008 to 6.2%

THE NATIONAL ECONOMIC AND 
Development Authority has raised its 
gross domestic product (GDP) 
growth target for 2008 to 6.2 percent 
оп the back of a robust tourism sector 
and investments in infrastructure. 

The Neda was previously looking 
ata GDP growth next year of only 5.9 
percent, but Director General Romulo 
Neri said a more bullish target of 6.2 
percent could be achieved. 

He said the economy only needed 
to generate P20 billion more in in- 
come to realize the hike in the target 
from 5.9 percent to 6.2 percent. 

"This could come from additional 
income from tourism and invest- 
ments,” he said yesterday on the side- 
lines of the launching of the Aus- 
tralian government's 2007 financial 
assistance for the Philippines in 
Makati City. 

Neri has pushed for the liberaliza- 
tion of the airline industry to encour- 
age more tourists to come into the 
country.

This was the advice of the Philippine. 
Stock Exchange Inc, which held a 
stock market road show here on Tues- 
day in coordination with the provincial 
Department of Trade and Industry. 

Melchor Guerrero, vice president 
and head of the PSE's capital markets 
development, said it was “strange, al- 
most incredible, that in this age of great 
leaps, not even one percent of the 88 
million Filipinos have had any experi- 
ence in stock market investment.” 

“The problem, we think, is [not] 
economic-related [but rather] the 


nearly absolute lack of awareness af 
what the stock market is all about,” 
he added. 

Опе of the oldest in Asia, the 
Philippine stock market has been op- 
erating since 1927.

LONDON--WEVE HEARD ABOUT VAC- 
cines for flu, pneumonia, hepatitis and other 
infectious diseases. How about one that can 
help prevent hypertension? When I first heard 
about this two years ago, I dismissed it as a big 
joke, but it seems that an international bio- 
pharmaceutical company based here is seri- 
ously pursuing this potentially 
blockbuster product. 

Protherics Plc, which has focused 
on critical care and oncology, an- 
nounced that it's teaming up with 
CoVaccine BV a Dutch company...“ 
which has developed a novel adjuvant to the 
hypertension vaccine Protherics, has been 
working on. 

The product is called Angiotensin Vaccine 
and its supposed to develop antibodies that 
can effectively neutralize the hormone an- 
giotensin, which constricts arteries and in- 
crease the resistance to blood flow, hence ele- 
vating the blood pressure. Its part of the 
renin-angiotensin-aldosterone system which 
has also been implicated in many of the com- 
plications of high blood pressure.

If this vaccine is proven effective, it will no 
doubt capture a good part of the $30-billion 
antihypertensive market. But at this point, it 
may be too early to draw any definitive con- 
clusion concerning its clinical value. 


Multifactorial problem 

Hypertension is a complicated, multifacto- 
rial problem which a plain angiotensin vac- 
cine may not fully address. Angiotensin is a 
major factor but there are other factors which 
may be equally contributory to the elevation 
of the blood pressure. 

The safety factor has to be adequately es- 
tablished too, since a potent, almost complete 
suppression of angiotensin is also not desired 
since it might lead to circulatory collapse par- 
ticularly in some sensitive individuals. 

And unlike oral medicines the adverse ef- 
fects of which may wear off after some time, 
undoing the adverse effects of the vaccine 
may be quite a problem since its effects, 
good or bad, are expected to be sustained 
for a long time. It should be interesting to 
know the answers to these questions with 
the planned additional studies on the vac- 
cine.

Word problems 

Ms Zapanta also confesses: 1 have difficulty 
teaching word problems especially for Grades 1 
to 3.

Tt appears to me that your problem is more of 
motivation. You seem burned out, and I am con- 
cemed about this, especially since you need to be 
very patient when dealing with children. You are 
handling kids who can be highly influenced by 
your personal artitude toward the subject. Ifthe 
kids see that you are bored with math, then they 
will develop a negative attitude toward it. 

You need to find ways to motivate yourself. 
You dont like to keep on repeating yourself, but 
this comes with the job. Even though I teach 
good college students, I still have to repeat from 
lime to time. I suggest giving your students 
enough exercises to practice their skills. Why 
don't you give them assignments every day on 
word problems, including the steps (what is 
asked, given, etc)? With enough practice, I am 
sure they will tend not to forget how to do them. 

1 have written many things about teaching 
math effectively in past columns and books. Get 
а copy of my book “Eureka! Thoughts on Math” 
(published by Anvil) for some ideas and much- 
needed motivation. You can surf the Net for 
strategies such as games and puzzles for kids 
(there are tons on the Net) to alleviate boredom. 

if you still feel disinclined to teach math to 
kids, then ask your school if you can teach some- 
thing else (language, perhaps) this coming 
school year. Please keep in mind that you influ- 
‘ence what your students leam and feel about a 
topic, and that this is a great responsibility.

Thinking 
through anger 


ANGER IS BELIEVED TO PRE- 
vent rational thought, which is 
why people are often cau- 
tioned not to say or do any- 
thing they may later regret in 
the heat of the moment. 

In Louisa May Alcotts “Little 
Women," for example, Jo March 
is furious when her youngest sis- 
ter Amy bums the volume of 
short stories and poems that she 
has worked on for years. When 
Amy tries to apologize later, fol- 
lowing her sister and Laurie 
when they go ice-skating, a still- 
angry Jo deliberately ignores her 
until she hears her sister fall 
through the ice, nearly losing her 
for good. 


Alcotts example aside, psy- 
chologists Wesley Moons and Di- 
ane Mackie from the University 
of California at Santa Barbara аг- 
gue that, anger actually makes 
people think logically. To prove 
iha theory, they devised ізге 
experiments, ts of which 
appeared in last month's issue of 
the Personality and Social Psy- 
chology Bulletin. 

For each experiment, Moons 
and Mackie began by having half 
of each group of volunteers write 
ош what they had done the pre- 
vious day, establishing them as 
the emotionally neutral controls, 
‘The other volunteers were asked 
to recount a specific event that 
had made them angry, which 
evoked the group mood for the 
study. 

Once the subjects were in the 
right frames of mind--their 
emotions  selfscored — later 
on 一 Moons and Mackie had the 
participants read a brief position 
paper, one either well-written ог 
poly argued. The sudents then 

out two surveys: the first 
assessed their emotional states 
(angry or nod); and the second 
assessed the paper's arguments. 
Experiments 

In the first two experiments, 
Moons and Mackie found that 
those in the emotionally neutral 
state showed no preference be- 
tween both position papers. 
"Those in the angry group who'd 
read the strong position paper, 
however, preferred it over the 
other. 

For the third experiment, 
Moons and Mackie tried to relate 
their other results to previous 
studies suggesting that angry 
people rely on cues to think ratio- 
nally. Before having the volun- 
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teers read either the strong or 
weak position paper, they further 
subdivided the angry and emo- 
tionally neutral groups. The first 
group was not given any infor- 
mation about the authors, the 
second group was told that the 
papers were written by experts in 
the subject held, and the third 
group was told that the papers 
‘were written by experts in a dif- 
ferent field. 

As expected the volunteers ap- 
plied the “qualified experts” cue: 
regardless of their emotional 
states, people found no differ- 
ences between the strong and 
weak position papers supposedly 
written by those who knew the 
subject best. For the other papers 
“written by nonexperts,” though, 
the angry volunteers again pre- 
ferred the well-written paper to 
the other. 


Heightened sensitivity 

‘The results of the study sug- 
gest that being aware of the emo- 
Hons in play gives people a 
heightened sensitivity to their 
environment, in the same way 
that someone who's had a bit too 
much to drink is overly careful to 
walk straight and speak without 
Suring.

This 
made me consider that even though ar- 
chitectural pieces are delights to the 
sense of sight, combining it with a beau- 
tiful sound contributes to its even more 
lasting legacy. This characteristic can 
only be found in very 

few structures and a 
carillon tower is one of 
them. 

;In the Philippines 
and in Southeast Asia, 
there is only one exist- 
ing carillon that is man- 
ually played using a 
clavier. This is found at 
the University of the 
Philippines in Diliman, Quezon City. Its 
keyboard is made of rounded wooden 
keys for the hands and short pedals for 
the feet. When these are struck by the 
musician who also called the carillon- 
neur, the metal clappers attached to 
them hit the bells and produce a charm- 
ing ‘chime. 


Tower clocks 

William Rice, an expert in this musi- 
cal instrument, defined a carillon as a 
set of bells tuned to the intervals of the 
chromatic scale. It has a range of three 
Gctaves or more. The bell with the low- 
ést pitch weighs many tons. As the pitch 
increases the bells weigh less. Those in 
the higher octave would only weigh a 
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few pounds. The word originated from 
“quatrillon” referring to an arrange- 
ment of four bells attached to tower 
clocks that sound at every hour. This 
musical clock later developed into a 
carillon. 

For National Artist for Architecture 
and Carillon's consulting architect Juan 

E Nakpil, the carillon 
“is ап imposing struc- 
ture of mortar, steel 
and bronze, rising 
above the campus for 
all to see, hear and 
enjoy... For years 
this...will continue to 
sound its music as a 
spiritual and emo- 
Чопа! link between 
the succeeding generations..." 

Since its inauguration in Aug. 1, 
1952 many attested how the carillon 
has been their companion from early 
morning national anthem and universi- 
ty hymn to classical music and festive 
songs at designated time of the day. 
However, the aspiration of its architect 
together with the carillon's pioneers UP 
Music Conservatory director Ramon 
Tapales and UP president Bienvenido 
Gonzales has been silenced when the 
carillon ceased to function from 1970 
until its restoration in 1981. Then, for 
the last time the bells were played dur- 
ing the Lantern Parade in 1988. 

А comprehensive restoration was the 
joint recommendation of the Royal Bell

Restoring the UP Carillon's history

Foundry Petit & Fritsen of Holland and 
the Royal Bell Philippines. The project 
was spearheaded by UP Alumni Associ- 
ation. This P20-million restoration pro- 
ject will include a major cleanup as well 
‘as repairs and repainting of walls, 
floors and concrete elements of this 
130-foot tall structure. 


To bereplaced 
The existing 46 bells will be replaced 


with totally new ones and 3 more bells 
will be added to produce four octaves 
plus one note. The clavier will now be 
made of oak wood which is designed for 
heavy-duty performances. Steel frames 
will be refurbished to hold the bells. 
Aside from its manual playing, it can al- 
so be programmed to automatically ор- 
erate at specific times of the day. Fur- 
thermore, а carillon plaza with a mix- 
ture of brick, stone and tile finishing 
and a well-laidout landscaping will en- 
circle the tower. 

The Carillon is not just part of our 
history. It also continues to write its sto- 
ту. Asa structure, it echoes the universi- 
ту glorious past and the country that 
has just been liberated from the war. 
Wich its rich history, it stands tall and 
symbolizes the many people who had 
worked their way to bring this idea to 
reality, and then to a timeless legacy. 
Not even the war had destroyed the 
idea of a tower that sings to its free peo- 
ple. Now, not even deterioration nor 
сап financial constraint stop the 
dedicated people from passing it 
onto the next generation.

Don't believe the flyers. 
Promise of palaces in the sky 

at only P9,000 a month with 
no down payment sounds too good 
to be true. Flyers don’t tell you ev- 
erything. They don't mention the 
ballooning payments and, most 
important of all, they don’t say 
when the project will start and 


when the unit will be delivered to 
the homebuyer. 


Be insistent. As a home- 
buyer, you must ask the 

right questions and insist 
that you should be answered ade- 
quately, completely and truthfully. 


та more developed countries there are es- 
crow or trustee banks that handle real estate 
transactions. The homebuyer pays to the 
bank and the bank releases money to the de- 
veloper based on construction accomplish- 
ment. 

Given the inadequacy of our laws, our first 
question to the developer is: how is my mon- 
ey spent and where does my monthly pay- 
ment go? 

Tt is a very simple and practical question 
that you may find their sales agents stumbling 
over If the agents cannot answer, go to some- 
onehigher until youare satisfied. 


Investigate. Find out who 
3 are behind the project, if it is 
a new or old corporation and 
how much their paid-up capital is 
and if they have the capacity to fin- 
ish the project. You will be sur- 
prised to know that many corpora- 
tions that develop billion-peso pro- 
jects have only P1 million in paid- 
up capital sometimes even less. 
Ask about the track record if they claim to 
bean experienced developer. 


Another vital question to ask is about the 
land ownership. Many developers do not own 
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the land their project is built on. Typically, this 
is mortgaged to the bank or the developer and 
the landowner may have a joint venture. 

Study the joint-venture 
agreement. Know that this 
is your right. 

You must secure an agreement from the de- 
veloper and the landowner or the bank that 
after the homebuyer has fully paid for the 
property, based on the monthly payment 
scheme of the developer, they must release 
the property to the homebuyers and free it 
from any dispute or lien. 

Put everything in black 
and white. We may not 
have the proper laws in the 

construction and real estate indus- 
try, but the only one that can pro- 
tect you as a homebuyer is you and 
your insistence in asking the right 
questions. And once you get the 
answers, demand that the answers 
be written in the contract. 

Remember, if the developer can answer 
your questions truthfully and adequately 
then, you сап consider yourself protected. 
Otherwise, just walk away and find another. 
There are many out there who share the same 
passion we have to provide shelter for every- 
one who can afford it.

15 Baguio the same now as it was 
when you were growing up? 

Kidlat: In some ways it is and in 
some ways its totally different. Every time I 
come up to Baguio, feel the cool air, see the 
green mountains and the blue skies, it feels like 
the same Baguio I grew up in. But the moment I 
leave the house and go into town, you see how 
its totally expanding. Every now and then I do 
wish for the smaller, older Baguio whose streets 
weren't cluttered with ukay-ukay stalls and ven- 
dors. But that's just me. 

Kawayan: Baguio now is no more than that 
romantic picture everybody has in their heads. 
“There's a lot more cars, roads and buildings 一 an 
urban explosion out of control. But there's a 
maze beyond that and if you know where to go, 
you' still be able to find a bit of old Baguio.

Why do you think Baguio is, like, art- 
friendly? 

Kidlat: I don't know if it has anything specifi- 
cally to do with Baguio. I think its more about 
the community that developed up here. In the 
ate 70s and early '805, several artists moved up 
here to get out of the Manila heat, probably both 
its weather and politics. 

So these like-minded people all came togeth- 
ег and formed the Baguio Arts Guild. Because 
the city is small, it was easier for a tight commu- 
nity of artists to develop. Everyone could usually 
‘come to openings or events because everything 
was зо near. And of course, the cool climate 
helped; you could let your mind run on and on 
without it overheating. 

Kabunyan: Baguio is a gateway to the old 
tribes and living there, you mingle with different 
worlds. Kahit wala kang pera, ang dami mong 
magagawa. Daming happenings sa isang araw.

Kawayan: Real brotherhood is kapwa, the 
way we help each other and strive to reach a 
‘common goal.

1 may not look completely Pinoy but inside 
me, Tm a full-blooded Pinoy an undercover 
agent. think this strange tree called Pinoy in- 
side you and me will grow as soon as you step 
out of the Philippines. You'll feel it screaming 
‘out, just like that Bamboo song “Hoy, Pinoy 
Ако or die forever. 

Kabunyan: Gawa ka lang ng gusto mo. Wag 
matangay ng alon ng isip ng iba. Pakita mong 
Pinoy ka sa isip, salita, gawa, tawa, lakad. 

Kidlat: 1 think for me brotherhood is a bond I 
share with these two other crazy souls roaming 
this planet. Tm based in Manila while my two 
brothers are usually in Baguio but we have a 
very strong bond. Growing up, we were taught 
to be independent and so we kind of live very 
different lives, and yet when we get together we 
kind of vot in. 

Independence I think is basically having and 
using the freedom you have to do what you 
‘want, what makes you happy. You may have in- 
dependence, but if you are not doing what 
makes you happy, then is it really worth any- 
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As for being Pinoy, its not about the color of 
your skin, the passport you carry, or where you 
live. I think that's something you have inside 
‘you. Sometimes someone holding a US passport 
living in the States can be way more Pinoy than 
some people living here in the Philippines.

Kidlat: Personally I'm still figuring out my 
place in society. I think it changes as I change, 
and as society changes. Because of the way I 
grew up, art will always be a part of my life, 
wherever I find myself in society. The desire to 
create art is something that think should come 

from within and not one's place in society: 

Kabunyan: Nanunuod lang at ‘pag may 
nakausap na offbeat try and wake up their 
sariling dwende.

It's refreshing to know that you used film 
instead of digital format. Was this a matter 
of stubborn nostalgia, or do you really pre- 
fer film quality? 

ML: I think every filmmaker has to shoot in 
film at least once. Digital makes everything so 
easy. But film, film makes everything beauti- 
ful. Even an ugly shot of an ass-crack will look 
like pretentious art shot on film. 

CL: I just found it odd that I was in “film 
school" yet nobody was shooting on film! 
‘They were doing their projects on Mini-DV 
and I thought wanted to raise the bar for my- 
self by shooting on Super 16, costs be 
damned. For all the challenges a film shoot 
brings—begging for money, bigger crew, 
slower setups—it’s all worth it once you see 
the rushes. ba pa rin ang film. 

Still on nostalgia—there was certainly 
this palpable sense of it in “The Haircut.” 
Did that stem from your own sentimentali- 
tyabout barbershops? 

ML: My family runs a barber shop in QC 
and as a kid I used to love running around 
the place, smelling that distinct old-school 
pomade aroma, playing with the shaving 
brushes, making kulit our barbers in white 
suits. Barber shops just evoke warm memo- 
ries for me. We all agreed to give the film an 
old-school, bygone-era feel as much as pos- 
sible. 

CL: Barbers are so interesting because it 

seems like they all have stories to tell, 
whether it’s their own, or tales they've picked 
up from customers over the years. 1 also love 
how most barbershops always seem to be 20 
years behind in decor, and that for me brings 
out some deep-rooted nostalgia. Maybe it’s 
because time seems to stand still in these 
places, probably because these aging barbers 
can't be bothered to update themselves to the 
times. I also thought the concept of two peo- 
ple meeting—each totally different 
from the oth- 
'er—and connect- 
ing briefly, then 
parting ways, was 
ап interesting idea 
to explore. 

Budget is al- 
ways a nightmare. 
in film production. 

But you managed 
to come up with a 
good, award-win- 
ning film with "The 
Haircut" in spite of 
your budget limita- 
ions. Can you give 
realistic advise to in- 
die hopefuls ош 
there who want to make good films but 
lack the budget? 

ML: The best thing my professor said in 
lass was "Shoot with what you have." Wise 
words. Use your connections, go through 
your rolodex, call long lost family friends. 
There's no shame in pulling strings and being 
resourceful especially with such a tight bud- 
get. It goes a long way. 

CL: Its all about the story. When you sit 
down and write the script, don't think about 
what type of cool angles you're going to shoot 
or what lenses to use. Put as much thought in- 
to the story and characters as you can. Show 
your script to people and try to get as many 
unbiased opinions about it. And, when you 
have a first draft, do accept that its most like- 
ly crap. Throw it out and do it again. If you 
have a simple story thats well told and 
thought out, then it won't matter if it's shot on 
35mm or Video 8. 

What do you think about our local film 
industry? What are the factors that impede 

wide release films in the Philippines from 
becoming truly world class? 

ML: A number of things, I think. Lack of cre- 
ativity, originality. Lack of really good scripts 
and studios that want to take risks. Big part of it 
also is that we don't even patronize our own 
movies. But I think we're getting there again, 
with “Maximo” and "Kubrador" making waves 
abroad.

CL: I've been out of the country for three 
years already so I'm kind of out of touch with 
the scene, but I have been hearing about lots 
of talented young filmmakers though, so all I 
say is, keep 'em coming! Would love to meet 
and have a beer with all of them. 

What needs most improvement 
scriptwriting? Production? Better acting? 
Everything? 

ML: I think, despite the incredible amount 
of talent we have in this country, everything 
needs improvement. Maybe because every- 
things compromised with limited budgets. 
Like when I watch a big fantasy movie here 
you can still tell how cheap the props are and 

stuff. The actors still act as 
if theyre on “Palibhasa 
Lalake.” There's just too 
much formula when you 
watch those date movies 
N or whatever. 1 would just 
like to see a wide release, 
studio-backed Ріпоу 
movie that doesnt in- 
хоме bad dubbing, 
melodramatic acting, 
and an oversynthe- 
sized score. 
What is "Indie ge- 
nius" to you? 
CL: Indie genius is 
more than just some- 
one with a creative mind

If you can convince an 
award winning cinematographer with over 
20 years experience to shoot your film for 
peanuts based on your script and passion, 
then you're a genius. 

1 also think an indie genius would be 
smart enough to take studio money, run 
with it, play the game, yet still come out 
with something thats good and not compro- 
mised. Alfonso Cuaron and Chris Nolan 
come to mind. 

Best lessons you learned in Uni during 
film school? 

ML: I think I was too busy playing frisbee 
in Uni to be honest! (laughs) Australia in 
general hasa great foreign movie production. 
market—so many movies and commercials 
shoot there. Unfortunately, they don't have 
much of a local film industry. They actually 
have the same problem as the Pinoy movie 
industry. 

CL: To be honest, the best film school is 
making a film. 1 did make great friends and 
valuable contacts in film school, but nothing 
really exposes you to the ups and downs than 
by just doing it. Save your tuition, use it for a 
camera, and go shoot stuff. All the theory and 
techniques are just a Google search away any- 
ways. 

Tell us about allOrange films. 

ML: Now that Carlo's still in Australia and 
Tm in Manila, it would be nice to make it a bi- 
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coastal company. Personally, I would really 
love to produce a Stephen Chow-like comedy 
with Vie Sotto or make a kick-ass Pinoy action 
flick sans the leather jackets and rolling 
around in abandoned factories. 

CL: allOrange Films has been going on 
for three years. Its latest project is my short. 
action-drama film called “The Last One.” 

1 wanted to raise the bar for myself 
by setting new goals. With “The Haircut,” it 
was shoot on film, keep it simple. With “The 
Last One,” my mindset was, write a film that 
presents as many challenges as possible. So 
have night shoots, car scenes, guns, stunts.

Finally, If you had a superpower, what 
would it be?

Bedol, elections supervisor for Maguin- 
danao and Shariff Kabunsuan, spoke to the 
Inquirer over the phone yesterday and de- 
nied having gone into hiding after he was 
last seen at the NBC on May 28. 

Comelec spokesperson Jaime Jimenez earlier 
said the рой body would issue an arrest warrant for 
Bedol to make him attend the senatorial canvass. 

But Bedol said there was no need to issue 
a warrant for his arrest, “because I am not 
hiding,” the same alibi Garcillano used 
when he went missing shortly after the 'Hel- 
lo бате? wiretapping scandal broke out in 
June 2005. 

Like Garcillano, Bedol claimed he was in 
the city and was only trying to avoid the me- 
dia. 

‘Asked about the allegedly missing certifi- 
cates of canvass (CoCs) and statements of 
votes (SoVs) from Maguindanao, Bedol 
replied: “Of technicalities, I would have 
nothing to be afraid of, being a lawyer (al- 
s0)” 

Although Bedol would not elaborate, he 
made assurances that he would appear be- 
fore the NBC upon receipt of an official 
summons and would give his side, it being 
“the proper forum.” 

“There is no truth (either to circulating 
rumors) that I am afraid of a (threat of) 
physical harm. What physical harm are they 
talking about? Should there be one, I would 
have informed the police and the media. 
But there is none,” he said. 


Accusedin past 

Bedol said he had been formally accused 
of wrongdoing in the past, including in the 
controversial “Hello Garci” tapes. 

But these were all dismissed by the Com- 
elec, he said. 

The "Hello Garci" tapes revealed a series 
of wiretapped phone conversations, includ- 
ing some allegedly involving President 
Macapagal-Arroyo and Garcillano, about 
rigging the 2004 election results. 

Bedol said he was charged with adminis- 
trative and procedural violations by Estrelli- 
ta Juliano, the stepmother of Genuine Op- 
position spokesperson Adel Tamano, based 
on the "Hello Garci” tapes. 

Juliano ran and lost to Muslimin Sema in 
the 2004 mayoral elections here. 

The phone conversation pertaining to Ju- 
liano went this way: 

A male voice: “Hello sir" Answer: “Saan 
kayo ngayon?" Male voice: "Dito sa session 
hall, sir, waiting for the other returns. Wala 
pa, one to five pa lang ito. Wala pa sila: wala 
pa yung sa Juliano side, sir." The male voice 
again: “Kausapin ko si attorney Bedol, si at- 
torney Bedol kausapin ko. The male voice: 
“Bakit wala sina Juliano na naman?” The 
other male voice (earlier identified as 
Bedol): “Wala pa sir. wala pa sila dito, eh. 12% 
probably that they will not notify: it's proba- 
bly, that they will not attend today's pro- 
ceeding; because we have agreed that it's 
going to be in the afternoon, bago kami 
umalis doon, sir, eh.”

He also 
served in the Office of Muslim Affairs and Cultur- 
al Communities under the Office of the President 
in 1984 аз chief ofits general services division, 
Jimenez said they received reports that 
Bedol was in Metro Manila but nobody from 
the commission knew where he was exactly. 
“I have no idea where he is," Comelec

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Gasoline, 
LPG prices 
rise anew

CITING THE RISE IN INTERNATIONAL 
prices, local oil firms again raised the pump 
prices of gasoline by 50 centavos a liter and 
liquefied petroleum gas (LPG) by 56 centavos 
akilogram over the weekend. 

Pilipinas Shell Petroleum Corp. was first to 
increase prices at 12:30 a.m. yesterday, fol- 
lowed by Petron Corp. and Chevron Philip- 
pines Inc. at 6 a.m. 

Flying V increased gasoline prices by the 
same level at 12:01 a.m. today. 

"Tor gasoline, this may be the last adjust- 
ment for June if crude prices remain at current 
levels. For LPG, this increase covers the rise in 
(the international contract price) in June," a 
Petron statement said. 

Petron said it had not raised diesel prices 
this month, and was not likely to do so if crude 
prices remained stable for the rest of June. 

According to data from the Department of 
Energy, the regional benchmark Dubai crude 
inched up to an average of $65 per barrel in 
the first seven days of June, from the May aver- 
age of $64.61 a barrel. 

"The price of unleaded gasoline based on the 
Mean of Platts Singapore (MOPS) benchmark 
for refined petroleum products fell to an aver- 
age of $85.51 a barrel in the June 1 to 7 period, 
from the May average of $88.77 a barrel, 
which local oil firms had yet to recover. 

The MOPS-based unleaded gasoline hit an 
all-time high of $92.53 a barrel on May 18. 

MOPS-based diesel dropped to an average 
price of $82.85 a barrel as of June 7, from the. 
May average of $83.42 a barrel. 

"The latest fuel price hike was the ninth for 
gasoline fora total of PS a liter 

Since the start of the year, pump prices of 
gasoline have also been reduced by a total of 
P1.80 a liter. 

LPG prices have so far gone up five times 
this year for a total of P3.36 a kilo, but have al- 
so gone down four times for a total of P2.24 a 
kilo. 

The price hike brings premium unleaded 
gasoline prices to between P39.07 and P41.77 
a liter and LPG prices to between P480.44 and 
P546.16 per 11-kg cylinder.

WHAT'S THE BEST WAY TO TEACH EN- 
glish to unschooled teenage boys? 

Tell them to write а love letter. They will write 
it in Filipino, you translate it into English and, in 
the process, you would be teaching them gram- 
mar and syntax, and even add new words to 
their vocabulary. 

This is the strategy taken by volunteer tutors 
at the Pangarap Shelter a halfway house for for- 
mer street boys in Pasay City. 

On Saturdays, it is not unusual to see rowdy 
youths listening attentively to a tutor translating 
their most romantic thoughts from Filipino to 
English. 

How does one say, for example, Hinahanap- 
hanap ko yung mga panahon na magkasama

“I yearn for the moments when we can be to- 
gether” volunteers one tutor. The boys—some 
10 to 15 of them—painstakingly copy the trans- 
lation for "future reference." 

The tact may seem unorthodox, but for some 
of these boys, writing to their crushes or girl- 
friends in English is perhaps one of the more 
“practical” uses of the language. 

"This way, Lam able to teach them new words 

and sentence con- 
struction,” says Donna 
‘Viernes, leader of Sat- 
urday Academy, an all- 
volunteer group that 
spends Saturday after- 
noons tutoring the 
boys at Pangarap. 

Saturday Academy 
is one of the projects of 
Hands On Manila, a 
nonstock nonprofit or- 
ganization that serves 
as a network of volun- 
teer work.

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Learning to sit still 

“One of the hardest things about teaching 
street kids is making them sit still. Because if 
you're from the streets, you're not inclined to sit 
ЭШ and listen for more than two hours,” she says 

During sessions, some of the boys would get 
so excited they would start to yell. 

“You have to teach them that in the classroom, 
you cannot answer back that way" Мете says. 

Lessons have to be repeated because the stu- 
dents tend to forget the fundamentals after a 
week or so without study. 


Flash cards 

Usually, one hour is dedicated to Math, anoth- 
erto English, and the last hour to Science. 

Flash cards are used to aid simple math opera- 
tions, while word problems help teach English 
and Science to the boys. 

‘Among their simple joys, aside from leaming 
how to write love letters is the thrill that comes from 
having answered the teachers questions correctly. 

“We have a simple point system. We don't give. 
rewards to individuals or groups. But once a 
year, we go out ona field trip,” Viernes says. 


Doing well 

Some of the boys have done so well in school, 
they were accelerated a grade or two. 

One of her wards, 15-year-old Wilmar has been 
accelerated wice 一 fom Grade 2 to 4 and, later from. 
Grade 4 to 6. Не is now a high school sophomore. 

Оп the other hand, it took 10-year-old Eimer a 
whole year to leam his ABCs. 

Every Saturday, he would sing the ABC nurs 
ery rhyme until he memorized all 26 letters of 
the alphabet. 

Now Elmer writes his name with pride, know- 
ing that he took the slow but sure way to learn 
how to write. 


Vague dreams 

Viernes says some of the students don't want 
to go to high school or college because their 
classmates are several years their junior 

Others have vague dreams of making it big as 
overseas Filipino workers. 

“Some of them think that being able to get in- 
toa vocational school is enough. Others don't see 
the need to be literate in order to survive in the. 
streets. We want to be able to change that, even 
in small doses,” she says. 

First, they will write love letters, then they will 
‘want to learn Science and Math.

Core group 

According to Garcia, his allies 
are also “talking” to other con- 
gressmen, including the 112 neo- 
phytes who were elected during 
the May 14 elections. 

As of Thursday, he said his 
"core group" of House members 
had already accounted for more 
than 70 congressmen, with 80 as 
the "critical mass" When it 
comes to the vote, however, Gar- 
cia would need 123 votes to win 
the speakership. 

“We are serious. We will go all 
the way" Garcia said. 


Other battles 

“This is war against arrogance. 
This is war against people who 
believe they are God's gift to 
mankind,” his daughter, Gwen, 
also said. 

As per Gwen's account, howev- 
er, several battles have already 
been fought between the Garcias 
and De Venecia, who are both al- 
lies of Ms Arroyo. 

The opening salvo was fired, 
apparently during the May 2004 
elections when Gwen ran for gov- 
ernor and De Venecia supported 
her opponent, John Gregory 
“John-John” Osmefia, the son of 
former Sen. John "Sonny" Osme- 
fa. 

Gwen was convinced to run for 
governor of Cebu, а position 
which was relinquished by the 
older Garcia, who had been gov- 
eror since 1995. Osmefia was 
her fathers vice governor since 
2001. 

Garcia was also congressman 
of the 3rd district of Cebu from 
1987 to 1995.

Feud 

But just before the May 2004 
elections, Gwen said De Venecia, 
who's Lakas president, revoked 
her fathers authority as provin- 
cial chair of Lakas, a move that fa- 
vored her opponents in the gu- 
bernatorial race. 

Recalling those days brought 
back painful memories. 
how my father was humil 
De Venecia in 2004," she said. "I 
saw how he could step on people 
in order to attain [his goals]. У 
probably thought John-John was 
going to win over me.” 

Instead, Gwen won by a mar- 
gin of 7,000 votes over Celestino 
Martinez Jr., while Osmefia land- 
ed a poor third. 

By then, the feud between the 
former Lakas allies had taken a 
bitter turn. 

“The ultimate insult was in the 
last election,” Garcia said, refer- 
ring to the midterm polls last 
month where he ran 
man in the 2nd 
daughter, Gwen, was a reelec- 
tionist, and his youngest son, 
Pablo John, was a candidate for 
congressman in che 3rd district. 


Dominant party 

One day, the older Garcia said 
the Lakas chapter in Cebu was 
told that it was authorized to col- 
lect the Election Returns (ERs), 
Certificates of Canvass (CoC) and 
other documents as the “domi- 
nant party” 

Garcia said the message was 
relayed to the mayors and other 
officials, and the instruction dele- 
gated to the last official 

But before the elections could 
take place, Garcia said De Venecia 
recalled the instructions, prompt- 
ing the Garcias, who had put up 
One Party Cebu, to ally with Ms 
Arroyo's Kabalikat ng Malayang 
Pilipino (KMP). 

Garcia said De Venecia retaliat- 


ed by supporting the opponents 
of the Garcias, such as former 
Rep. Antonio Yapha Jr., who ran 
against Gwen: Yapha's wife Es- 
trella, who ran against Gwen's 
brother Pablo John in the 3rd dis- 
trict; and Carmiano Kintanar, 
who was Garcia's opponent in ће 
2nd district. 

"The Garcias won over all their 
opponents, but the war with De 
Venecia, and even with former 
Sen. John "Sonny" Osmefia, was 
far from over. 


One condition 

For the May 14 elections, 
Gwen said she gave one specific 
instruction to all Cebu mayors. “I 
told all the mayors, if Sonny Os- 
mefia ever lands even on the 12th 
spot (in the senatorial race), 
you're gonna have to deal with 
me. That would be an unforgiv- 
able mistake." 

Apparently, the mayors lis- 
tened to her. 

Osmeha, a Genuine Opposi- 
tion (GO) candidate for senator 
never made it to the top 12 sena- 
tors in Cebu or anywhere else. 


Using GSIS funds? 

Does Winston use his GSIS po- 

ion to prop up his father's cam- 
paign among congressmen? 

“Oh, definitely not. 1 will not 
allow that. That's other people's 
money,” Garcia said. 

He added that his core group of 
House members in the next 
Congress offers neither money 
nor committee chairmanships. 

“We offer reforms, a chance for 
change,” Garcia said. 

‘Yesterday, a group of congress- 
men—Parafiaque Rep. Eduardo 
Zialcita, Albay Rep. Edcel Lag- 
man, Manila Rep. Bienvenido 
Abante and Tawi-tawi Rep. Nur 
Jaafar--accused Winston of ùs- 
ing GSIS funds to prop up his fa- 
thers speakership bid. 

[Winston] should stop using 
funds and facilities of the GSIS 
for the personal glory of one 
man,” Zialcita said in a state- 
ment: 

Cash ranging from P300,000 
upto P400,000 as allegedly being 
offered to congressmen in ex- 
change for their support, the con- 
gressmen said. 

Reached for comment, Win- 
ston said the allegations were 
wild and libelous. 

"How can I use these funds for 
purposes other than the interest 
of members when these are sub- 
ject to close scrutiny and audit by 
an independent group?" Winston. 
said. 

“If they can do this (unautho- 
rized disbursements) in 
Congress, we can't do this in the 
GSIS," he added 


Respect for dad 

Garcia's youngest child Pablo 
John told the INQIRER that as ап 
incoming congressman himself, 
he has been asking House mem- 
bers to join his father. 

"Asa young congressman and a 
first-termer, naturally, my market 
would be the neophyte congress- 
men,” Pablo John said. 

A lawyer, Pablo John placed 
fourth in the bar examinations in 
1993. The older Garcia placed 
third in the 1951 bar. 

“He was full of respect for our 
father that he decided to only place 
fourth,” Gwen said with a laugh.

unlawful.” 

Bektas was referring to the ques- 
tion first raised by readers which 
appeared in the Inguinen Entertain- 
ment column of Dolly Anne Carva- 
jal—if Gutierrez had been previ- 
ously married to Richard Daloia in 
Las Vegas in 1999. 

In a phone interview with "Star 
Talk,” an emotional Gutierrez fi- 
nally (and obliquely) addressed 
the Daloia issue after being asked 
by host Butch Francisco. 

"When youre young, you do 
crazy things. You make mistakes. 
As you grow older, you learn from 
these mistakes and you move on. 
When I married Yilmaz in 2003, 1 
changed. I became a good wife, a 
good mother," she said. 

Yesterday, Bektas also con- 
firmed on “Star Talk" that he had 
acquired "proof" that his mar- 
riage to Gutierrez is “unlawful” 
because she had been previously 
married to Daloia. The evidence 
of the Vegas wedding was report- 
edly procured by Bektas’ lawyer 
in California 

Gutierrez married Bektas in a 
grand wedding, attended by 
celebrities from show biz and pol- 
itics and staged at The Fort in 
Taguig City on March 25, 2003. 

In previous interviews, Gutier- 
rez parried off questions about 
Daloia with a terse "No com- 
ment” 

But when Bektas himself men- 
tioned the purported Vegas wed- 
ding in interviews aired on СМА 
7s “24 Oras” and “Star Talk,” 
Gutierrez went ballistic. 


“He wants to ruin те” 

"He has crossed the line,” 
Gutierrez fumed in the same in- 
terview with Star Talk.” 

She suggested that Bektas’ goal 
was “to ruin me. He doesn't want 
me to become successful [in the 
Philippines}. He wants me to go 
back to Turkey. 1 don't want to go 
back to him; I'd rather die single.” 


Vegas wedding 

Francisco also asked Gutierrez 
about Bektas’ claim that her re 
cent US trip was planned to take 
care of the Daloia problem, “to 
lift the marriage contract out of 
the records." 

Gutierrez shrugged it off by de- 
scribing Bektas as emotionally 
unstable, that "he changes his 
mind every day.” 

She claimed that Bektas knew 
about the Daloia marriage from 
the start. 

*He knew my life story. Alam 
niya уоп tungkol sa kasal-kasal 
na yan.

Bombshell

‘The training sessions held from 
May 28 to June 2 were a project of 
the Federation of Asian Bishops’ 
Conference's Office of Social Com- 
munication. 

"The program isn't meant to 
tum bishops into computer special- 
ists overnight," German Fr. Franz 
Josef Eilers, SVD, who heads the 
office, told the Ingumen. "Its more 
abour introducing them to the new 
media and exploring its possibili- 
ties for their pastoral work.” 

Tapped to assist in the computer 
training was May Dimayuga, a Fil- 
ipino web developer and designer 
‘at Assumption. 

Dimayuga, 36, said it was not 
easy to introduce the language and 
tools of the Internet to men of the 
cloth understandably more com- 
forable with maners of faith, 
morals and salvation. 

Consider this bishop who drew 
constant attention from Dimayuga 
throughout the sessions. “He 
seemed afraid of even laying his 
fingers on the keyboard or the 
mouse,” she recalled. 

‘The "fear" kept the bishop from 
keeping pace with his "classmates" 
in the training module that gradu-

ally moved from besic operation, 
sending e-mails and web searching 
to the more “complicated” charting 
and blogging. 

But he stayed on, listening in- 
tently to Dimayuga and her fellow 
instructor from Thailand. 
Genuine interest 

Dimayuga said her attitude to- 
ward her “students” was neither of 
pity nor of surrender. She was, in 
fact, proud of the patience exhibit- 
ей by these bishops who had left 
pressing concerns in their respec- 
tive dioceses back home. 

“Theyre really interested,” she 
said. 

According to Ellers, the fact that 
the bishops signed up—and 
showed up—for the crash course 
spoke of how the new media 
meant to them as an effective pas- 
toral tool.

Invited lecturers noted that par- 
ticipation in this new communica- 
tion environment had become 
more of a necessity than a choice 
for the clergy. 

“What have bishops done to 
contribute to the ‘information poor 
other than church notifications?” 
asked Alwyn Fernandes, a commu- 
nication specialist from Mumbai. 
"God wills that we get into the In- 
teret age as quickly as possible." 

Femandes cited futurist Alvin 
Toflers observation that today 
represented the first time in history 
when “the old are learning from 
the young” 

The Philippines Jaucian, who 
was consecrated bishop only two 
months ago, admitted to an erst- 
while indifference to the prospects 
of the Internet and a fear of being 
"manipulated" by the new media. 

р= toria Zukowski, an ap- 


plied pastoral research expert from 
the University of Dayton in the 
United States, spoke of "digital na- 
tives” (basically the young with a 
natural comfort with the new tech- 
nology) and “digital immigrants" 
(those not conversant with this re- 
aliy). 

Its safe to say that save fora very 
few, the Asian bishops who signed 
up for the Assumption training 
were “digital immigrants.” 

Jaucian said the hands-on train- 
ing on Intemet use would make 
him no longer dependent on a 
diocesan staff member, say, to send 
an e-mail or even create a blog. 


Blogging 

Bishops were encouraged to go 
blogging to reach out to their flock, 
especially the young. Fernandes 
cited a recent study showing that 
more than 50 percent of teenagers 
in the United States had created а 
blog, wiki, or web page. 

To effectively tend to their flock 
then, bishops were invited to have 
a consistent presence in cy-

Jessica Soho, vice president for 
News of GMA 7, told the INQUIRER 
that covering news like the Bek- 
tas breakup was challenging be- 
cause there were new develop- 
ments every day.

“With this, hopefully we can have a 
paradigm shift and see our field commanders 
and MILF officials trading text messages, not 
mortars or bullets,” he said. 

Said Maj. Gen. Raymundo Ferrer, chief of 
the Army's 6th Infantry Division based in 
Shariff Kabunsuan province: "There should 
be more meetings like this. It will help the 
rebels understand the mandate of the mili 
tary and we in the Army will understand 
them."

Although the power of religious 
councils as against that of secular au- 
thorltles remains controversial 
throughout the Muslim world, Rasul 
was optimistic an assembly of ulama 
could take Muslim regions in the 
Philippines "to the path of develop- 
iment und even lend to the resolution 
of conflict in the South,” 

"А united ulama, through regular 
discussions, could finally find а more 
effective way of controlling violent 
extremism," Rasul sald, 


"With the political leadership 
falling us, who can we turn to? In 
Islam, the ulama are empowered to 
take us where we should be," Rasul 
sald. 

At the very least, she sald, a na- 
tional assembly of Muslim religious 
scholars could decide on the exact 
dates of Important Muslim holy 
days such as Ramadan and Eld'l

international halal market, “Corpora- 
Чопа could consult the national coun- 
cil of ulama regarding the production 
of food in accordance with Islamic 
rites,” she sald.

Те MADE IT SOUND LIKE IT WAS А GOOD 
thing. “We talked about this when I visited Sonny 
Trillanes,” Sen. Ping Lacson said last week. “1 dis- 
cussed with him the possibility that we band [together] 
for pursuing common advocacies for the good of the Sen- 
ate, for the institution ..." 

He was talking, of course, about the graduates of the 

Philippine Military Academy who have 
EDITORIAL made it back to the Senate (Pong Bia- 

zon, Gringo Honasan and himself) or 
(їп the case of Trillanes) who is likely to make it for the 
first time. 

“Our group would be known as the Tuesday (or Thurs- 
day) Cavalier Club,” Biazon said, borrowing the pattern 
of the Senate's Wednesday Club formed in 2001. Follow- 
ing that template, the PMA alumni—cavaliers, in their 
parlance—will meet regularly, seek to forge a consensus 
on the issues of the day and, perhaps, even vote as one. 

“Of course, we may have different views with respect to 
particular issues on these advocacies ‘but we would havea 
common ground for understanding,” Biazon said. 

Lacson knows all about the advantages of that common 
ground for understanding: "After all, we speak the same 
language. It would be easy for us to understand each oth- 
er. And maybe we don't have different advocacies, so it's 
very easy for us to jell." 

As we said, they make it sound like a good thing. It 
isn't. 

In fact, forming the club sends the wrong message, fos- 
‘ters an insidious elitism and, not least, undermines our 
already weak sense of history. 

This is not the first time that the opportunity to form a 
bloc of PMA graduates presented itself; Honasan, Biazon 
and Lacson all served in the 12th Congress (2001 to 
2004), Why form the club only now? 

Part of the answer lies in the success of the Wednesday 
Club, the informal alliance of Manny Villar, Joker Arroyo 
and Ralph Recto (all alumni of the House of the Repre- 
sentatives) together with Francis Pangilinan and (in the 
12th Congress) Noli de Castro (alumni of the politically 
potent ABS-CBN network). 

Despite Recto's failure to get reelected last May, the 
Wednesday Club remains a study in swing politics; while 
the members belonged to different parties, they often 
voted together on key issues—and, in so doing, drawing 
others to vote with them. 

Part of the answer also lies in the looming victory of 
"Trillanes, which we understand as a protest vote against 
the Arroyo administration's heavy-handedness. His entry 
makes the PMA alumni in the Senate even more of a 
swing bloc: they now constitute one-sixth of the entire 
Senate (and a third of the number needed to elect a Sen- 
ate president). 

The presence of four PMA alumni in the Senate is best ex- 
plained as a reflection of our recent conflicted history. They 
are all there because of the coups and attempted coups that 
helped shape the national narrative in the last 20 years, But 
they were not all on the same side of history. This ambiguity 
in their position (Honasan leading the 1989 attempt, for in- 
stance, while Biazon rose to sudden fame defending Camp 
Aguinaldo) is glossed over in the formation of the Cavaliers 
Club. Surely that is the last thing a nation with a weak his- 
torical sense needs: a conflation of all military action—the 
rightful and the immoral, the democratic and the adventur- 
ist—into one saga, with the key players, heroes and villains 
alike, turned into mere celebrities. 

The forming of the PMA Club is also dangerously elitist. 
For the same reason that we would look askance at any 
attempt to form a senators' club consisting of, say, alumni 
of the University of the Philippines (this would be a long 
list, starting with Ed Алдага and including Miriam Defen- 
sor-Santiago) or of the Ateneo. de Manila (much shorter), 
we consider the very idea of a Cavalier Club unsound. 
Senators do not represent the schools, they come from 
(how incredibly narrow;minded!), but the country as а 
whole. When the graduates of one of the country's most 
exclusive schools form a bloc, they rub the common 
man's nose in his commonness. 

The worst thing about the idea, however, lies in the 
message it sends. It is saying to all РМА graduates, even 
those who mistakenly believe they are entitled to exercise 
political leadership: Stage a coup. Launch a mutiny. Ifyou 
make it to the Senate, our exclusive club has a seat re- 
served for you. 
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Revising the Constitution of 1987 


THE 2004 ELECTIONS ARE OVER EXCEPT 
for the valid protests that will not be decided 
before the 2010 elections and so will be conve- 
niently dismissed for having become moot and 
academic. President Macapagal-Arroyo must 
now be desperately considering how to retain 
political power, and presidential immunity as 
well, now that she has been reduced to a toler- 
ated lame duck with little prospect of electoral 
redemption. 

It must be a great consolation for her that 
despite her humiliating defeat in the senatorial 
elections, the new Senate may still not be able 
to muster the needed two-thirds vote to con- 
viet and remove her if she is impeached by the 
House of Representatives. Which is practically 
impossible because she at least continues to 
control that decrepit body as long as it can gor- 
mandize the pork barrel she feeds it like life- 
sustaining fluid to a brain-dead patient. 

Even so, as things now stand, she cannot see. 
her public persona surviving beyond 2010, 
when she will be disqualified from running for 
re-election, even assuming she can win, which 
is highly improbable. 

The only alternative left her is to become the 
president again or the prime minister in a par- 
liamentary government that she hopes will 
prevent her enforced retirement. To this end, 
she tried to have the Constitution amended or 
revised through the faulty initiative the 
Supreme Court decisively struck down last 
year. She is likely to re-invent the method this 
year, but there is little hope it will receive the 
people's support, which has tremendously di- 
minished with her disgrace in the recent polls. 

The initiative failing again, President Ar- 
тоуо will perhaps try to persuade Congress to 
act as a constituent assembly as she and her 
equally self-interested partner, Speaker Jose

Jesus teaches us what true leadership is. A 
true leader's task is never done. There is al- 
ways the "extra mile” he/she must be willing to 
take. Itis the peoples’, not his/her agenda, that 
must be uppermost in a leaders mind. He 
could have just dismissed the crowd, but be- 
cause of their need, He went on to minister to 
them. 

It is interesting to note how Jesus in- 
volved His disciples in the multiplication of 
the loaves. First, He instructed the disciples 
to give the food themselves. Second, He in- 
structed the disciples to have the people sit 
in groups of about 50. It is clear that, in both 
instances, Jesus wanted the cooperation 
and participation of the disciples and the 
people as well. What is He telling us? There. 
is “по one and only" who will make things 
happen for us. We ourselves have to make 
things happen, together, with His help. Let's 
stop dreaming that someday a “savior” will 
arise to solve all our problems. There's now, 
and there's us.

de Venecia, attempted last year. That method, 
ifthey had pursued it, would have been defeat- 
ed too because of the known plan of the House 
of Representatives to replace Congress with a 
unicameral Parliament without the Senate.

However, we should take care that its re-ex- 
amination is not prompted by personal reasons 
or pretexts, like the plan of President Arroyo, 
and President Fidel V. Ramosin 1997, to re- 
move the term limits in the Constitution so 
they could run for re-election. The fundamen- 
tal law is chiseled in granite and may be 
changed only for urgent valid justification, not 
by infatuations with personalities and ideas 
less than selfless or meritorious.

Thave two suggestions for the constitutional 
convention that may be called to re-write the 
Constitution of 1987. 

Тһе first is that the intended revision should 
not be scheduled now but only after the 2010 
elections, which should include the election of 
the delegates to the constitutional convention. 
"This will avoid the suspicion, or the reality, that 
the change is being planned only to accommo- 
date covetous ambitions and not to improve 
the Charter. Moreover, we will not have to in- 
cur the unnecessary expense of holding special 
elections for the delegates to the proposed 
body, which, as an added benefit, will not in- 
clude the members of Congress, 

My second suggestion is to entrust the revi- 
sion only to civic-minded and intelligent citi- 
zens whose only purpose will be to frame a bet- 
ter Constitution.

So she asked him, “Now that you are our Presi- 
dent, how should 1 call you?" "No problem Mare,

То help celebrate the 106th birthday of the 
Supreme Court tomorrow, let me write on the eti- 
quette of how to address magistrates. While pre- 
siding in their courtrooms, magistrates of what- 
ever rank are addressed formally as "Your Honor” 
and, when referring to them in the third person, 
as “His (or Her) Honor" In areas that follow 
British traditions, they are addressed formally as 
“Your Lordship.” 

‘Addressing justices and judges. Many coun- 
tries do not make distinctions. Regardless of their 
rank in the judicial totem pole, jurists are invari- 
ably called “judges.” However, in our country, 
there is a marked distinction between “justices” 
and "judges." Presiders of lower courts, namely, 
regional trial courts, metropolitan trial courts, 
municipal trial courts and shariah courts are giv- 
en the title of Judge.” 

However, members of appellate courts, name- 
ly, the Supreme Court, Court of Appeals, Sanc 
ganbayan and Court of Tax Appeals, are properly 
addressed as “Justice,” or more formally as "Mr. 
(or Madame) Justice." Appellate magistrates are. 
often offended when they are called Judge.” It is 
equivalent to calling a general, "Colonel." 

Members of the Supreme Court are sometimes. 
referred to as "associate justices.” In fact, in 
Supreme Court decisions, they sign above their 
printed names, under which is printed the appel- 
ation "Associate Justice." This practice is derived 
from the constitutional provision (Article VIII, 
Sec. 4) stating that the "Supreme Court shall be 
composed of а Chief Justice and fourteen Associ- 
ate Justices."

"WHEN WAS THE LAST TIME YOU WATCHED A 
movie that spoke to you about your life? 

While watching the Gawad Kalinga movie

Three Stories of Hope)," I received what 1 later de- 
scribed to my husband as “a message from God.’ 
Days before this special preview, we had paid a vis- 
让 to our house under construction in Tagaytay and 
even before we had alighted from our vehicle, 1 
was picking a fight with him. 1 was sore at the 
wrong location of the entry steps, the color of the 
powder room walls, and the lack of shelves. 

Midway through the movie was when the 
“message” struck home. This was when I realized 
that really had nothing to complain about since I 
already had a home, unlike the homeless folk in 
the movie. But instead of relishing the blessings I 
enjoyed, here I was stressing over little details of 
a weekend abode under construction. 

As you may know, Gawad Kalinga is а move- 
ment that seeks not just to provide homes for 
families that are either homeless or live in destitu- 
tion, but also to create communities where these 
families can live in dignity and self-sufficiency. 
The three stories in "Paraiso" tell of families 
whose lives were changed by the GK experience, 
either as beneficiaries, donors or volunteers. 

"Count your blessings" (and shut your trap al- 
ready) may not exactly constitute an earth-shaking 
message from the Divine, but it has certainly 
brought a certain calm in my life. And I suspect that 
no one can watch "Paraiso" the movie and remain

GMA bets’ loss: system’ 


HER CANDIDATES MAY HAVE BEEN CLOBBERED 
in the senatorial race by the opposition and her 
most strident critics, but Gloria Macapagal-Arroyo 
knows better than to complain. The defeat of her 
candidates strengthens the system over which she 
presides, and effectively removes the issue of her 
‘own contested legitimacy from the national agen- 
да, Despite the gross incompetence and fraudu- 
lence that attended the conduct of the 2007 elec- 
tion, the country’s political system, ironically, has 
never looked more stable. 

Just six years ago, following the mass demon- 
stations and the military withdrawal of support 
that forced duly-elected President Joseph Estrada 
to leave Malacafiang Palace, observers were asking 
if the Philippines had not dangerously plunged it- 
selfinto another cycle of extra-consttutional ansi- 
tions, The march to Mendiola in May that year to re- 
store the deposed president, which drew the partic- 
ipation of the resentful masses who had voted for 
him, confirmed this dire scenario, It brought out in 
по uncertain terms the class element that the coun- 
trys more discerning elite politicians have histori- 
cally preferred to play down. 

This mobilized mass energy, a potentially dis- 
ruptive element in any social order, was however 
duly tamed and channeled by the opposition into 
the midterm election of 2001. Yet it had a force 
that would not quickly dissipate, and indeed 
newly-installed President Arroyo spent most of 
her first year attempting to harness it to her own 
star The Oakwood mutiny of 2003 could have 
tapped into it if the young soldiers had been bet- 
ter organized. The poor were on the side of the 
soldiers, bur they were not given the opportunity 
to show it. It took them four years to manifest it — 
by making one of its figures, Lt. Senior Grade An- 
tonio Trillanes IV—a senator. 

It was this residual energy of the mobilized 
poor that the presidential campaign of the late 
Fernando Poe Jr. also rode upon when he stepped 
into the ring to challenge GMA, the candidate of 
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ciate” should be dropped. I remember in one trip 
abroad, three members of our Supreme Court 
were introduced as “associate justices” and the 
host was heard to complain, "Why did the Philip- 
pines not send full-fledged members of their 
highest court when they confer with us?" 

Та some countries, Supreme Court members 
have different ranks: research justices, assisting 
justices, associate justices and (full) justices. Even 
in our country, associate justices are often misun- 
derstood and likened to associate professors or, 
‘worse, associates in a law firm. So, it is better to 
say ‘Justice (or Mr. Justice) Adolfo S. Azcuna,” 
rather than "Mr. Associate Justice Azcuna.” 

‘Addressing the Chief Justice. By the same to- 
ken, the head of the Philippine judiciary is called 
"Chief Justice.” So, itis inappropriate to say Justice 
Reynato S. Puno. Appropriately, he should be ad- 
dressed as Chief Justice (or Mr. Chief Justice) 
Puno. In intimate conversations, he is fondly called 
“Chief.” That is how members of the Court and his 
close friends call him, never by his first name only. 

Retired members of our Supreme Court are 
never addressed as "exjustice" or, worse, “ex 
judge.” In fact, it is inadvisable to call them “for- 
mer" or "past" justice. The proper and accepted 
way is “retired Justice,” as in retired Justice Jose 
A. R. Melo, not former Justice Melo or ex-Justice 
Melo. The maxim is: once a justice, always а jus- 
tice. 

Judicial titles are similar to “Attorney,” which is 
granted to people who pass the bar exams. The 
appellation stays with the grantee even after re- 
tirement from the active practice of law. And re-

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man ang Langit (Even if Heaven Cries)," for in- 
stance, is based on the life of Jocelyn Llorente 
(portrayed by Maricel Soriano) of Liloan, 
Southern Leyte whose home is devastated by a 
Jandslide and who finds it nearly impossible to 
recover her will to live after losing a child and 
asister. But she finds renewed meaning in life, 
not to mention a new home for her family, in 
the GK village built for the landslide victims 
and the work she and her neighbors put in to 
re-build their community. 

"Marie" tells the story of Rudy Abad who loses 
Marie Rose, his wife of 25 years, in the 9/11 at- 
tack on the Twin Towers and recovers from the 
tragedy by helping build homes for the poor in 
Baseco, Tondo. Keeping in mind a remark that 
Marie made on a visit to the country: “1 don't 
know how or when but someday I would want to 
help these poor people,” Rudy raised funds and 
committed his own money toward the building 
of the "Marie Rose Abad Village,” a tribute not 
just to Marie's memory, but also to the ideals of 
compassion and caring that she embodied. 

In between these two dramatic and moving 
stories is “Ang Kapatid kong si Elvis,” a light- 
hearted tale that nonetheless has a core mes- 
sage about what constitutes a family. “Elvis” is 
an orphan boy, streetwise and naughty, who 
finds a home with the Domingos, a couple who 
are quite active in GK and who already have a 
teenage son of their own. Integrating Elvis into 
the family proves to be quite a task, involving 
getting the boy to forget his larcenous past as 
well as getting him accepted by his older 
brother. Elvis is also afflicted by "pica," an eat- 
ing disorder that results in a compulsion to eat 
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the elite, in the fraud-ridden 2004 presidential 
election, Congress proclaimed GMA the winner 
in that dubious national canvass, but to this day, 
the Filipino poor believe that she actually stole 
the seat she occupies—not once but twice. In July 
2005, after the "Hello Garci” tapes revealed Ms 
Arroyo's own scandalous complicity in electoral 
fraud, many expected her to go the way of all dis- 
graced presidents. Half of her Cabinet resigned 
and called on her to do the country a favor by 
stepping down. She refused. In retrospect, we 
can now say that what ultimately saved her was 
not so much her shameless tenacity but the Fil- 
ipino publics profound fear of a civil war. It was 
this latent conservatism, born out of exhaustion. 
and fear, that held back the outrage. 

Political systems survive to the extent they are 
able to absorb dissent and discontent. Elections 
are the best safery-valve mechanisms ever invent- 
ed for lenting out excess political steam. Gringo 
Honasan's successful senatorial run in the 906 
marked the end of a season of recurrent coups. 
Similarly, far from being ап endorsement of fu- 
ture mutinies, the astounding achievement of 
Trillanes in the 2007 senatorial election rep 
sents the functional absorptie 1 
itary rebellion into the pol У 

‘We may сай it the "wisdom" of the system. 
system makes it difficult for an aroused public 
from supporting a mutiny or from gerting rid ofan 
illegitimate president by means of another costiy 
and uncertain extra-constitutional maneuver. But 
it then less out the accumulated energy through a , 


gardless of any new job or occupation they may 
occupy after retirement, they carry their appella- 
tions up to their grave. Exception: the titles of At- 
torney, Judge and Justice can no longer be used 
by those who had been disbarred, or fired from 
the judiciary. 

Never say ex. Per the foregoing etiquette, nev- 
er say "ex Chief Justice Andres R. Narvasa.” That 
is judicial sacrilege. It may imply that he had 
been fired! Say, "retired Chief Justice" or simply 
“Chief Justice Narvasa.” In letters or other print- 
ed matter, he can be addressed as "Chief Justice 
Andres R. Narvasa (ret.).” Also, do not simply call 
him Justice." There are thousands of justices, in- 
cumbent and retired, in our country. But there аге 
only 22 chief justices, 21 retired and one incum- 
bent, їп the history of the Philippines. 

The Supreme Court is quite strict with the изе 
of the titles Justice" and Judge.” in three formal 
еп banc resolutions (See JBC No. 001, Re: ВС 
Emoluments, July 9, 1996), it has banned the use 
of these titles by officials outside the judiciary; 
and even by judicial officials who do not decide 
justiciable controversies. 

In short, these titles may be used only by those 
who adjudicate cases in the four rungs of the judi- 
cial hierarchy. Even those given by law the ranks 
of judges and justices cannot use those titles, un- 
less prior to their appointment to these equiva- 
lent positions, they have already earned those ap- 
pellations in the judicial hierarchy. 

Consequently, it is improper for the solicitor. 
general or the government corporate counsel or 
other similarly situated officials to allow them- 
selves to be called “Justice,” unless priorly autho- 
rized to do so by an earlier appointment to the ju- 
diciary Example: Alfredo L. Benipayo used the ti- 
tie Justice" during his term as court administra- 
tor, Comelec chair and solicitor general because, 
earlier, he was a Court of Appeals member.

‘THE STORY behind the making of "Paraiso" is just 
as heartwarming as the three tales themselves.

Our political system is truly amazing in this 
sense. in modern societies, the institutionaliza- 
tion of political combat works by means of stable 
political parties alternating between the roles of 
“government” and of “opposition.” We have not 
reached this level of political development yet. 
Thatis why їп lieu of parties, families continue to 
be the important organizing agencies in elec- 
tions. The problem is that when individual politi- 
cians and political clans dominate the landscape, 
their ambitions and animosities can be so magni- 
fied as to endanger the whole system. Everything 
becomes personal. That the system has managed 
to contain the fallout created by successive dys- 
functional regimes can only attest to the growing 


resilience of the country's political system. 


Thave no wish to diminish the message of the 
‘opposition’ victory in this years election. I take it 
тоо as a strong indictment of the Arroyo regime. 
The analysis 1 ше here is basically neutral as to the 
type of political values embodied in a system. 1 am 
aware that a stable political system is not necessar- 
ily a just system. For indeed, looking at the whole 
Philippine situation from a value perspective, 1 will 
not hesitate to say that our society is one of the 
most highly unequal in the world—a social order 
that has needlessly consigned more than half ofits 
population to a life of penury and daily struggle. 
‘But to wish that such a system be subjected to 
the cleansing fires of a social revolution is vastly 
different from any attempt to understand how it 
‘works and maintains itself. Marx once derided the 
sterility of theorizing thus: “Philosophers have on- 
ly interpreted the world in various ways; the point 
however is to change it.” 1 agree. But also think 
that the path to change is clearer when itis ilu 
nated by an understanding of how social orders 
persist, and how modernity в shaping the world.

I thought it was bravery, but really, how much 
bravery is necessary when you're 21 and think you're im- 
mortal? 

There are many many incidents that are happening today, 
frightening things, unbelievable things; the red-eyed mon- 
sters that hide under beds that we've convinced ourselves 
didn't exist. And there are many who do think they don't ex 
ist, that the bad, bad stories spattered on the front pages of 
newspapers are just leftist propaganda, just sensationalism, 
just another manifestation of life's bizarre randomness їп 
21st-century Philippines. Blame the newspaper for empha- 
sizing the killings, blame the victim with his eyeballs 
scooped out for being an activist, blame the 9-year-old child 
for having the gall to die in the crossfire. ІІ never be you. 
But when a young man is dragged protesting from a shop- 
ping mall and is never heard from again, and a pregnant col- 
lege girl is shoved into a jeep weeks before her birthday, nei- 
ther education, nor gender, nor social status can protect any- 
one who speaks out. 

At 5:30 p.m. on the 27th of May, Pastor Berlin Guerrero 
жаз with his family on his way home from a church anniver- 
sary. A white van cut across their tricycles path, and un- 
known men leaped out to grab him. He was shoved inside 
the van, handcuffed, his head covered with cloth and pack- 
ing tape. He was beaten, punched and kicked repeatedly. 
They brought him out for interrogation, called him Pastor- 
Impostor, and lectured him on the evils of communism and 
how people are used to create trouble by criticizing the gov- 
ernment 

Twelve hours later, he was put back into the van, hand- 
cuffed and blindfolded. They threatened to kill him, bum. 
him or bury him. On May 28, Pastor Berlin Guerrero found 
himself in Camp Pantaleon Garcia, Cavite Provincial Police 
Office, Imus, Cavite, Police documents show that Guerrero 
was “arrested” by operatives of the Naval Intelligence:agd 
Security Force (NISF). 

Never mind that the man was arrested without a war- 
rant. Never mind that men not in uniform abducted him 
on a Sunday, when courts are closed. Never mind that he 
жаз interrogated on issues that had nothing го do with his 
purported crime—a 16-year-old crime that he Во 
inkling of until he landed in the police's welcoming arms. 
Never mind that copies of case files cannot be found. All 
these are undeniably wrong, and have been receiving at- 
tention from government and police—although attention, 
of course, will only be as strong as the flash on a reporter's 
camera. But what is astonishing is the lack of condemng 
tion by the military, police and government of the tort 
Guerrero suffered at the hands of his captors. It's as ifit 
never happened. If you can't deny it or redirect it, pretend 
its not there. 

Is torture justified? There are men who will say yes, per- 
haps the same men from the naval intelligence service who 
stuffed Pastor Berlin's head in a plastic bag until he passed 
out and urinated on himself. It is, after all, in pursuit of the 
national interest. That was what they were so valiantly fight- 
ing for while slamming cloth-covered fists and one-liter min- 
eral water bottles on Pastor Berlin's head. They were in 
search of truth. Truth, for them, is the admission of member- 
ship in communist rebel organizations while having your 
head shaken like a coconut. 

‘The Philippines, along with 128 other countries, is a sig- 
natory to The Convention against Torture and Other Cruel, 
Inhuman, and Degrading Treatment or Punishment. It de- 
fines torture as “any act by which severe pain or suffering, 
whether physical or mental, is intentionally inflicted by or at 
the instigation of a public official on a person for such pur- 
poses as obtaining information . . . or confession.” The con- 
vention makes clear that "no exceptional circumstances 
whatsoever, whether a state of war or a threat of war, inter- 
nal political instability, or any other public emergency mdy 
be invoked as a justification for torture." 

According to а statement by the Commission on Human 
Rights Dr. Narciso Maniquis Jr, Guerrero's physical injuries 
were “related to the ill-treatment dealt him.” And because 
“the subject was being forced to admit that he is the head of a 
certain COM.PROV or Comiteng Provincia ng Cavite while 
being detained against his will" his case “satisfies the criteria 
for torture as defined under the UN Convention against tor- 
ture.” 

Freedom from torture is one of the very few rights that 
cannot be curtailed, not by national interests, not by clear 
and present danger, and certainly not by men whose twist- 
ed conception of right and wrong belongs to а hundred 
years ago. This is why, under international law, torturers 
are considered hostis humani generis, enemies of all hu- 
manity. This is why all countries have jurisdiction to prose- 
cute them, regardless of where the torture took place. And 
this is why it is reprehensible that in this country, the men 
responsible for Pastor Berlin Guerrero's torture, and that 
of so many more, are not hunted down like the dogs they 
are. 

When the military claims their "interrogation" is neces- 
sary to keep civilians safe, what is to stop them from tortur- 
ing wives, daughters, parents and neighbors to obtain infor- 
mation? Torture is a slippery slope, and not only is informa- 

ion obtained under duress questionable, to justify it once is 
to justify it for every grinning Rambo who thinks dissenting 
makes you an enemy of the state. 

There is still no word from the NISE or statements from 
the AFP Berlin Guerrero is still іп jail, And 1 don’t feel very 
brave today.

Coliform contaminates Iloilo City waters

ILOILO CITY—THE DEPARTMENT 
of Environment and Natural Re- 
sources (DENR) has wamed against 
swimming in the city’s coastal wa- 
ters after they found high levels of 
coliform in seawater samples. 

The coliform content in this 
city’s coastal waters exceeded the 
water quality standards set by the 
World Health Organization, the 
DENR said. 

According to the WHO, the water 
quality standard for bathing is 1,000 
mpn (most probable number)/100 
mililiter (ml, and for fishing is 
5,000 mpn /100ml—he water qual- 
ity standard adopted by the DENR. 

Based on the 2006 report of the

Clashes force 
evacuation of 
200 tribesmen

He said helicopter pilots saw 
the dead rebels from the air. 

He said the military was ex- 
pecting more clashes as the oper- 
ation, now involving soldiers 
from at least three Army battal- 
ions, entered its third day yester- 
day.

A geometric mean of the water 
quality standard is a result of six 
consecutive samplings done by 
the environment department “to 
come up with a conclusive re- 
port,” said Samson Guillergan, 
pollution division chief of DENR 
in Western Visayas. 

"The risk of getting water- 
borne diseases is high. Instances 
are that swimmers may ... ingest 
seawater that could lead the 
transfer of the disease to the hu- 
man body,” Guillergan said. 

He explained that the coliform 
is produced from “unsanitary 
practices" of residents along the 
city's coastal areas. 


“It is an indicator that beaches 
{in this city] are contaminated with 
human feces,” Gullergan said. 

He said the high coliform con- 
tent of this city’s coastal waters 
might be attributed to the presence 
of slum areas, which “lacks sani 
tary toilets” extending from the 
lages of Boulevard in Molo district 
to Villa Beach in Arevalo dis- 
trict—the city's swimming area. 

"Itis a challenge to the local gov- 
ernment unit concerned," he said. 

Noel Hechanova, chief of the city 
environment and natural resources 
office, acknowledged that the num- 
ber of dwellers at the coastal areas 
and the “lack of sanitary toilets” are 
causes ofthe high coliform content 
in this city’s coastal waters

“Usually, these are situated in 
depressed areas which do not ben- 
eft from the water distribution 
lines of the MIWD (Metro Iloilo 
Water District" Guillergan added. 

The populaion in the eight 
coastal villages in this city 
reached 43,148 and only 20 per- 
cent own toilets, Hechanova said 
ina telephone interview. 

“We have encouraged the city 
government to act accordingly.

While this city’s coastal waters 
remain unfit for swimming, “there 
are a lot of people who continue to 
swim in the area," Hechanova said.

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But expelled party chair Nilo de la Cruz 
said his faction represents the bulk of the 
RPM-P forces all over the country, while the 
other group only has forces in Negros. 

As chief negotiator of the RPM-B De la Cruz 
said he was a signatory to the peace agree- 
ment between his group and the government 
in the year 2000. 

‘The RPM-P Nava faction unanimously ap- 
proved the expulsion of De la Cruz and eight oth- 
er central committee members during a congress 
held somewhere in Negros last weekend. 


Claims

Presidential Adviser for Western Visayas 
Rafael Coscolluela yesterday said govern- 
ment has been talking to both factions, hop- 
ing to patch things up between the two. 

However, Coscolluela said that it looks like 
chances of both groups settling their differ- 
ences appear very slim with the recent party 
congress of Lualhati's group. 

“If no reconciliation is reached, the Office of 
the Presidential Adviser on the Peace Process will 
have to decide who sits on the Joint Enforcement 
Monitoring Committee (ЛЕМС) he added. 


Funds 

While Tabara and Lualhati currently sit as 
RPM-P representatives on the JEMC, De la 
Cruz said he has informed the government 
that they no longer represent the party and 
have been replaced by new representatives, 

2. Coscolluela said the government has to es- 
tablish guidelines to determine which faction 
the government should deal with. 

"Government is dealing with one group on 
the basis of a peace agreement signed by de la 
Cruz, who now tells us his group has expelled 
Tabara and Lualahati.

Resort in falls 
where 2 died 
built without ECC

CEBU CITY—THE MINES AND GEO-SCI- 
ences Bureau (MGB) in Central Visayas de- 
dared as illegal the development of ће wa- 
terfalls in Carmen town, where two teenagers 
died in a landslide on Thursday afternoon. 

Roger de Dios, MGB Central Visayas officer 
in charge, said the development was illegal 
because it was not referred to the MGB. 

He said the government requires an envi- 
ronmental compliance. certificate from the 
Department of Environment and Natural Re- 
sources (РЕМА). 

Before the DENR issues the ECC, the MGB has 
to conducta geo-hazard investigation survey first. 

in the case of Mangitngit Falls, he said, 
none was referred to his office. 

An ЕСС is essential before a local govern- 
ment unit (LGU) could issue a permit for any 
development, De Dios said. 

However, he said the LGU would decide 
whether to prosecute the Mangitngit Falls de- 
veloper. 

De Dios urged the LGUs to report to the 
DENR if there are illegal developments on 
waterfalls in their respective places. 

It was learned that Carmen Mayor Virginio 
Villamors son, Councilor Gerard Villamor, 
owned the piece of property where the water- 
fall is located. But the young Villamor blamed 
another person as the one responsible for the 
illegal development of the area. 

Gerard said the area was bought by Gerard In- 
tegrated Resort Inc., but he said irs their family 
that owned the corporation. He also refused to 
confirm if his father is part of the corporation. 

While his corporation owned the area, Ger- 
ard said he allowed a certain Florentino Esco- 
ton to put up cottages and collect P10 each 
from those who come to the waterfalls. 

Gerard said he agreed with Escoton's pro- 
posal but required Escoton to take care of the 
area's cleanliness. 

"We did not earn any centavo from that," 
Gerard said. 

Gerard said a municipal councilor in charge of 
а beauty pageant last year, also proposed to put 
up stairs in the area because of the photo session 
of the contestants of Miss Carmen 2006. 

De Dios, in an interview yesterday, said he had 
sent investigators to the area after the tragedy.

T'S SIX IN THE MORNING. AS 
I children prepare to go to school 
with their new bags, power- 
puff-girls notebooks, crayons and 
pencils, an 8-year-old boy at a bus 
terminal in Dipolog City will not be 
going to school. 
He will be accompanying his grandmother 
in knocking from door to door to beg for food. 
Reneboy and his grandmother, Ariyne, are 
from Siayan town in Zamboanga del Norte, 


about 120 kilometers south of Dipolog. They 
Sleep at the bus terminal. 

Arlyne says her husband is dead and she is 
jobless. “I brought my grandchild Reneboy 
because have no companion,” Arlyne says. 

She admits Reneboy has never been to 
school. Asked if she has plans to send her 
grandchild to school, Arlyne says: "I don't 
know. I myself have not been to school either.” 

Reneboy is just one of the children in Zam- 
boanga del Norte who cannot go to school de- 
spite the free education. 

A teacher in Dipolog says the school was leav- 
ing the problem of bringing all the children to 
school to the local government because it, too, has 
so many problems admitting pupils. 


Now, ihere's a cool reason 
Sharp Flat TV. 
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Dr Nelfa Acopiado, assistant Provincial Schools 
Division Superintendent for Zamboanga del 
Norte, says government funds cannot cope with 
the ever-growing school population. 

“We had 120,000 school population last 
year, and we expect an increase of about 
5,000,” says Dr. Sharif Adzhar Sarahadil, 
Provincial Schools Division Superintendent. 

At 40 students per class, the increase means 
that 125 more teachers are needed, 125 more 
classrooms should be built, atleast 2,500 desks 
are to be made and 5,000 more textbooks are 
needed per subject, Sarahadil said. 

"We only had an average of 20 additional 
teacher items every year in the past five years,” 
Sarahadil said. “1f we are given 30 new items for 
teachers this year, there's reason to rejoice.” 

They were struggling to compensate for the 
shortage in resources of the Department of 
Education, he said. 

“Last year, we increased the number of 
pupils (or students) per class to 80, and it 
Тоок like we will continue doing that. We are 
also holding multi-level classes. And we will 
be knocking at the doors of local government 
units through the local school boards to help 
augment our teaching force," Sarahadil said 

Acopiado has also been busy urging school 
leaders to promote DepEd's “adopt-a-school 
program." 

“DepEd is calling on communities to be in- 
volved in improving our schools. Everybody is 
invited to invest for the future now,” Acopiado 
told a recent gathering of principals and 
teachers-in-charge in Dipolog. 

But told of the lukewarm reaction of communi- 
ties because of corruption, Sarahadl said: “We can- 
mot keep our education hostage to corruption.” 

“We cannot wait until corruption stops before 
we work. We have to improve our education, no 
matter how difficult, while teaching our young 
the evils of corruption,” Sarahadil said. 

Аз Sarahadil and his teachers struggle to 
cope with their own crisis, Reneboy and his 
grandma face the realities of life. 

Even if Reneboy could overcome his prob- 
Jems and makes it to school, he and his grand- 
ma would still be facing other problems like 
high cost of living and low income. 

‘Asked if she voted last May 14, Arlyne said 
yes, but it was her daughter-in-law who filled 
the ballot for her.

‘Everyone knows, 
but nobody talks’

ISABELA CITY—SOME CALL IT THE DIRTI- 
est election ever in Basilan. But nobody is 
brave enough to talk. 

The irregularities ranged from outright cheat- 
ing to voter intimidation by the Abu Sayyaf ban- 
dits, INQURER informants said 

“People here are very afraid. The situation is very 
tense,” said Jerry Hamja, a professor at the Westem 
Mindanao State University (WMSU). “There are 
only few courageous Basileños willing to speak. The 
others prefer otherwise for fear oftheir lives” 

“Nobody is brave enough to talk because 
they are terrorized,” Hamja added. 

Nilo Barandino, a local physician, told the 
Inquirer that “this is the most bloody, violent 
and dirtiest election in the history of Basilan.” 

Hamja said members of the Abu Sayyaf Group 
were used in the election to harass voter. 

“Its an open thing here. We even reported 
several cases to the police but no action has 
been done,” Hamja said 

Barandino, who has dedicated his life to 
hunting down the members of the ASG respon- 
sible for the abduction of members of his fami- 
ly in November 1992, confirmed the bandits 
were deployed as goons during the elections 

“Everyone knows, but nobody talks,” 
Barandino said. 

But like the others, Barandino said he could 
not say who in the province used the Abu 
Sayyaf asa private army. 

“All сап say i that politicians tapped Abu Sayyaf 
as one ofthe 3 Gs (guns, goons and gold)" he sai. 

Hamja said Gov. Wahab Akbar, who has 
been elected as Basilan representative, was 
the one maintaining unglamorous characters 
"like active and inactive Abu Sayyaf members 
in his stable to terrorize people.” 

Hamja admitted that he supported the can- 
didacy of Abdulgani "Gerry" Salapuddin and 
had been collecting affidavits from witnesses 
about the activities of Akbar's men before, 
during and after the election. 

"These Abu Sayyaf members are like pup- 
pets or robots of Akbar. They move if he says 
so,” Hamja claimed. 

But Akbar dismissed the allegations as 
“gripes of losing candidates.” 

“When they lose, they throw everything at 
me,” he said in Filipino. 

“The best they can do is concede. They must 
accept their fate that they lost,” Akbar said, 

He denied hiring Abu Sayyaf members 
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the Lanipan Bridge for the first 
time during the bridge's inaugu- 
ration last Wednesday. 

Behind him, Gemma Sulit had 
the very satisfied smile of some- 
‘one who knew what it meant to 
have no lifeline to the town cen- 
ter in Castillejos. 

On a rainy day in November 
2003, Sulit gave birth inside a 
sport utility vehicle that was half- 
submerged in the middle of a 
creek that turns into a wild river 
every time it rains hard. 

She named her son Pajero, af- 
ter the vehicle owned by born- 
again English missionaries Pam 
and Martin Scott, of the Hesus- 
Hiyaya Diyos (Jesus—He Is Lord) 
Church. 

Rising 5 meters from the river 
bed, the new bridge has finally 
ended the Kanaynayan villagers 
isolation. 

Oscar Almandares, an “unat” 
(meaning straight-haired person, 
the “kulot” or kinky-haired Aeta 
term for others who are not like 
them), drove over the bridge in 
his tricycle, grinning broadly. 


First bridge 

“It’s the first bridge to be built 
here. Only carabaos dared to 
cross Lanipan before,” he said. 

About 30 Aeta excitedly piled 
into a small truck they call a 
“weapon,” a name probably de- 
rived from the weapon's carriers 
that were used by the United 
States military during World War 
П. 

While the villagers could not 
contain their glee at being con- 
nected at last to the rest of the 
world, they took more pride in 
the fact that they were able to 
build something with the limited 
funds that the Scotts were able to 
raise from their compatriots. 

How they went about building 
the bridge owes to a way of life 
that is fast disappearing. 

‘This is the bayanihan culture of 
the Aeta, explained tribal chief- 
tain Boransa Sulit, as the commu- 
nity feasted on two pigs, two 
goats and 20 chickens taken from 
the communal farm and cooked 
in five different ways. 

“We gave one day of work ev- 
ery week to build the bridge. That 
was our part,” said Soria. 

‘Six groups of men took turns in 
constructing the bridge. They 
worked six days a week, sparing 
Sunday for religious services. 


Anecessity 

It also helped that everyone 
felt the need for the bridge out of 
economic necessity, said Sulit. 

"We could not bring down our 
crops whenever the rivers rose,” 
Sulit said. The bridge spans the 
Lanipan river which connects to 
the Pamatawan river to the west. 
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SHEER BAYANIHAN POWER got this bridge built in Sitio Kanaynayan in Barangay San Pablo, Castillejos, Zambales. Thanks to 300 Aeta and upland farmers, the concrete span 


only cost P860,000. 


The Aeta at Kanaynayan origi- 
nally came from Sitio Kakilingan 
in Barangay Santa Fe, San 
Marcelino town. They resettled in 
the sitio in 1993 after they were 
displaced by the eruption of Mt. 
Pinatubo in June 1991. 

They cultivated the upland re- 
gions, growing crops like gabi 
(yam), bananas, ampalaya and 
buho, a thin variety of bamboo 
used for roofing and fencing. 

They had to rent carabaos to 
haul their products to market. 


Extraordinary 
“If the owner of the carabao is 
a relative, we pay P150. To non- 


relatives, we pay P200. This takes 
out whatever small profit we 
make,” said Sulit. 

Anthropologist Rufino Tima, 
who has worked with the 
Pinatubo Aeta for more than 30 
years, said that what the Aeta had 
accomplished in building the 
bridge was quite extraordinary. 

“They live a hand-to-mouth ex- 
istence and a day of no work 
means hunger. Yet they gave a 
day to finish this. That's a whole 
lotof sacrifice,” Tima said. 

The Scotts said they provided 
“only a good lunch and snack" for 
the volunteers who even then 
shared these with their families. 


Work on the bridge started last 
Feb. 12 and finished last week. 

“The problem was solved, with 
а lot of cooperation” said Bill- 
man, the first woman mayor of 
Castillejos. 

“It pays to work as a communi- 
ty,” she said. 

When told how much it cost to 
build the bridge, Alfredo Tolenti- 
no, director of the Department of 
Public Works and Highways in 
Central Luzon, described it as 
"cheap." 


Common sense 
Жау and Jaime, San Pablo resi- 
dents who are members of the 


Hesus-Hiyaya Diyos, designed 
the bridge by “putting a lot of 
common sense to it." 

Felix Bourger, a British busi- 
nessman living in the Subic area, 
supplied the materials at very 
reasonable prices. 

Tima's Aeta Development As- 
sociation (ADA) provided the 
“weapon” that hauled the gravel 
from another river. It also deliv- 
ered the stones that were used to 
buttress the sides of the bridge's 
approaches which were mainly 
constructed out of mountain soil. 

The ADA also provided the bull- 
dozer that did the earth-filling and 
moving works. The river's course

Reporter Paolo Romero of the 
Philippine Star said he was con- 
tent to admire the grandeur of 
the Palace and was not really ex- 
pecting much until we were sud- 


denly told we would have a 
chance to greet the Pope. 

"D was overwhelmed. As а 
Catholic, it is my desire to meet 
the head of the Church," he said. 


Bonus 

My papal encounter was a 
bonus from covering the visit of 
President Macapagal-Arroyo who 
came to the Vatican for the canon- 
ization of Marie Eugenie, 
foundress of the Religious of the 
Assumption, for a meeting with 
the Pope and later for a pilgrim- 
age to the miraculous Our Lady of 
Fatima shrine and an official visit 
to Portugal. 

‘Though fearful of long-haul 
flights, I asked for the chance to 
cover the trip because of its spiritu- 
al value and the once-in-a-lferime 
chance to see the Pope up close. 

But only one slot was given to 
print reporters to cover the Presi- 
dent’s audience with the Pope 
and I did not win in the drawing 
of lots for the limited media pool. 

Before we left Manila, reporter 
Lira Fernandez of Inquirernet 
who also covered the President's 
trip, and I were badgering Press 
Secretary Ignacio Bunye and 
Malacafiang media officer Gerry 
Eser for more slots so the rest of 
us would have a chance to cover 
the event. 

Aside from our offices having 
spent several thousand dollars to 
cover the President's trip, nota lot 
of ordinary people get the chance 
to meer the Pope, we argued. 

When Gerry was able to wangle 
опе more siot for print reporters, 
my name was drawn. Besides my- 
self, Rocky and Faye of the Presi- 
dential News Desk, the others in 
the media pool were Paolo Romero 
of the Philippine Star, Irwin Darlu- 


cio, cameraman of NBN, and Julius 
Reyes and Gerry Carual, the Presi- 
dents close-in photographers. 


Alfresco thieves 

However, the night before our 
appointment with the Pope, my 
bag containing my papers, money 
and other personal belongings 
was stolen while my media col- 
leagues and I were having dinner 
near the Hotel Torino. 

After a long day covering the 
canonization rites, we had sat down 
for an al fresco dinner. When Roy 
Mabasa ofthe Bulletin put down his 
bag on the floor berween our seats, I 
followed suit thinking it would be 
safer there. I did not notice the nar- 
row gap between the floor and the 
wall behind us, through which a 
thief apparently squeezed in and 
fished our my handbag, 

None of us saw who did it. Our 
atention was distracted by a singer 
who kept returning to our table. 

Afraid to leave valuables in hotel 
rooms, 1 lost everything, including 
my wallet, personal and office 
money for the trip, all my ID and 
credit cards, drivers license, cell 
phone, tape recorder (even my 
notebook where took down notes 
for a story I had yet to write), and 
jewelry, including a special cross 
pendant given to my baby giri by 
her ninong that 1 intended to have 
blessed by the Pope. 

Gone were the pictures and spe- 
cial items whose meaning and val- 
ue were priceless for me, including 
messages in my phone from my 
friends and loved ones during the 
tragic loss of my second child. 

Twas jared by the experience. 1 
worried about about how 1 would 
finish the coverage of the President's

‘was to get home without any money. 


1 worried about the $4,000 that my 
office had given me for the trip. 

There being no embassy people 
available, 1 was lucky that Elsa Lim, 
‘managing director of the Land Bank 
of the Philippines and a friend of 
Manila Bulletin colleague Fil Sionil 
was around. She took me to a police 
station to report the theft and acted 
asmy interpreter The police did nor. 
even bother to Check ош the restau- 
rant where lost my bag. The police. 
chief, however, promised to пу to 
find my things, if not the money 
and jewelry and said I should check 
on the status of my case through 
their website. 


Lost everything 

1 lost everything except for my 
passport, which was taken from 
me earlier to be brought to the 
Vatican for our accreditation, and 
my digital camera which I had 
luckily placed inside my pocket. 

But that night 1 was more wor- 
пей about not making it to the 
meeting with the Pope the follow- 
ing day. I did not want to disap- 
point my editors and myself 

But I had also lost my Vatican 
1р without which I could not en- 
ter the papal residence. 

Afer appeals were made by 
press undersecretaries Isabel de 
Leon and Martin Crisostomo, Sister 
Giovanna, the press officer of the 
Holy See, agreed to give me a dupli- 
cate ID that morning, But first she 
asked to see the police report about 
the theft of my bag and ID cards. 

Soon Sister Giovanna was lead- 
ing usto the room next to the Pope's 
library At first, she said there was 
no guarantee the media pool would 
get to greet the Pope. We were told 
the Pope's schedule was very tight 
because he was giving an audience 
to two other heads of state that day. 


We were there only to cover 
portions of Ms Arroyos 30- 
minute audience with the Pope. 
Only the President and her offi 
cial delegation were to have the 
privilege of greeting the Pope in- 
dividually. 


Blessed to be in same room 
We were herded to the ante- 
chamber where Sister Giovanna 
showed us the original paintings 
of the Apostles Peter and Paul. 
She told us to keep quiet, stay 
fixed in our places and take pic- 
tures only discreetly. 

Just as Ms Arroyo entered the 
ante-chamber, the Pope emerged 
from the library to welcome her. 
We were allowed to witness only 
the first moments of the private 
meeting. 

Sister Giovanna said the Pope's 
secretary would indicate if the 
media pool would be allowed to 
greet the Pope. 

And if we did not get the 
chance, Sister Giovanna said con- 
solingly that we were blessed just. 
being in the same room with the 
Pope. While we waited in antici- 
pation, we were given rosaries 
blessed by the Pope as souvenirs. 

Seeing the bag of rosaries and 
other religious items that we had 
brought, Sister Giovanna told us 
tolay them the table and the Pope 
would bless them as he passed by. 

When the President and her 
delegation finished greeting the 
Pope one by one and left the li- 
brary, our hopes began to fade. 
But the Pope stayed after the del- 
egation left and we were given 
the signal to greet him. Sister 
Giovanna pushed me ahead of 
the line and my heart fluttered 
when the Pope smiled at me.

small cage that it could not even stretch 
ош its body.

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‘Siopao, Siomai and Mooy 
MJ's next targets,’ says son

THE WAY HIS FATHER, FORMER MANILA 
congressman Mark Jimenez, has been fil- 
ing cases left and right, his son Virgilio Cre- 
spo said he would not be surprised if even 
his cats are charged with estafa. 

“Lahat na lang inaatake niya (He's at- 
tacking practically everybody)" Crespo 
told the Inquirer over the phone after 
Jimenez filed additional estafa charges 
against estranged wife Caroline Castafie- 
da and other relatives. 

“Baka pati mga риза ko, kakasuhan na 
ng tatay ko (He might even charge my 
cats). How interesting,” he added. 

“Please send the subpoenas to Siopao, 
Siomai and Mooy,” said Crespo, a lawyer, 
referring to his three cats. 

Jimenez recently filed estafa charges 
against Crespo, accusing him and his sib- 
lings, Myla and Marcel, of selling his 
shares in Meridian Telekoms in 2004 


without his approval. 

Crespo said he was amused upon hear- 
ing reports that Castañeda, his stepmoth- 
er, allegedly tried to extort $10 million 
from Jimenez. 

“Bago na naman ito (This is new). Pm 
not privy to that incident but Tm certain 
that Tita Carol did not ask for S10 mil- 
lion,” he added. 

Jimenez last week claimed that Cas- 
taeda, through her lawyer Lorna Ka- 
punan, asked him for S10 million as a 
condition for reconciling with him. 

He made the accusation after she 
charged him for kidnapping at the De- 
partment of Justice, two weeks after she 
was rescued from a drug rehabilitation 
facility where she was claimed she was 
held against her will, reportedly upon 
her husband's orders. 

Jimenez, meanwhile, said that Cas- 
tafieda was a drug addict who needed to 
be rehabilitated. 


Despite the jokes about his cats, Cre- 
spo told the Ingumer that he has hired ad- 
ditional bodyguards for his protection. 

“I hired additional bodyguards na nga 
eh kasi baka pati kami ipadukot (because 
we might also end up being kidnapped). 
But my cats don't have their own body- 
guards yet,” he said with a laugh. 

The three cats--Siopao, Siomai and 
Mooy—are strays that eventually be- 
came part of his family. 

“Parang members of the household na 
(They are like members of the house- 
hold),” Crespo added. 

Days after she was rescued from the 
drug rehabilitation center, Castañeda 
said їп a press conference that she was 
forcibly confined in the facility to prevent 
her from testifying in court. 

She has asked for a permanent protec- 
tion order against her husband whom 
she accused of mental and physical abuse 
in the over 30 years they were together. 


Educator pushes 3-day school week

THE SOLUTION TO THE LACK OF CLASS- 
rooms in Metro Manila could lie in the 
number of school days allotted for stu- 
dents each week, according to a retired 
school administrator. 

Proposing a scheme which she said 
has succeeded in past decades, former 
Quezon City High School principal Con- 
suelo Sison said a “three-day week 
schedule" should be implemented in 
overcrowded primary and secondary 
schools. 

“Dr. Victoria Fuentes, Quezon City 
Schools superintendent, is aware of a so- 
lution to classroom shortage which was 
successfully used by the Commonwealth 
High School during the tenure of Mr. 
Cresencio Viernes," Sison said in a letter 
tothe INQUIRER. 

She added that the same scheme was 
used by Quirino High School in Proj. 3, 
Quezon City, in the 1980s. After a year of 
implementing the program, the retired 


principal said the school's ranking in the 
National College Entrance Examinations 
and Division Achievement Tests rose 
from 27th to fifth place ina list of 30 aca- 
demic institutions. 

“The three-day week schedule makes 
use of the school facilities six days a 
week instead of the usual five,” Sison ex- 
plained 

She said that school administrators 
should divide the student population in 
two, with one set coming to school on 
Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays from 
7a.m.to5 p.m. 

The other set of students would attend 
school on Tuesdays, Thursdays and Sat- 
urdays. Both sets of students would have 
20-minute breaks for meals. 

However, Fuentes said parents were 
usually not in favor of this scheme. 

“We implemented this specific pro- 
gram at the Lagro High School a few 
years ago because of the lack of class- 
rooms there,” Fuentes told the INQUIRER 
in an interview. 


After a year, the scheme was scrapped 
following a deluge of complaints from 
parents that their children were bur- 
dened with the extra schoolwork 
crammed into just three days. 

“Ies like making the students bite 
more than they can chew,” Fuentes ex- 
plained, adding that pupils who are not 
as academically adept as their brighter 
counterparts usually suffered because 
they could not catch up with the lessons. 

Fuentes also stressed that the class- 
room shortage in the city has been ad- 
dressed with the construction of more 
school buildings by the local government. 

Dr. Elisa Francia, principal of Com- 
monwealth Elementary School which 
has 13,000 students, said the three-day 
scheme was not applicable to grade 
school pupils. 

“Most elementary students have not 
yet established their study habits and 
have to attend school on a regular basis 
to instill in them discipline and love for 
schoolwork,” Francia said.

Should the “yes” vote win, resi- 
dents of Metro Manila's newest 
ity will be able to elect into office 
Navotas' first congressman in the 
2010 local elections. 

According to Jose M. Tolentino 
Jr, the deputy director for opera- 
tions, the Navotas municipal gov- 
ernment has already complied 


with all the requirements needed 
for the ratification of House Bill 
5500 calling for the town's con- 
version into a highly urbanized 
city. 

‘These include a population of 
at least 200,000, a land area of 
about 100-sq km and an annual 
average income of P50 million. 

Based on the Comelec resolu- 
tion, a gun ban will be in effect in 
Navotas from June 3 027. 

On the other hand, the cam- 


paign period for the referendum 
will be on June 3 to 22. 

A ban on the suspension of lo- 
cal elective officials and the 
transfer of government employ- 
ees and officers will also be im- 
posed during this period. 

Starting at midnight on June 
23, a liquor ban will be in effect. 
On June 24, the day of the 
plebiscite, qualified voters can 
cast their votes from 7 a.m. until 
3pm.

THE FATHER OF A 26-YEAR-OLD 
Coast Guard recruit who col 
lapsed and died while undergoing 
training last week has asked au- 
thorities to probe his son's death. 

"My son was very healthy. He 
had no vices. Why else would he 
die if there was no foul play in- 
volved?" Romeo, father of Ken- 
neth Zaragosa, told the INQUIRER 
in Filipino. 

Zaragosa, a former amateur 
basketball player from Cagayan 
de Oro City who recently joined 
the Coast Guard, died on June 6 
after he collapsed while jogging. 

The incident happened at the 
Philippine Coast Guard Educa- 
tionand Training Center in Lower 
Bicutan, Taguig City. 


Text message 
Romeo said he was in Cagayan 
de Oro when he learned about the 
incident after receiving a text mes- 
sage from someone who said he 
5 ‘was one of the school's training in- 
$ structor. The man said his son had 
collapsed and was taken to the 

Parafiaque Doctors’ Hospital. 
“I asked one of my in-laws to 
goto that hospital to see if my son 
"was indeed there. At first, they 
told us that there was no patient 
with that name, but when my in- 
law went back to the hospital, 
someone told her that my son 
was there and was already dead,” 

he told the Inquirer.

drink or smoke and was quite 
healthy before signing up with 
the Coast Guard 


“He was physically fit. Then I 
was told that he suddenly col- 
lapsed at around 9 am. during 
training on June 6," he added. 

Zaragosa reportedly died at 
around 12 p.m. that same day. He 
entered the Coast Guard training 
facility on May 31 after passing 
the initial exams. 


NBI autopsy 

After his death, Zaragosa's 
body was brought to the Funer- 
aria LA Vasquez іп Las Piñas City, 
where Romeo said two doctors 
from the National Bureau of In- 
vestigation wanted to perform an 
autopsy on his son. 

“But initially refused because 
1 was still in Cagayan de Oro. I 
wanted to get to Manila first,” he 
said. He identified the two doc- 
tors as Wilfredo Тита and Estrella 
Bautista. 

‘According to Romeo, doctors 
at the Parafiaque Doctors’ Hospi- 
tal have yet to determine his son's 
cause of death. 

“Undetermined pa daw. Wala 
pang sinasabing dahilan (They 
said it was sull undetermined. 
They have yet to give me the rea- 
son for his death),” he said. 

The father added that the 
Philippine Coast Guard has in- 
formed him that it is conducting 
its own investigation of 
Zaragosa's sudden death. 

His son's body has been 
brought to Cagayan de Oro City, 
where the family is waiting for 
the results of the NBI autopsy. 

Romeo said he was told that 
the findings would be released їп 
a week's time.

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Fake footwear seized in Binondo

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NBI Intellectual Property Rights Division 
chief Jose Justo Yap said they also seized 189 
pairs of counterfeit shoes, slippers and san- 
dals bearing the Batman and Superman 
trademarks owned by DC Comics. 

The NBI conducted the raids after receiving 
information from Nike International and DC 
Comics that imitations oftheir footwear prod- 
ucts were being sold in several stores in Bi- 
nondo.

SANTIAGO--A CHILEAN JUDGE 
placed former Peruvian president Alber- 
to Fujimori under house arrest Friday 
ahead of a Supreme Court ruling on his 
extradition to Peru, the court said. 

The order was requested earlier Fri- 
day by Lima government lawyers a day 
after Chile's Supreme Court prosecutor 
recommended that Fujimori be extradit- 
ed to Peru to face charges of abuse of 
power during his 1990-2000 presidency, 
the court announced. 

The Peru lawyers cited the “gravity” of 
the accusations against him, altogether 
10 charges for corruption and two for vi- 
olating human rights, which prosecutor 
Monica Maldonado called “devastating.” 
The most serious charges allege his cul- 
pability in the 1992 massacre by state 
forces of nine students at Cantuta Uni- 
versity, and the 1991 killing of 15 people 
in a neighborhood of Lima, blamed on a 
military death squad. 

Fujimori “is now under house arrest,” 
said judge Urbano Marin, adding that the 
former president was staying, under po- 
lice custody, at an apartment in the resi- 
dential Chicureo district north of the city.

G-8 leaders pledge $60B to battle AIDS, other diseases 


KUEHLUNGSBORN, ^ GERMANY— 
Adjourning a meeting featuring some 
surprises and a less contentious tone 
than-many expected, the leaders of the 
world’s richest industrial 
pledged Friday to commit $60 billion for 
Weatment of AIDS and other diseases in 
Е developing world. 

Тһе pledge, which is to extend over an 
unspecified number of years, includes 
aid already promised by the Group of 8 
leaders, and a fresh commitment by the 
United States, which is contributing half 
the total. 

“We are aware of our obligations,” 
Chancellor Angela Merkel, the host of

The $60 billion pledge allowed the 
leaders to рап, оп a unified note.

Outside the heavily fortified meeting 
site in the resort of Heiligendamm, 
crowds of protesters also dispersed 
peacefully, after two days of blockades 
and clashes with the police. 

“1 believe we can say this has been a 
successful G-8 summit," Merkel said. 

Still, critics said the commitment on 
‘Third World disease would fall far short 
of what was needed to combat AIDS, 
malaria or tuberculosis. They particular- 
ly noted the lack of a timetable for the 
delivery of the money. 


“Without a time frame, no one can be 
held accountable,” van Soest said. 

In 2005, the leaders pledged to en- 
sure universal access to HIV treat- 
ment by 2010. While the commu- 
nique issued Friday still refers to 
"universal access," it commits only to 
putting 5 million people into treat- 
ment “in the next few years,” said Ti- 
do von Schoen-Angerer, of Doctors 
Without Borders. 

The agreement on climate change, 
reached Thursday, has received better re- 
views, though critics note that the United 
States still refuses to accept mandatory 
reductions in greenhouse gas emissions.

23 days. 

Hilton, 26, wearing no makeup and 
with her hair disheveled, sobbed and 
screamed, “Mom, this isn't right, as

US joint chiefs 
chairman Pace 
to be replaced 


WASHINGTON—THE BUSH ADMINIS- 
tration said Friday that it would not 
reappoint Gen. Peter Pace to a second 
term as chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, making him the highest-ranking 
officer to be a political casualty of the 
fight over Iraq. 

Defense Secretary Robert M. Gates 
said the decision was reached to avoid 
bitter hearings in a Democratic-con- 
trolled Senate that already is confronting 
the White House over the wars in Iraq 
and Afghanistan. 

“1 have decided that at this moment in. 
our history the nation, our men and 
women in uniform, and Gen. Pace himself 
‘would not be well-served by a divisive or- 
deal in selecting the next chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff" Gates said. 

‘The defense secretary spoke in somber 
tones in describing how he fully had in- 
tended to recommend Pace be offered a 
second two-year term as chairman, only 
to change his mind over the last few 
weeks after consulting with senior sena- 
tors of both parties. 

Gates said he would recommend that 
President Bush appoint Adm. Michael G. 
Mullen, the chief of naval operations, to 
serve as the next chairman. The defense sec- 
retary praised Mullen as a man of “vision, 
strategic insight, experience and integrity" 

Pace has served for six years atthe very 
highest ranks of the military, for four 
years as vice chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
and then two years as the first Marine to 
be chairman. Pace, who is 61, had made 
clear that he wanted to be reappointed, 
and associates said he was deeply disap- 
pointed. When he steps down at the end 
of September, he will become the short- 
est-serving chairman since Gen. Maxwell 
D. Taylor in 1964, during the early years 
of the Vietnam War.

50 killed 
in attacks 
across Iraq 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ—MORE THAN 50 
people were killed in attacks across Iraq 
оп Friday, including 14 who died when 
gunmen stormed a police chief's home 
northeast of Baghdad and raked the oc- 
cupants with automatic fire. 

‘The police chief, staying elsewhere for 
the night, survived. His wife and son 
were among the dead 

At least 34 others were killed in two 
bombing attacks, one in the northern city 
of ади, about 30 miles south of 
Kirkuk, and the other in the southern city 
of Qura, 60 miles north of Basra. Ina fa- 
miliar pattern, both bombings involved 
successive explosions set at close quar- 
ters in crowded areas, a technique often 
used to maximize casualties. 

The Ради bombings struck a Shiite 
mosque and a nearby police station. The 
attack began when two suicide bombers 
detonated explosive vests in the forecourt 
of a mosque frequented by supporters of 
the Shiite cleric Muqtada al-Sadr, followed 
bya car bomb close by according to the lo- 
cal police. They said at least 19 people 
died, and more than 20 were injured. NYT

Report: Poland, Romania 
hosted secret CIA prisons 


PARIS—A EUROPEAN INVESTIGATOR 
said on Friday he had proof Poland and. 
Romania hosted secret prisons for the 
US Central Intelligence Agency in 
which it interrogated top al Qaeda sus- 
pects using methods akin to torture. 

Swiss senator Dick Marty said Poland 
housed some of the CIAS most sensitive 
prisoners, including Khalid Sheikh Mo- 
hammed, who says he masterminded 
the Sept. 11, 2001, attacks on the United 
States that killed almost 3,000 people. 

“There is now enough evidence to 
state that secret detention facilities run 
by the CIA did exist in Europe from 2003- 
2005, in particular in Poland and Roma- 
nia,” Marty said in a report for the Coun- 
il of Europe human rights watchdog, 

He said US intelligence and other 
sources told him the two European 
Union members hosted the secret jails 
under a special CIA program, created 
by President George W. Bush's admin- 
istration after 9/11 “to “kill, capture 
and detain’ terrorist suspects deemed 
of high value.” Marty said the former 
president of Poland and the current 
and former presidents of Romania 
knew and approved of their countries’ 
roles in a "global spider's web" of se- 


cret CIA detentions and transfers, 
known as extraordinary renditions. 

He said the proof of his charges 
was confirmed in interviews with 
over 30 serving, retired or contract 
workers for US or European intelli- 
gence services, but he had not seen 
the text of any US agreement with 
Poland or Romania on secret prisons. 

Germany and Italy had used “state 
secrecy” to obstruct investigations, 
said Marty. His report, after a 19- 
month probe, could embarrass Euro- 
pean governments, which have criti- 
cized the detention without trial of 
suspects at Guantanamo Bay. 

Marty's report was issued as 26 
Americans, mostly suspected CIA 
agents, went on trial in absentia in 
Italy for kidnapping a Muslim there in 
2003 and flying him to Egypt as part 
of Washington's rendition policy. 

The Council of Europe's evidence 
could be valid in some courts if rules al- 
lowed judges to accept it while guaran- 
teeing the confidentiality of the source. 

The report found Poland's then-pres- 
ident Aleksander Kwasniewski and 
three other named officials were aware 
of and could be held accountable for 


the CIA secret prisons in Poland. 

Suspects were flown from Kabul and 
elsewhere to Szymany airport in north- 
em Poland, with dummy flight logs sub- 
mitted to disguise the destination, Mar- 
tysaid. They were met at the runway by 
teams of Americans in vans and driven 
through a pine forest to the alleged de- 
tention center at nearby Stare Kiejkuty. 

Marty said CIA sources confirmed 
to him that Khalid Sheikh Mo- 
hammed and another top al Qaeda 
captive, Abu Zubaydah, were held in 
Poland and subjected to “enhanced 
interrogation techniques,” which he 
called a euphemism for torture. 

The Polish Foreign Ministry said 
there were no such secret centers and 
former Defense Minister Jerzy Szma- 
jdzinski, one of those named, told 
Reuters: "Marty's work is pure politi- 
cal fiction... It is a waste of time and a 
waste of money.” 

Romanian President Traian Bases- 
cu, former president Jon Jiescu and 
former Defense Minister Ioan Mircea 
Pascu were among those who “knew 
about, authorized and stand account- 
able" for Romania's role in the CIA 
program, Marty said. Reuters 


Putin offers more ideas on missile defense 


MOSCOW—PRESIDENT VLADIMIR V 
Putin on Friday offered new sugges 
tions for altematives to a missile de- 
fense system in Europe, suggesting that. 
Russia would not object to US intercep- 
tor missiles in Iraq, Turkey or at sea, and 
proposing that Russia and the West 
study emerging missile threats together. 

Putin made his latest proposals hours 
after Azerbaijan said that it was willing 
to discuss another Russian proposal, 
made Thursday, to use a Soviet-era ear- 
ly-warning radar on its territory in the 
Caucasus mountains as part of a mis- 
lle defense system against Iran. 

Taken together, the two events sug- 
gested that additional new possibili- 
ties had emerged for negotiations and 
engagement over an issue that had 
been a source of anger in the Kremlin 
and had soured relations between 
Russia and the West. 

Putin's remarks also appeared to be 
designed to alleviate doubts that his 
initial suggestion, to link the Russian- 
operated radar in the Caucasus to a 
Western system, would be sufficient to 
serve as a substitute for plans advanced 
by the Bush administration for a set of 
interceptors in Poland and a fire-con- 
trol radar in the Czech Republic 

Diplomats and analysts had ques- 
tioned whether the radar in Azerbai- 
jan was technically compatible with 
US systems, and whether Azerbaijan 
was an ideal place for shooting inter- 
ceptors at missiles launched from Iran. 

Speaking at a news conference in 
Germany as President Bush was travel- 
ing to Poland for more meetings about. 
the planned system, the Russian presi- 
dent insisted that his offer of using the. 
existing radar were only part of the 
Kremlin's altemative plan. “My initia- 
tive and my proposals to our American 
partners are much wider than the es- 
tablishment of a radar station,” he said. 

Не also urged the United States not 
to proceed with its plans until after 
thorough consultations with Russia on 


its own ideas, and suggested creating 
a pool of countries, including from Eu- 
Tope, to evaluate emerging missile 
threats together through 2012. 

The proposal to examine the threats 
could lead to another impasse, howev- 
ex, as Russia has quarreled with the

We 
need another Russia!” the protestor, 
a 20-year-old Russian, Konstantin 
Schukman, yelled in German while

leaflets titled: “Tyranny under 
mask of democracy" Kremlin 
bodyguards visibly tensed, but 
Putin asked them to stand back, 
and then delivered a defense of 
democracy in Russia—plus a cri- 
tique of freedoms in the West.

He developed his business sense as he grew 
older, and soon, he was deep into a trading 
business that covered all sorts of products, 
such assteel and, of course, lumber.

Everything grew 
from there,” the 51-year-old Lee says. 

The Santa Barbara Villas I project in San 
Mateo, Rizal was set up in 1994 and the buy- 


ers then were able to get a two-room unit for 
just P150,000, partly through a loan from 
Pag-Ibig. 

‘The first 300 units were bought by employ- 
ees and some friends, but the project later ex- 
panded to cover 2,500 duplex, single-de- 
tached and row-house units. 

He initially thought that going into social- 
ized housing through his new firm Globe Asi- 
atique Realty Holding Corp. would be as easy 
as setting up a trading and manufacturing 
business. He could not be more wrong. 

The financial, marketing and operational 
problems sometimes became too much that 
there were times when Lee just wanted to 
wash his hands off the project and give up. 

Lee says that deciding to stick it out in

he had to make. 

“it was such a losing proposition because I 
was hit by the Asian crisis and it took me over 
three years to get paid for the homes by Pag- 
Ibig.

He did, indeed, because all 648 units of the. 
first tower were sold out in just three months. 
‘The clamor for more units led to the GA Tower I 
and the units were immediately sold out too. 

Homeowners have moved into the first 
tower in 2005 and.the next tower will be 
ready by June next year. 

Lee attributes the fast take-up to the invest- 
ments of overseas Filipino workers—who ac- 
count for about half of its sales—and more 
importantly, to the demand by the working 
class looking for affordable housing near the 
places where they work. 

He says that being the first company to 
cater to the housing needs of this market has 
positioned Globe Asiatique well to take ad- 
‘vantage of the undeniable rebound in the real 

estate market.

"Teachers led by Bambico and Sped Center 
students and their parents joined hands to 
make it all happen through the project “Ba- 
sura para sa Aklatan.” 

Bambico said the idea of selling recyclable 
materials to raise funds for the library started 
in 2005 when he volunteered to become the 
school's acting librarian. 

When he assumed the post, he noticed that

red rice wine to be offered soon

SCIENCE CITY OF MUNOZ—WHEN- 
ever “tapuy” is mentioned, what immediate- 
ly comes to mind is the rice wine produced 
in the Cordillera particularly in Benguet, Mt. 
Province, Apayao and Kalinga. 

Rice wine is an essential drink for 
many of the traditional ceremonies, big 
occasions or merrymaking in areas 
where itis produced. 

Called "tapey or “bayah” in some parts 
ofthe Cordillera, the native brew is known. 
in Western Mindanao as “pangasi.” 

Other Asian countries also produce 
their own rice wine—the sake of Japan, 
brem of indonesia, ou of Thailand, basi- 
de of Vietnam and tapay of Malaysia. 

While tapuy is produced mostly in 
Northern Luzon and consumed there 
during social and community gather- 
ings, not a few bottles of the brew find 
their way to the various markets in the 
lowlands. 

However, due to the traditional pro- 
cess employed in its production, tapuy

does not last long and becomes sour after 
a few days. 

But the potential of the tapuy to break 
into the commercial market was given а 
boost through research done by the 
Philippine Rice Research Institute 
(PhilRice) here. 

In 1995, through the institute's rice 
chemistry and food science division, re- 
search and development of the rice wine 
or tapuy was started. 

Tt was a slow and tedious process as it 
involved finding the right variety of rice 
to use, the procedures in producing the 
wine, evaluation of the taste and aroma, 
clarity and shelf life, among others. 

It was only in 1997 when PhilRice 
started producing tapuy ona limited lab- 
oratory scale and it took six years of re- 
search and tests before the institute went. 
on commercia production of tapuy. 

Since 2003, it has been distributing 
tapuy in Metro Manila and some parts of 
Luzon under the label “PhilRice Tapuy.” 

“Its color is clear and has an alcohol 
content of 14 percent or 28 proof,” said 
Evelyn Bandonill, senior science re- 
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search specialist and head of the PhilRice 
rice chemistry and food science divisio: 

Most importantly, Bandonill said, the 
PhilRice Tapuy has a longer shelf life. 

She said customers even said that even 
after six months, the wine tasted just аз 
good as when they bought it. Others 
swore that the wine tasted good even af- 
tera year of storage. 

A panel that evaluated the PhilRice 
Tapuy described it as a "full-bodied wine 
with intense alcoholic flavor, moderate 
sweetness, and lingering finish.” 


Process 

Philrice says the glutinous or waxy rice 
is the best variety for producing tapuy 

“We use an ideal type of glutinous rice 
which has round and short grains,” Ban- 
donill said. 

Also essential to the production of 
tapuy is the inclusion of bubod to the 
cooked glutinous rice. 

The bubod is a concoction prepared 
from rice flour, ginger extract and a sprin- 
kling of an older preparation of bubod. 

It is the starter culture for the produc- 
tion of tapuy and is mostly produced in 
Ifugao, Benguet and Quezon. 

The bubod contains the microorgan- 
isms responsible for the conversion of 
starch to sugar (saccharification) and 
sugarto alcohol (fermentation). 

Bandonill said the cooked rice is set 
aside for three days in a plastic vessel to 
undergo aerobic fermentation before be- 
ing transferred to an earthen jar for fur- 
ther fermentation. 

Studies show it is best to leave the rice 
to ferment for 14 days. 

"A суде for the production of our 
tapuy takes about two months,” Ban- 
donill said. 
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At present, PhilRice is producing 
1,000 bottes (350 ml рег bottle) of 
tapuya month. 


Mass production 

"We are still producing our tapuy 
manually. This is the reason why produc- 
tion is still very low. We only have two 
production assistants in our work area," 
Bandonill said. 

Production output is 15 liters of rice 
juice for every 10 kg of glutinous rice fer- 
mented in jars, which is enough to pro- 
duce between 30 and 36 bottles of wine. 

To produce 1,000 bottles of wine a 
month, Bandonill estimated that Philrice 
would need 300 to 400 kg of glutinous 
rice and three to 4 kg of bubod, Ban- 
donill said. 

Glutinous rice is bought at P35 to P40 
a kilogram and the bubod at P35 apiece 
(1005). 

In a cost analysis conducted by 
PhilRice in 2004, the break-even selling 
price per bottle is P114.26. The wine is

TWO FORMER FACTORY WORKERS AND 
high school graduates, Rogelio Estocadio 
and his wife Nolie, transformed P2,000 into 
a business that produces P1.5 million worth 
of decorative items yearly 

Named after Rogelio, Rolly's Handicrafts 
in Sta. Cruz, Laguna, has become a subcon- 
tractor for big exporters. 

Rogelio says that after almost two 
decades of weathering business problems, 
especially capital shortfall, they managed to 
survive and expand. 

The couple even placed second in last 
year's Citigroup Microentrepreneur of the 
Year Award for Luzon. 

The couple's assets include a 700 square 
meter property and assets of nearly 
P800,000. 

They were also able to purchase a house 
and lot as well as an additional piece of land 
where they built their workplace and the liv- 
ing quarters of their workers. 

‘The couple also has a small piggery busi- 
ness that provides additional income and 
provides employment to their community. 


‘Small capital 

Rogelio and Nolie were factory workers 
їп 1980, earning an average of P100 a day. 

"It was a big amount at that time but we 
thought it would not meet the needs of a 
growing family" he says. 

When they got married in 1983, Nolie re- 
signed and the two decided to put up their 
own business, making decorative tin and 
wire handicrafts, most as Christmas orna- 
ments. 

Rogelio was still working for the compa- 
пу to save money for the venture's initial 
capital but after a year, he also resigned to 
help his wife supervise the business. 

Wich P2,000 accumulated from their sav- 
ings, they started the production in their 
own house with no paid workers at all. 

“Rolly was the one doing the design while

my father, brother and I executed it,” Nolie 
says. 

During their first year of operation, the 
couple got orders worth P50,000. Since 
then, their business grew significantly. 

Nolie says they had to start hiring work- 
ers because of the expanding business. 

‘The business presently employs around 
50 employees during the peak season 
months of February to September, 25 of 
them on a regular basis. 

The 25 regular employees are the cou- 
ple's neighbors. 

Nolie says that before their business was 
established, the housewives would pass the 
time gossiping. 

“The people here are productive and can 
still have time for their family,” she says. 

There were also high school students who 
work for them during the summer months 
to finance their school needs. 

Employees paid per piece could also sell 
their scrap materials, she adds. 


Hurdles 

In 1995, the couple faced near bankrupt- 
cy when a buyer reneged on a purchase or- 
der worth P1.5 million. 

It was like they had to start all over again. 
"We really had a hard time. The business 
went bankrupt and we had no money to pay 
the workers so we had to borrow money 
from people and lending (institutions) even 
with high interest rates,” she recalls. 

But the couple did not easily give up as 
they eventually received orders from trust- 
ed exporters. 

Though they were accepting bulk orders, 
their capital was still not enough. 


ROGELIO and Nolie Estocadio say the 
process of making decorative items has six 
laborious steps. 


In 2003, Nolie and Rogelio joined the 
Center for Agriculture and Rural Develop- 
ment (CARD) Inc., a microfinancing instiru- 
tion from whom they availed of five cycles 
ofloans. 

This loan from CARD Inc. helped them 
further expand the business. 


Competitive 

Rogelio says that since 2000, many small- 
scale handicraft firms emerged which 
prompted him to create designs which could 
compere with the common decorative 
items. 

Buyers provide some of the designs but it 
is Rogelio who creates the designs for their 
products. "Every year, we create new de- 
Signs. We check magazines to see what is 
trendy and the next thing we do is inno- 
vate," he explains. 

Rollys Handicrafts uses various materials 
such as tins, wires and the native capiz. 

Rogelio monitors the production while 
Nolie takes charge of marketing. 

Rogelio says they have to closely watch 
the quality of every product. 

“This is our edge over the other firms. We 
make every piece with good design and 
quality in mind,” he says. 

Most of the income is reinvested into the 
business. And, because the business is sea- 
sonal, they also make other items that are not 
for Christmas and which they sell locally. 

‘Their specialty is a butterfly décor made of 
tin. They have also created butterfly mobile 
phone holders and butterfly pen holders. 

Nolie is confident about the competitive- 
ness of their products because ofthe innova- 
tive designs, quality and relatively low 
price. 

The couple plans to put up a store at a 
mall in Laguna where they can showcase 
their products. 

If they could have enough capital, Rolly's 
Handicrafts would directly export their 
products and deal with the international 
buyers. 

Nolie says that money is not the only 
thing that matters in business. “How we 
handle the business, especially the workers, 
contributes a lot. Being innovative and re- 
sourceful is also a factor,” she adds.

bring their reusable trash to 


school for segregation. The 
school provided sacks for 
biodegradable and non- 


biodegradable materials. 

The school collected recyclable 
materials such as aluminum cans, 
newspapers, plastic bottles, used 
paper, boxes, bottle caps and 
drums. 

Sped officials designated an 
area in the campus to segregate 
and compost the garbage. 

In the first 14 months of the 
fund raising project, Sped was 
able to raise P57,000 from selling 
recyclable materials. 

With the amount, the school 
was able to buy books, school 
supplies, instructional CDs (com- 
pact discs), a television set and а 
DVD (digital video) player, audio- 
visual materials and shelves. 

Part of the money was used to 
repaint the library. A storage 
room next door was converted in- 
to a reading area. 

Fi-an Siding, Sped principal, 
said the waste segregation pro- 
ject helped their students. 

“The project was not our main 
source of funding, but it helped а 
lot. Some schools visit our school 
library because we have good 
books. They also know where the 
funds for our library came [from] 


and they wanted to follow [our 
example], Siding told the In- 
quies. 


“It seems that we are shooting 
two birds with one stone—we 
raise money and support the ze- 
To-waste management program 
of the city government, all at the. 
same time," he said. 


Children's section 

Sped Center, the only public 
school in the city that caters to 
both fast learners and special 
children, has 770 students. 

Bambico said the students 
started trickling back to the reha- 
bilitated library. Many of them, he. 
said, spend their time researching, 
reading and watching educational 
materials and films here. 

He said the library's children's

PhilRice is optimistic about the 
prospects of rice wine because a number 
of businessmen abroad have already in- 
quired on how to order tapuy. 
Bandonill said, however, that PhilRice 
will need partners because of its difficul- 
ty in meeting the demand. 
“We are currently preparing a business 
platform for this product. We plan to pro- 
duce 10,000 liters or 28,500 bottles of 
tapuy a month to supply the market de- 
mand here and abroad," Bandonill said. 
The business plan will include the es- 
tablishment of a plant that will house the 
machine and the equipment for the pro- 
duction of the wine. 
Bandonill said her division is also їп 
the semi-final stage in the production of 
red rice wine. 
“The public will certainly like this prod- 
uct because of its health value,” she said.

CLAVERIA, — CAGAYAN--LIGHTNING 
E struck Angelita A. Bariuan twice, but only in 
a manner of speaking. The bolts came in the 
form of “forced entrepreneurship.” 

The “first bolt” hit Lita in 1968 when she 
was an accounting clerk at the Claveria 
School of Arts and Trades, her first job af- 
ter finishing a course in accountancy. Justa 
few months on the job, her father took her 
aside, "You know I don't earn much. Can 
you help me see your younger brothers 
and sisters through college?” Lita agreed. 
From then on, she would hand almost her 
entire pay envelope over to cover school 
tuition, while her father took care of daily 
allowance of her siblings. 

To earn some money for herself Lita 
bought piglets, raised these to market 
size, and had these slaughtered on week- 
ends. She then went from house to house. 
to sell pork cuts by the kilo. 


From piggery to fishing 

On her father’s suggestion, Lita had a 
daklis—a fishing boat without ourig- 
gers—fabricated in 1970. Big enough for a 
crew of 50, this cost her almost P60,000. 
‘The catch was divided equally between her 
ав owner and the crew. In the years that fol- 
lowed, she added three more boats. 

When she had fish she could not sell, 
Lita used these to make bagoong. In the 
barrios, she exchanged a 20-liter can of 
the fish for two cavans of palay ог a са- 
van of rice at harvest time. 


DESPITE BEING 
тоге than a year away from the 2008 US Presi- 
dential elections, media outlets here in America 
are abuzz with early predictions and coverage of 
candidates.

Without selFawareness, 
6 leaders communicate unintended messages to 
their colleagues. Gathering feedback clarifies 
self-perception and allows a leader to interact 
more persuasively and influentially. 

Learn Your Environment 

Knowing self has its benefits, but they are lim- 
ited ifa leader cannot sense his or her surround- 
ings. Politically sensitive leaders are attuned to 
shared values within the organizational culture. 
‘They carefully align their communication with 
3 company values to appeal to their coworkers. 

Listen 
А Politically skilled leaders harness the power

THE OTHER DAY, MY SON AND 1 WERE 
driving around our village and we parked 
across the playground where he used to play 
asa toddler. "I remember that mom,” he told 
me ina voice filled with glee 

Before 1 could reply, he instantly rattled off 
about how he would clamber up the ladder 
that would take him to the slide and the thrill 
of sliding down for the very first time. 

1 was glad he had those memories. Nowa- 
days, it saddens me to see many of our play- 
grounds empty. Children hardly have time to 
play primarily because of two things—one, the 
‘workload from school is just too much, and, 
two, there are many other options now avail- 
able aside from running around the play- 
ground. 

In the age of technology, everything can be 
“simulated” on the computer nowadays. 

Dr. Emma Concepcion Liwag, former chair 
ofthe Department of Psychology at the Ateneo 
de Manila University, made a study on the ef- 
fects of the digital age on child development 
and presented it to the Philippine Pediatrics 
Society Convention last April. 

Liwag said there are many potential com- 
puter-related health concems that parents 
need to look out for. Among them are vision 
problems, seizures, hand injuries and other 
musco-skeletal complaints. 

Recent studies have shown that computers. 
can have a negative impact on a child's vision. 
Liwags paper says that in Taiwan, the number 
of first-graders with myopia has increased 
from 12.1 percent to 20.4 percent since 1995. 

A similar study in Singapore found that in 
three years, the number of 7- to 9-year-olds 
with myopia had doubled to 34 percent. 

Tt is the many hours that children spend in 
front of the computer that strains the young 
еуез. Liwag says that computer use demands 
fine motor skills from young eyes that are not 
yet well developed. Only when the visual sys- 
tem matures is a child better able to handle the 
stress of a computer on that system. 

In addition to eye strain, children who 
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How the digital age

spend too many hours on the computer are al- 
so more prone to back pains. A 2002 study by 
Jakobs and Baker says that 40 percent of mid- 
dle-school students report musculoskeletal 
pain (e.g, strains in back, neck, shoulders, 
arms and wrists, and carpal tunnel syndrome) 
related to using computers. 

Liwag' paper says that given children's 
creasing use of computers, sometimes for pro- 
longed periods, itis likely that children will be- 
gin to experience the same kinds of injuries 
frequently reported by adult computer users. 
She says that children's growing bodies are not 
immune to injury from postural stress. 

However, more than the possible harm to 
the eyes, back and other musco-skeletal prob- 
lems that prolonged computer use poses, it is 
the displacement of normal physical activities 
that alarms Liwag. 

"We are having more obese children be- 
cause of this dilemma," she says. As children 
spend increasing amounts of time in front of 
the television set or PC monitor, expect a rise 
in obese children. 

Dr Gil Fuld, media chair of the American 
Academy of Pediatrics (AAP), says that man- 
aging computer use is essential when it comes 
to raising a well-adjusted child. Just as tech- 
nology is important, overusing it can also im- 
pede development. "If a youngster is spending 
зо many hours looking at a screen, he's not re- 
lating to other people, family and peers. Нез 
not getting physical activity" Fuld explains. 

"The Revolution Health website (revolution- 
health.com) offers some tips on healthy com- 
puter use for children : 

ө Children under the age of two should 
have по screen time at all.

е For older children, total screen time 
should be limited to two hours per 
day—which indudes watching ТУ DVD's, 
playing computer games, and surfing the 
Net—this does not include the time used for 
homework.

© Plan ahead. "Think through ahead of 
time what kinds of guidelines you want to lay 
down,” suggests David Walsh, founder and 
president of the Minneapolis-based National 
Institute on Media and the Family "I can't tell 
you how many parents tell me, 1 wish I had 
laid down rules from the very beginning. Hav- 
ing it under control from the beginning makes 
so much more sense than playing catch-up.” 

© “Watch what your kids watch," Walsh 
says. “Become media-wise. Keep track of the 
‘quantity and content of your child's online ex- 
perience.”

And while we are on the subject of responsi- 
ble use of media by children, ГА like to reiter- 
ate how media can be a really good thing, too. 

Last night, our family watched the highly 
entertaining and, 1 must say, insightful “Meet 
The Robinsons.” The film is better than the 
previous Disney movie "Chicken Little.” 

Twas in awe of the animation, considering 
that it was preceded —which I thought to be a 
nice touch of contrast—by the Disney classic 
“Steamboat Willie.” 

“Meet The Robinsons” imparts serious 
lessons about how we all need family, and how 
we all need to take responsibility for our lives. 
‘There are many teachable moments in the film 
and parents watching the movie with their 
children can make full use of these to talk 
about the importance of telling the truth, of 
forgiveness, and of forging ahead in spite of 
past failures or mistakes. 

The movies tagline, "Keep Moving For- 
ward,” is one that families can take to heart 
and practice under different circumstances.

ONCE, A CHEEKY STUDENT ASKED, 
“Ma'am, in your time, were there already mu- 
sicvideos?” 

‘There were grins all around. Nothing de- 
lights students more than a glimpse into their 
teachers personal lives. I pretended to frown. 
"How old do you think 1 am? When I was a 
teen in the mid-1980s, Michael Jackson was 
athis peak.” 

Students started whispering among them- 
selves. “Come on," I persisted, “Michael Jack- 
son, whatever his morals, was a great 
dancer!” 

“But Ma'am!” the cheeky student blurted 
ош, "he was so slow!” 

Of all the adjectives to describe Michael 
Jackson, “so slow” should not have been one 
of them. In our high school graduation ball, 
we were dancing to “Thriller,” “Beat It" and 
“Billie Jean.” Just two decades later, how 
could some students find them too slow? 

‘When I got home, I switched to the requi- 
site channel. After 15 minutes, my head 
throbbed, my eyes blurred. The split-second 
cuts between scenes, the myriad angles and 
lights, the frenzied music and in-your-face 
gestures—my students were right. Compared 
to the majority of today's performers, Michael 
Jackson was indeed slow. 


Shortattention span 

So videos today are more innovative, right? 
Iam not sure about this, but one thing I am 
sure of: Today's students generally have short- 
erattention span than those of 20 years ago. In 
class, they jiggle their knees, twirl their pens, 
crack their knuckles, claiming that these man- 
nerisms help them concentrate. Many students 
dislike reading, because "it requires too much 
effort.” They cannot study without the stereo 
or the computer on—"Just in case an instant 
message drops in the inbox." 

How, 1 wonder, will they survive in the 
working world, when their boss forbids blar- 
ing music or computer games in the office? 

In the past five years, I have received so 
many requests to help attention-deficit-disor- 
dered kids in elementary and high schools 
that Ino longer take on new cases. 

Genuine learning requires reflection, pa- 
tience, and practice. Math problems cannot 
be solved in seconds. An essay cannot be 
penned in half an hour. Foreign languages 
cannot be mastered in a day. 

When our senses are addicted to speed, 


problem of attention

anything slower—which means practically 
everything in school and in life—becomes, in 
the jargon of today's teens, "boring." The les- 
son is boring, because there is no background 
music. The book is boring, because words 
cannot jump off the page and wiggle. The 
teacher is boring, because she cannot change 
clothes or hairdos every session. 

TV has had a bad rap from cultural and 
moral watchdogs, much of it quite deserved. 
Studies have shown that children exposed to 
violent films tend to imitate what they see. TV 
promotes unhealthy stereotypes, such as the 
shrewish mother-in-law who engages in the 
"sampalan" common in local soap operas. Ads 
on TV are usually centered on unhealthy fast. 
foods, and not surprisingly, prolonged TV 
watching has been linked to obesity (and eye- 
strain). To make things worse, many popular 
shows, are frankly, mindless. TV is not called 
the idiot box for nothing. 


Excessive. 

We know all these effects. However, what I 
want to stress is TV's effect on learning. Ex- 
cessive TV watching is one reason why our 
youth cannot focus well or sustain attention. 
Instead of turning to drugs or therapy imme- 
diately, families should regulate the watching 
of TV—and in the case of very young children, 
even so-called educational videos. 

In 2004, Dr Dimitri Christakis, a pediatri- 
cian at the Children's Hospital and Medical 
Center in Seattle, studied more than 1,000 
children. He found that kids aged one to three 
who watched TV or videos regularly faced a 
10-percent increased risk in attention deficit 
problems when they reached age seven. The 
American Academy of Pediatrics now recom- 
mends that kids below the age of two not 


watch any TV or video асай. 

No TV below the age of two means no TV 
whatever the show. Last month, a study of 
more than 1,000 children made by re- 
searchers in the University of Washington re- 
vealed that by three months of age, 40 per- 
cent of infants watched TV for an hour daily 
By the time they turned two, 90 percent of 
children doubled their viewing time. 

Ironically, many of these very young kids 
watched supposedly educational videos. 
There's just one catch: According to research 
head Frederick Zimmerman, parents chose to 
believe marketing claims about the benefits of 
certain videos, even when there was no evi- 
dence to support them. True, when viewed ju- 
diciously, educational videos could help older 
kids, such as 4 or S-year-olds, but this was not 
the case for younger kids. 

Ту is a convenient babysitter A friend once 
confessed to me, “When my child cries, I place 
him in front of the TV. Then 1 can finish my 
tasks.” But if we really cannot take care of our 
children’s needs, then we need to find a good 
caretaker. The child cries most likely because 
he wants attention, not from the TV but from 
people. 

‘Adolescents are not immune to atrention 
problems. Another recent study by the 
Columbia University College of Physicians and 
Surgeons in New York followed 700 children 
fora decade, and found that 14-year-olds who 
watched TV for more than three hours daily 
"were twice as likely not to finish school as 
those who watched for less than an hour. The 
reason? You guessed it. Watching too much TV 
made activities such as homework and reading 
more boring and more difficult. 

In her book “Failure to Connect,” learning 
specialist Jane Healy explains, “Children 
whose minds seem “jumpy,” who respond in- 
discriminately to irrelevant noises, sights, or 
thoughts are still immature in attention. Oth- 
ers may seem “tuned out" or distracted much 
of the time. Too much sensory bombardment 
may reset normal levels. Teachers believe that 
increased “tuning out” by media-blunted 
brains is one factor in the growing epidemic 
of attention problems." 


Learning despite TV 

Healy is right. Too much bombardment 
may play havoc with our brains. Two weeks 
ао, with dismay, my husband and I saw this 
firsthand in our son Scott. 

We have always regulated his TV watching. 
For instance, on schooldays, Scott can only 


watch TV on Friday nights and weekends, and 
for only an hour at most. However, for the 
past summer, we relaxed the rules, and two 
months’ worth martial arts and superhero 
movies took their toll. 

When Scott complained that a show was 
“too slow, because there was too much talking 
and not much fighting,” we knew we had to 
reverse the trend. 

For a 9-year-old child, banning TV was not 
realistic. We had to encourage specific pro- 
grams, such as documentaries, which did not 
go by at warp speed. Besides, scenes of nature 
could promote relaxation instead of over- 
stimulation. 

So we watched the National Geographic, 
the Oscar-winning “March of the Penguins,” 
filmed in Antarctica. Scott, who loves ani- 
mals, learned how patience and love were in- 
tertwined. 

Penguin eggs could not hatch prematurely, 
or else the chicks would freeze. Balancing 
eggs on webbed feet required hours of con- 
centration, and so did marching for miles on 
end to feed starving babies. Hasty moves had 
fatal repercussions, with hungry seals on the 
prowl. 

We also had to model what we wanted our 
child to watch. With the advent of inexpen- 
sive videos, my husband and I were tempted 
to watch blockbusters regularly. But then so 
would our kid. “Spiderman” once in a while 
was fine, but a diet of fast-paced films was too 
much. 

After "March of the Penguins," we decided 
to watch another documentary, "An Inconve- 
nient Truth,” well worth our while. 

The most effective way to deal with TV was 
to find viable alternatives. We instituted Fam- 
ily Sing-Along Nights. When my son kicked 
up his heels in an off-key yet heartfelt version 
of “New York, New York,” 1 realized that TV 
watching could never be a substitute for real 
fun. Perhaps marketers should promote TV as 
a medium for Karaoke! 

Instead of having his eyes glued to the 
screen, Scott did crafts. Then we played Uno 
and Monopoly Afterwards, Scott settled 
down to what he averred, thank goodness, 
was still his favorite pastime—reading. Last 
night, he finished Lloyd Alexander's fantasy 
series, and now wants to write his own story 
оп dwarfs and unicorns.

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A teacher or accompanying parent 
should learn to share their personal im- 
pressions on what they see with the chil- 
dren. Tell the children your favorite 
pieces, engage them likewise and pro- 
vide a forum for the children to process 
what they have seen so that they can 
form opinions and judgments. A muse- 
‘um visit is a group experience and teach- 
ers’ inputs enhance the visit. 


After the trip 

‘A museum is a treasure house of im- 
portant artworks and cultural pieces. 
Depending on the museums visited, 
teachers can retain the visual experi- 
ences the children have had by engaging 
them to replicate what they have seen 
For example, if they have seen artworks, 
a basic drawing, painting or sculpting 
class can be administered in the class- 
room. 

If they have been to a museum con- 
taining historical 
material, a fol 
lowup assignment 
can be given on 
further research- 
ing various relat- 
ed topics. If they 
have been to a 
performing-arts 
presentation, 
teachers can find 
other similar pre- 
sentations being 
offered through- 
ош the year and 
encourage the 
children to attend 
them. 

Cultural events 
fom fiestas to 
town celebrations 
are now enhanced 
in a child's mind 
after visiting mu- 
seums. 

A field trip to a museum or arts center 
will be the first time for almost all the 
students. A perceptive teacher should 
identify students exhibiting a greater in- 
terest with what they have seen on field 
trips. Drawing, singing, dancing and 
other talents that reveal a child's artistic 
bent should be relayed to the parents so 
that those interests can be further culti- 
vated. 

For most students, afield trip toamu- 
seum, arts center, historical site or cul- 
tural performance instigates the begin- 
nings of arts education. In turn, as have 
been noted, arts education is another 
important component in raising the aca- 
demic competency of our children. Chil- 
dren should go not just once but often 
on educational field trips and the par- 
entteachers associations should en- 
courage these field trips outside of 
school time. Let us instill in our children 
a museum culture and make it a habit 
for them. The result will be intelligent, 
cultivated students with a love for their 
country's cultural and artistic heritage.

HILE THERE ARE STILL 
many parts of booming 
India that remain woeful- 


ly underdeveloped, New Delhi, es- 
pecially its tony five-star hotels and 
restaurants, is more the exception 
than the rule. 

Nokia, the Finnish cell phone giant, recent- 
ly launched its seven new phones in India's 
bustling capital of nearly 15 million people. 

тез quite seldom one sees an airport thats 
Worse than the NAIA. But apart from the 
seeming chaos at the old Indira Gandhi Inter- 
national Airport, the rest of New Delhi is like 
опе big garden consisting of wide, tree-lined 
boulevards and long stretches of embassies 
and government buildings. 


Well-zoned 

New Delhi is probably what Quezon City 
would have turned out had our government 
stuck to its original plan to strictly enforce 
zoning laws in its bid to make it the nation's 
new capital 

Designed and built by the British, New Delhi 
is a city that literally rose from the wilderness 
sometime during the last century. Before it be- 
came the country's capital in 1911, the British 
colonial government ruled from Calcutta 

‘The dearth of people on New Delhi's streets 
the day we visited was perhaps due to the fact 
that it was Buddha's birthday, one of 366 holi- 
days and festivals the multi-ethnic, multi- 
faith country celebrates. 

In contrast, old Delhi is crowded, more urban 
and teems with business activities from count- 
less of mom-and-pop shops. But wherever you 
go, be itin the old or new part of the city, a ubiq- 
uitous yellow and green open-air taxi (similar 
to Thailand's tuktuk) is never far behind. 

If you can stand New Delhi's heat, these 
metered tricycles charge half the fare com- 
pared to a conventional taxi. The city's open- 
air buses, a far cry from our air-conditioned 
buses that run along Edsa, also have the same. 
color scheme. 

Since it was once the seat of Muslim power 
(apart from Agra, where the famed Taj Mahal is 
located), old Delhi has a large concentration of 
Muslims. Its also home to Jama Masjid, the 
country’s largest and most famous mosque. 

Completed in 1656 under the rule of Shah 
Jahan, the mosque is made from a combina- 
tion of red sand and white marble. Built on 
high ground, the structure, with its humon- 
gous courtyard, imposing domes and lofty 
minarets, can be seen miles away from almost 
every direction. 

The nearby Red Fort is another vestige of 
‘Muslim rule in India. So called because of its 
color (again due primarily to red sand), the 
fort was where Muslim moguls and later 
British colonial governors called the shots 
whenever they were in Delhi. Alas, no one was 
manning the fort the day we came to visit.

Bottled or tap 

Every traveler knows that it pays то choose 
bottled over tap water when in doubt. Per- 
haps, nowhere is this cardinal rule more ap- 
plicable than in India 

But if first-time visitors like us were to 
strictly follow Nokia's warning, such а pre- 
caution seemed woefully inadequate. 

Days before boarding a flight to New Delhi 
via Singapore, we got an e-mail warning us to 
refrain from drinking “untreated” water and 
eating any food product that was “washed or 
had water added to it.” The warning seemed 
sensible. 

With intermittent drizzles somewhat tem- 
pering New Delhi's energy-zapping summer 
heat, our reflexes were relaxed, but we still 
didn't succumb to savoring a seemingly in- 
nocuous bottle of ice-cold lime juice available 
in make-shift stalls and pushcarts found in 
strategic street corners (the city’s version of 
“sa malamig”) 

But what really caught my attention, 
enough to induce in me a mixed feeling of dis- 
belief and fear, was the parc that reminded us 
not to “open your mouth in the shower.” Gulp! 

The water-related precautions didn't stop 
there. In fact, 1 would have dismissed most of 
them as lame reminders (along the line of 


tle for any signs of tampering (time to bring 
out the magnifying glass). 

Mind you, in India it seems not all bottled 
waters are created equal. Aside from finding 
out the bottled water's origin, we were also 
reminded to determine its age. If it leaves you 


drop that bottle! 

The only exception to the bottled-water 
rule, is if you're “100 percent” sure that the 
water has been boiled for 20 minutes. Short 
of barging into a hotels kitchen with a timer, 
it advised us to simply stick to bottled water.

Four hours 

But whether or not you have enough bot- 
ted water, doing the Taj Mahal, no matter 
howenticing, is out of the question unless you 
have an extra day to spare. The place is four 
hours away by car from New Delhi. 

Bad news, too, for shopaholic Filipinos, as 
New Delhi по place for mall rats. We proba- 
bly didn't пу to look hard enough, but it 
seemed there wasn't a mall in sight within 
four kilometers from the Shangri-La Hotel. 

Since the Indian economy underwent liber- 
alization fairly recently, big brands 一 from 
high street to luxury labels—have yet to fully 
make their presence felt in the subcontinent. 
Besides, with the abundance of cheap labor 
and materials, especially fabrics, theres no 
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way overpriced Western goods can compete 
with locally produced products. 

Our hotel, however, is a mere three min- 
utes away from a series of small shops and 
bazaars (where haggling is an accepted prac- 
tice) featuring Indian handicrafts, fashion ac- 
cessories and leather goods. 

A visit to the Cottage Industries Expositions 
(www.cieworld.com), also in New Delhi, is 
like going on a virtual trip to India's 27 states, 
as the air-conditioned shop features anything 
and everything Indian, including exquisite 
and hand-made silk and wool carpets from 
Kashmir. 

Various types of tea were also on offer, but. 
there were no signs of bottled water on the 
store's shelves. For a moment there, we were 
almost tempted to head to the nearest lime 
juice stand.

«ЫРА ARCHBISHOP RAMON ARGUELLES 
"Will lead other bishops to the tomb of the 
late Bishop Alfredo Verzosa in Vigan to 
mark his 53rd death anniversary on June 
27. Verzosa's remains are in the crypt for 
bishops in the Metropolitan Cathedral of 
the Conversion of St. Paul in Vigan. 

Verzosa was Lipa's bishop during the ap- 
paritions of the Blessed Virgin Mary to pos- 
шале Teresing Castillo in 1948. The auxil- 
ry bishop then was Bishop Alfredo Obviar. 
Both believed in the apparitions. 

They were asked to “retire” by the Vati- 
canand Bishop Rufino Santos became apos- 
tolic administrator of Lipa. In 1951, the 
veneration of Our Lady Mediatrix of АП 
Grace was stopped. 

Bishop Verzosa went home to Vigan 
where he fell into deep depression. He died 
in 1954 in abject poverty.

Further south and right in the middle of the 
Gucci boot-shaped Italian peninsula is Flo- 
тепсе, the quintessential Renaissance city 
Walking around its neighborhoods reminds 
one cf Michelangelo, Leonardo da Vinci, 
Raphael, and the other great Italian masters 
ofart and architecture. 

Italian Renaissance art does not get any 
better than at the vast collection housed at 
Galleria degli Uffizi. Although there are lots 
of stairs and no captions and signs, the Uffizi 
has gorgeous paintings, especially two of my 
favorites, "Birth of Venus" and "Primavera" by 
Sandro Botticelli, 

‘Arguably the world’s most famous sculp- 
ture is in Florence, specifically at a museum 
hardly anyone can name—the Galleria 
dell'Accademia. That sculpture is the larger- 
than-life, anatomically correct, perfectly pro- 
portioned “David.” Tickets to the Galleria can 
be reserved in advance to avoid the long lines 
at the entrance. If you are pressed for time, 
head instead to Piazza della Signoria, Flo 
тепсе central square, where a copy of 
Michelangelo's sculpture stands in the spot 
that the original occupied for centuries. 

From centrally located Florence, there are 
limitless options for places to head to 一 from 
the beautiful landscapes of Tuscany to 
pristinely medieval Assisi to the famous Lean- 
ing Tower of Pisa to Italy's most famous wine- 
producing area, Chianti. It all depends on 
what your area of interest is and what time 
tráins are running 

For those more interested in shopping, 
again there are tips that are not in most travel 
guides. For instance, the Benetton outlet and, 
more importantly, the Prada shop, are both in 
this region. For great souvenirs, a nearby flea 
market sells Florentine marbleized papers de- 
signed for stationery guest books and 
notepads. Gold-stamped leather wallets and 
coin purses also make cute gifts. 

Since most Assumptionistas were in Italy 
for the canonization, then most of our side 
trips also veered to the religious. Exploring 
Assisi is best done on foot in order to feel the 
ambience of St. Francis. Assisi has become 
‘one of the most important pilgrimage destina- 
tions in the Christian world. 

I was so moved by the simplicity of St. 
Francis followers that I almost gave up shop- 
ping. Of course, as the visit moved closer to 
Rome, I was tempted once again by the smell 
of Italian leather, the feel of Italian fashion, 
and the flavor of Italian wines and cheeses.

No wonder Italian food ex- 
pert Gaita Fores of Cibo fame frequents these 
places to source Ler ingredients.

Held for three days in Monterey, California 
and attended by an audience of about 200,000, 
the event became legendary as the first real rock 
festival (ahead of Woodstock by two years) and, 
with the Beatles "Sgt. Pepper” album, formed the 
apex of the so-called Summer of Love.

We started in 1965. There were varieties of 
bands, each with their own sound. Motown was 
huge, the English Invasion was happening big 
time, folk rock, Chuck Berry Little Richard, Gene 
Pimey The Beach Boys, Janis Joplin, Jimi Hen- 
drix—and Elvis was still hot. И was a great time 
for music.

MY STUDENTS AT THE DI- 
ploma course in organization 
development at SPACE De 
La Salle CSB and I recently 
discussed future trends in or- 
ganizations. The best word to 
describe the best companies 
in the future is 
“reconfigurable.” Leading 
companies see themselves as 
endlessly changing organiza- 
tions. They are flexible and 
able to change on an annual 
monthly or even weekly time 
frame. Those companies that 
remain unchanging will go 
the way of the dinosaurs. 

Take for example an anal- 
ogy I picked up from a multi- 
national consumer company 
describing its paradigm shift 
as “from castle to caravan.” 
Before companies see them- 
selves surrounded by a for- 
tress and from the castle de- 
fend their “turfs” in markets 
and products. This was the 
age when product cycles 
moved predictably slow. 

Today, companies аге 
caravans, they pick up a busi- 
ness or product, feed it till it 
becomes a smashing success. 
Then in the next year or two, 
as the product cycle moves 
down, may simply divest of it 
or to gain cost efficiencies let 
go of its manufacturing facil- 
ity, use a toll manufacturer 
or replace its sales force with 
third party distributors.

reconfigurable organizations? 
How does one exercise self 
leadership and empower- 
ment? One technique we 
propose for personal effec- 
tiveness is knowing how to 
embrace the present mo. 
ment. 

The ability to live the 
present moment well en- 
sures that an individual is 
able to listen, act and work 
with depth and concentra 
tion. At the same time, he is 
able to cover all the items in 
his "to do" list. This does not 
debunk the importance of 
planning or the need to gain 
and learn insights from the 
past. For successful execu- 
tion, this means letting go of 
the past and living well part 
of the future today. 

Dietrich Bonhoeffer, talk- 
ing about how fast things 
change, talks about a “nar- 
rower path, often stili to be 
discovered, of taking each 
day as if it were the last, and 
of living with faith and a 
sense of responsibility as if a 
great future were in store for 
us.”

He 
asserts, “the hour you are li- 
ving, the job you are doing, 
the person you are meeting 
at this moment are the most 
important in your whole 
life.” 

In fact, Chiara Lubich says, 
“many 'saints and great 
people have discovered that 
iving the present is an idea 
and practice that is extraor- 
dinarily rich. It grafts our 
whole earthly life to eternal 
life.” Living the present mo- 
ment is what prevents us 
from gerting overwhelmed 
or stressed. 

In the book “Leadership 


Presence,” Halpern and 
Lubar define “being present” 
as the ability to be com- 
pletely in the moment, and 
flexible enough to handie the 
unexpected. They propose 
that being present in the 
moment is to focus “totally 
and completely on what is 
happening right here and 
right now, giving people your 
full attention, so that they 
feel recognized and moti- 
vated.” Being present also 
means being "flexible, able to 
deal spontaneously with 
rapid change." 

Halpern and Lubar in their 
book also share with us tech- 
niques that are used by skill- 
ful actors who are able to be 
in the present moment ín 
front of the cameras. 

One, is to give full ацеп- 
tion and focus. If a person en- 
ters your room, stop what 
you are doing and give him 
your complete attention 
Smile and breathe, welcom- 
ing the person. Make the in- 
teraction genuine, personal 
and meaningful. Then, gain 
awareness of your bodies. 
Notice how you feel, sensing 
your body as fully alive. 
Breathe to deal with fear and 
anxiety 

Fill your lung to capacity 
and breathe out slowly. This 
is most useful when one is ex- 
periencing information over- 
load and multiple tasks. 

Two, is to change your 
perspective. Often it is fear 
that does not allow a person 


Firms that allow drinking at work end up with 


COMPANIES WHICH GIVE 
the wink to workplace drin- 
king add to employees’ risk of 
becoming heavy boozers, a 
study published on Thursday 
suggests. 

Researchers led by Benjamin 
Amick of the Institute for Work 
and Health in Toronto, Canada, 
assessed 5,338 American wor- 
kers for their drinking habits and 


their employers attitude towards 
drinking at and around work. 

Workers in organizations that 
most discouraged social drin- 
king were 45 percent less likely 
to be heavy drinkers than coun- 
terparts in workplaces, which 
had the most relaxed attitudes 
to workplace drinking. 

They were also 54 percent 
less likely to be frequent drin-

kers and 69 percent less likely to 
drink during the working day. 

"Public health efforts at re- 
ducing drinking and alcohol-re- 
lated injuries, illnesses and dis- 
eases should target social inter- 
ventions at worksites,” the au- 
thors say. 

The paper appears online in 
the journal Occupational and 
Environmental Medicine, pub-

This is but a glimpse of the sad rea- 
lity of the life of the millions of laborers around the world. 
Perhaps we would wish that Jesus perform a miracle to 
change the situation, which badly affects the life of many 
workers and their families. 
But the fact is that Jesus did not come to change the 
* socio-economic life of people including that of the workers. 
Even in His human lifetime, He did not provide food for His 
| very own people whom He knew were suffering from pov 
erty and even oppression by the Roman colonizers. He did 
not use His divine powers to eliminate work and its burdens 
and difficulties so that man would never be oppressed by it 
nor be exploited by those who would gain profit by it. 
Jesus, however, provides something more than what 
work can offer man. He offers to man-worker His Body and 
Blood, the Eucharist, to be the real food that gives true life— 
life beyond human hunger and other needs.

Embracing that mystery it was easy for me to 
think, too, that Jesus was in the flesh in all who received Him 
then, whether the communicant was a biggie or a small fry in 
the workplace. Isn't that wonderful? 

And yet it would become more so when sometimes a long 
Communion queue would evoke in me the memory of that 
thought. I would “see” Jesus in all who received Him, 
whether they were gray-haired septuagenarians, teenagers, 
athletic types, invalids in wheelchairs, young children, nuns 
in crisp habits or career women in high heels—everybody! 
Seeing through externals I would then find it easy to regard 
each one with respect, thanking God for the grace of “seeing”

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Training Nurses with a Heart 


She can't stop the legions of Filipino nurses from going abroad, admits Marilou Furio, Makati Medical Center's 
director of nursing services. But while they're here, she makes sure they give their job their best shot 


TO describe a nurse in her lectures, 
Marilou Perlas Furio usually shows an 
illustration of a human figure with a big 
head, a heart, hands, legs, "and a big 
bladder," she adds as a joke, "because 
they're so busy they sometimes forget to 
go to the bathroom." 


In her particular case, Furio may be said to 
have a bigger heart than head. As Makati 
Medical Center's director of nursing 
services since 2006, she is tasked to look 
after not only the hospital's roster of 
patients, but all 900 of its nurses, aides, 
orderlies, wards, and clerks "to ensure that 
MMC would have a steady supply of 
quality nurses whose training is 
customized," she says. 


It is a tall order, considering how legions of 
Philippine-trained nurses look to better- 
paying jobs abroad after getting their 
license. Despite the possible shortage of 
local hires, Furio has refused to relax her 
recruitment rules for the hospital. 
Applicants eyeing nursing as a second 
course or career are turned down, she 
says, "because | have a lot of undoing to 
do." And so are nurses who come from 
humbler hospitals. "They're trained to be 
resourceful, so they might want to re-use 
items that are meant to be disposed," she 
reasons. And considering their vast 
knowledge and experience, doctors who 
become nurses are refused in this hospital 
and at MMC's school of nursing, the 
Remedios Trinidad Romualdez Memorial 
School (RTRMS) for fear of “role 
confusion." "What if they disagree with the 
attending physician's orders because they 
have their own opinion?" explains Furio. 
"Not to discriminate, but | don't want 
patient care to be compromised." 


If she sounds formidable, it's probably 
because Furio, one of the first 36 
graduates of RTRMS, has a stellar CV. 
She also has a master's degree in nursing 
from Concordia College, took up two 
semesters of law at the Adamson 
University, and has units for a doctorate in 
nursing from the University of the 
Philippines, Manila, among other 
credentials.

Stellar CV: Furio's formidable credentials 
made her a shoo-in for a top post at Makati 
Medical Center 


And to think that nursing was not even her 
first career choice. Actually, it was 
broadcasting, Furio confides, but given that 
she went to college during the martial law 
years when only one TV station was 
operational, she realized that "there was no 
money in it—and | come from a very 
simple family." Her parents, adds this 
second of five siblings, had always dreamt 
of seeing their children leave for better 
lives abroad. 


Such would not be the case for Furio, 
however, whose husband Manuel is a 
ship's captain and country boy at heart. 
"He has seen almost all the cities of the 
world, and he wants to retire in the 
Philippines some day," sighs his wife. 


But Furio has certainly seen her fair share 
of nurses who've gone abroad after several 
trying years of local practice. At the MMC, 
she says, returnees (like long-time nurses 
who have been gypped by a recruiter, for 
example) are promptly rehired. "And this 
time | don't bind them to a contract," she 
says, “because | know they're going to 


director merely shrugs and says, “It's a 
reality, survival. Why will | stop you? But 
while you're here, give us your best shot." 


Furio is also a great believer in cross- 
training the staff and moving the nurses up 
if they deserve it. "The only way to 
increase their salary is to promote them," 
she says. 


But there are other rewards to local 
practice despite the meager pay, says 
Furio who, as a member of the MMC staff, 
gave birth to her three kids free of charge 
in the hospital. She was also able to 
provide the utmost care for her mother 
when she fell ill and passed away from a 
heart attack due to diabetes. 


Her seven "grueling, intensifying" years in 
bedside care have made her a better 
mother and wife in the process as well, she 
adds. For now, only her son seems keen 
on following in his mother's footsteps. The 
incoming senior at San Beda College is 
planning to study nursing in Australia. "His 
father has come to realize that nursing 
offers a world of opportunities abroad," she 
notes. 


More than being a nurse, however, Furio 
strongly advises her children to marry one. 
"A nurse will care for you and your kids," 
she says. "A nurse is very hygienic and 
good at communication. She is a good 
listener and very patient. Without 
patience," she counsels from experience,

ATTENTION, parents! Here's some back- 
to-school good news: P50 a day is enough 
to keep kids happy. This, according to an 
informal survey of grade school students 
from low- to middle-income groups in 
Metro Manila. 


The amount, says third-grader Claudia 
Alcain of the School of the Holy Spirit in 
Quezon City, is enough for her regular fix 
of school supplies and stickers from the 
School bookstore. "Sometimes | buy them 
at National Bookstore," she adds. It buys 
sixth grader Brian Joseph Montealegre, 
11, from Librada Ave. Elementary 
School, enough computer game 

time at the nearby internet 

shop.

But here's 

the potential downside: when 

it comes to comestibles, most 

kids spend their daily allowance on 
the nutritional horror of every parent: 
that irresistible junk food. 


Junk food, the favorite snack of almost all 
the children in this survey, translates to 
chips, sweets and softdrinks. 


“It's my reward after a day at school," says 
12-year old Cathy (not her real name). 
"After class, my friends and | buy a big bag 
of Roller Coasters. That's our ritual for the 
day." 


A sixth grader from a private girls' school in 
Quezon City, Cathy is aware of the empty 
calories in junk food, but argues that she 
"balances it out" by eating the packed 
lunch that her mom prepares for her. 

So why is junk food the hands-down choice 
of most kids at school? Is it peer pressure,

the knowledge that it's what everyone else 
is eating so it must be good? Or the canny 
marketing of these products—the slick 
packaging and colorful packs of most chips 
and their perky commercials to boot? Or 
their easy availability? Most of the 
respondents remarked that if a particular 
product wasn't sold in school, they could 
just as easily get it from ambulant peddlers 
outside the school gates. 


Whatever the reason, 


Chips: Empty calories 


remains that despite the health awareness 
of recent years and the campaign to ban 
junk food from school canteens, such 
temptations seem here to stay. 


Most parents may not be aware of it, but 
it's usually they themselves who foster this 
craving for junk food among their children. 
After all, kids pick up their eating habits 
from what they're regularly served at 
home. 


By stocking their cupboards and 
refrigerators with chips, packaged snacks, 
baked goodies and sweets, parents give 
the message that these foods are worth 
consuming. Worse, when children 
themselves see their parents munching on

the chips while watching TV, they absorb 
the habit as well. 


Merely banning junk food from school 
canteens won't do the trick either. Kids can 
always get them elsewhere, although it 
wouldn't hurt to make it harder for them 
than to just walk to the canteen for their fix. 
More information about nutrition, diet and 
fitness should also be part of every 
school's curriculum, with the school 
canteen reinforcing the message with its 
offerings of nutritious but tasty meals. After 
all, kids don't base their food choices 
on calories and sodium content 
like we adults do. They buy 
what tastes good, and 
what they can have fast. 


Parents too, despite 
their rush to get to 
Work, can take more 
time to pack a 
healthy lunch—a 
sandwich, fruits, 
homemade fruit juice, 
a home-cooked 
lunch—to keep junk 
food temptation at bay. The 
parents of Deinelle Joyce Garrobo, 
8, have taken a firmer hand on the 
issue. Her mom prepares her 
sy snacks and lunch everyday, 
says Garrobo, and no longer 
gives her any cash allowance. "If 
| need to buy something," she says, 
"I'd have to tell my mommy after class." 


Most parents don't have to go that far; after 
all, a little cash teaches children to budget 
and gives them a sense of choice. But 
investing some time and planning on what 
goes into your children's lunch box can go 
a long way in keeping them healthy. Books

Hotel and Restaurant Management is now called Hospitality Management, a course that can make the Philippine 
culinary industry world-class. And the enrolment at Enderun College which offers it, is truly impressive 


| WALKED into the lobby and was greeted 
by a receptionist who chirpily asked how 
she could help me. I'm looking for Claire, | 
replied. "Oh, Miss Claire... | think she's 
inside the restaurant, is she expecting 
you?" the girl replied with an eager smile. 


Yes, | answered. She appeared not to have 


heard me because the smile was still on 
her eager-beaver chirpy Asian face, and 
she queried again, "Do you have an 
appointment?" 


Not a fan of chirpy, | had a smart aleck 
retort at the tip of my tongue. But | 
reminded myself that this was not an 
ordinary setting: | was not at any ordinary 
restaurant and this little girl was not an 
ordinary receptionist. The little China doll 
before me was paying P300,000 a year to 
stand at the reception table and be trained 
in what they now call "hospitality 
management." 


In my day (did | just say that?), we called it 
Hotel and Restaurant Management or 
HRM. Now it's called Hospitality 
Management, a course that essentially 
gives you all the know-how in the hotel and 
restaurant, food and beverage industries. 
But now they don't just have a course in 
HRM: there's an entire college curriculum 
devoted to the development of hospitality 
management professionals, complete with 
courses like philosophy, history, and 
psychology angled to the culinary palate 
and given alongside specialty courses like 
wine appreciation, service management 
and kitchen management. And the training 
is not only theoretical but skills-based, 
showing that education is no longer just 
classroom-bound but real-world, with 
hands-on training from professionals and 
practitioners. 


Globalization indeed has its benefits—and 
one of them is the partnership of Filipino 
entrepreneurs with First World institutions 
to develop first class talent in the Third 
World. There is an abundance of culinary 
talent in this country just waiting to be 
honed, and it is high time that this talent is 
tapped and developed, nourished and 
cultured for a more competitive Philippine 


culinary industry. 


In the '90s, there was a mushrooming of 
culinary schools, and suddenly high school 
graduates wanted to become not just 
entrepreneurs, lawyers or doctors, but also 
chefs or food and beverage managers. The 
schools back then offered only short 
culinary courses. Now Enderun College 
offers its students a bachelor's degree in 
International Hospitality Management 
major in Culinary Arts or Hotel 
Administration. And the enrolment rate is 
very impressive. According to Chad Davis, 
F&B Manager at Enderun, over 300 
students are set to enrol this coming 
semester. The demand for this course is so 
high that the school, which is only on its 
second year of operation, is set to move to 
a bigger campus at Fort Bonifacio next 
year. That should make it one of the 
biggest hospitality schools in the world.

To emphasize the importance of practical 
training, Enderun operates a restaurant 
called Restaurant 101 that has an all- 
student service and kitchen staff: from the 
receptionist at the lobby, to the servers in 
the restaurant, to the kitchen crew at the 
back of house. It is à very impressive set 
up, also because Restaurant 101 is no 
ordinary cafeteria. It is a fine dining, 
corporate, members-only restaurant with 
well-heeled clients from no less than the 
neighboring Asian Development Bank and 
other select institutions.

menu and who trains the kitchen crew for 
the program, explains the philosophy 
behind this set up: "The kids won't 
understand what we teach in the 
classroom thoroughly until they get into the 
real world side (of the restaurant industry), 
so we offer skills-based training through 
Restaurant 101." The students attend a 
morning class from 8 to 9:30, which is all 
theory, then apply what they learn in the 
kitchen from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. by serving 
guests at the restaurant who are actual 
paying clients. 


1 got the opportunity to try out their services 
and it was nothing short of amazing. The 
food was at par if not better than some of 
the three-star restaurants we have at 
Greenbelt or Serendra. The students are 
masters at texturing. The Roast Garlic and 
Tomato Espresso, a tomato-based soup, 
was creamy and smooth; the Poached 
Salmon Fillet was melt-in-your-mouth soft; 
and the Baby Back Ribs were very tender. 
Each dish achieved the proper balancing of 
flavors: the vegetables that came with the 
salmon fillet had just the right hint of citrus; 
the baby back ribs had bourbon barbecue 
sauce but was not drowned in it; the 
chicken, called "Cornish Game Hen" on the 
menu, was the only item without a very 
memorable flavor, yet even this was not 
completely without character, presented 
with a slice of yellow bell pepper on the 
Side. Nothing on the menu had flavors that 
were overpowering and the digestive 
experience was suave.

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Last May 14, a family 
wanted to take a breather from 
the chaotic national exercise 
otherwise known as the 
elections. But surprisingly, their 
preschooler would hear none of 
it. 


"The child didn't want to go to 
Subic because it was election 
day; he wanted to vote," says 
Ani Almario with a laugh, of one 
of her toddler students in Raya 
School, a progressive pre- 
school she founded with CP 
David, Basil Wuson and Melvin 
Rillo. 


As much as the school molds 
patriotic-minded pupils, David 
clarifies that they're not exactly 
shaping pre-schoolers to 
become another Satur 
Ocampo, the party list 
representative of Bayan Muna 
who has been detained several 
limes for his politics. 


"Nationalism is such a big 
word," notes David. "But we're 
not developing activist kids. 
When you break down 
nationalism, it boils down to 
knowing that you're part of a 
bigger family, community and 
nation. It's having that 
responsibility to be a good 
Citizen." 


Since opening Raya in 2005, 
these youthful educators have 
been instilling in unsullied 
Filipino minds the importance 
of loving one's own country. 

It's a thrust that goes beyond lip 
service, contend its founders. 
As Almario and David point out, 
they've been implementing 
tangible changes from the 
typical play-oriented pre-school 
curriculum. 


“It's possible to inject cultural 
literacy in play," says Almario. 
"We try to expose the pre- 
schoolers to Filipino culture as 
much as we can. So if we're 
learning to count, we count 
mangoes instead of apples." 
But the 29-year-old hastens to 
add that Raya has nothing

against Humpty Dumpty and 
Jack and Jill. "We do nursery 
rhymes like 'Jack be Nimble,' 
but we also have Pinoy songs 
like 'Pen Pen de Sarapen' and 
'Manang Вау," she adds. 


The teachers also make sure 
that learning becomes a fun 
exercise, one of the hallmarks 
of Raya's daring new approach 
to Philippine education. "There 
is a perception that we're too 
serious," notes David. "But our 
curriculum is still play-oriented. 
All the lessons are fun."

the salakot (woven rattan hat) 
hanging on the wall to the 
colorful maskaras to the section 
names (Tutubi, Adlao, Bulan, 
Bathala), Raya pupils are 
exposed daily to Filipino culture 
and heritage. The school's 
name itself derives from the old 
Malay word for "rajah" or 
"nobility." 


Instilling pride in being Filipino 
is among the first lessons 
learned at Raya, says Almario. 
"We start classes with circle 
time when we sing the national 
anthem. Kids as young as three 
get their very first lesson on the 
Philippine flag even before they 
learn their ABCs. They connect 
the colors and shapes. So it's 
not that strange or radical." 


Appreciation for anything Pinoy 
also extends beyond the 
classroom, says David. 


"The kids go out at least once a 
month," he adds. The field trips 
have exposed the children to 
rice fields and carabaos, as 
well as to local artists in the 
case of a school visit to 
Angono, says Almario. 


Role modeling has also been 
taken care of, she adds, as 
Raya students get to meet 
model citizens—from a doctor 
to a dancer to a sapatero 
(shoe-maker). "We try to bring 
Filipinos of different trades to 
school so they'd know that 
we're good at a lot of 
things—like a Filipino scientist, 
another who's good at 
indigenous music, and so on." 


To strengthen the children's 
sense of national identity, Julia 
Abad, a political science 
professor at Ateneo and a 
Fulbright alumna of Harvard 
University, will come in as a 
special teacher for the 
Citizenship and Identity Class. 
The 27-year-old Abad points 
out that the passive mindset of 
many high school and college 
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students stems from their poor 
foundation on self and country. 
She illustrates: "| teach basic 
political science, college-level. 
When | start the class, | give 
them a diagnostic test with 
questions like what does the 
Senate do? Some first year 
students don't even know. And 
it's not something you can just 
drill in their heads for a 
semester, it comes from a 
deeper problem of not caring to 
know about these things early 
on in school." 


David, an environmental 
science and geology professor 
at the University of the 
Philippines, also cites the lack 


FOR most schoolkids like Boo 
Barandiaran, 10, a Grade 5 
pupil at La Salle Greenhills, 
going back to school is like 
unspooling a B movie in one's 
mind: B as in blah. Boooo-ring. 
Bleary-eyed mornings. Bossy 
teachers.

of emphasis on science in 
regular schools. “Formal 
science in DepEd only starts in 
Grade 3. Here we start in 
kindergarten, when the kids are 
four," he adds. "It's about time 
that Filipinos enjoy learning 
science. Kids get bored with 
memorizing. It shouldn't be 
taught that way, there should 
be relevance." 


Almario points to “Johnny,” a 
life-size mock-up skeleton 
hanging on one classroom wall. 
It's a project that the pre- 
schoolers constructed out of 
tissue rolls and recycled paper 
after a lesson on skeleton parts 
and a visit to an X-ray 
technician. 


Raya gives equal importance to 
reading. "We have story time," 
says Almario. "Every week the 
kids tackle two stories, one in 
Filipino and one in English. 
Those stories are the 
springboard for their 
languages," says this teacher 
who also works for Adarna 
House, the pioneering 


mindless TV shows and 
malling. 


Fortunately, even typical 
summer groupies like Boo 
know that school's not all bad. 
He himself looks forward to 
hitting the books once more if 
only to get a bonus: a dose of 
his favorite things about school.

something you grow up 
absorbing until you want others 
to develop that same position." 


Notes Almario: "| think that's 
what is common among the 
three of us.

Our 
parents are very patriotic and 
early on, it was normal for us to 
imbibe the thinking that we 
need to become good Filipinos, 
to grow up serving the country." 


But idealism comes at a price, 
admits the 36-year-old David. 
"The school as business, that's 
where we're weak," confesses 
this son of sociologist and 
multi-awarded columnist Randy 
David. "We're not business 
savvy. It's hard to make a 
business out of the education 
of kids." 


Without intending to, David has 
probably summed up what ails 
the entire school system. 
Fortunately, having identified 
the ailment, David, Abad and 
Almario just might have found 
the cure as well. -

Can nationalism be taught? 


History is not the only way to learn love of 
country, but it has a unique way of showing the 
different ways we see and deal with the past. 
These different ways of seeing are also a 
lesson in being Filipino 


IT has been over two decades since | 
entered a classroom for the first time and 
stood on the teacher-side of the room. And 
yet each time | meet a new batch of 
students for the first time, I'm always 
nervous. You walk to the table and feel 80 
pairs of eyes following you, 80 pairs of ears 
listening to every word that spills from your 
mouth. How long will the attention span of 
Gen X last before they get bored and slip 
back into their world? 


As a history teacher, | deal with the past, 
and only recently realized that it has little or 
no practical use to young people, and has 
little or no relevance to them al all. The 
past is truly a foreign country—they do 
things differently there. While rattling off the 
names of Jose Rizal's brother and nine 
Sisters recently, it dawned on me that even 
the names had no resonance anymore. At 
least Jose is still current, but do you know 
anyone today named Trinidad, Narcisa, 
Olympia, or even Saturnina? If history 
looks and sounds so foreign, how can it 
teach love or even an appreciation for 
country and nationhood to people at the 
dawn of the 21st century? 


When | began teaching, | thought history 
was an informative subject; the challenge 
simply was to present the dates, names, 
places, and events in the most engaging 
manner possible. As | matured as a 
teacher, | realized that history is actually 
formative. History is the story of how the 
nation came to be, and more often than 
not, it illustrates how people fail to be the 
nation they want to be. History is not the 
only way to learn love of country, but it has 
a unique way of showing the different ways 
we see and deal with the past. These 
different ways of seeing are also a lesson 
in being Filipino. 


When | was a boy | was taught that 
Ferdinand Magellan discovered the 
Philippines. | even thought that the villains 
in the story were the half-naked savages 
led by Lapu-lapu, who killed the first tourist 
to our shores. To me the white-skinned 
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The

Magellan coming to the yet unnamed 
archipelago, carrying Christianity and 
civilization, was the martyr, the bida, while 
Lapu-lapu, the barbarian, was the 
contrabida. Later in life | heard about 
Gregorio Zaide, the smiling historian with 
Mickey Mouse ears, who proposed that we 
should see history from our distinctly 
Philippine viewpoint. Hence, Magellan did 
not discover the Philippines, he merely "re- 
discovered" it—for how can he discover a 
place that already had people in it? 


In my last years in college, | had the good 
fortune to meet the eminent acid-tongued 
historian Teodoro A. Agoncillo, who 
disagreed with the above and maintained 
that Zaide was peddling baloney. When | 
explained that this was in-line with his own 
views on nationalist history, Agoncillo 
snapped, "Gago ka rin pala, e! Do you 
know what you are saying? Did the 
Philippines disappear under the sea and 
come up again for Magellan to re-discover 
it? How can you re-discover what is not 
lost?" | was not in a position to argue and 
left things unresolved at that. 


Two decades since Agoncillo passed away, 
| have become a historian of sorts and now 
threaten to write my own version of 
Philippine history. When | write my history, | 
will not say that Magellan discovered the 
Philippines—that is the Spanish viewpoint. 
| will not say Magellan re-discovered the 
Philippines, for that is the rabid nationalist 
Filipino viewpoint. All | will say is that 
Magellan arrived in the Philippines in 1521. 
The dates, names, and facts have not 
changed; but one can readily see how one 
word—from discovered, to re-discovered, 
to arrived—changes the whole way in 
which we see ourselves in relation to our 
past, our present, and our future.

The story of Magellan and Lapu-lapu is but 
a simple lesson, and may explain why 
there are two shrines and two historical 
markers in Mactan today. Somewhere 
along the shores of Mactan, a battle was 
fought in 1521 between Magellan and 
Lapu-lapu, a spot was designated to 
memorialize the event and so we have: a 
handsome monument of coral, an obelisk 
that commemorates the glories of Spain, 
and a modern bungalow-like structure 
adorned by a mural showing the battle of 
Mactan, and in the center of the structure 
on what looks like a tombstone with jagged 
rocks at its base is a marker that reads, 
"Here on 27 April 1521, Lapu-lapu and his 
men repulsed the Spanish invaders killing 
their leader Ferdinand Magellan, and thus 
Lapu-lapu became the first Filipino to have 
repelled European aggression." The 
marker was installed in 1958. 


Behind this "tombstone" is another older 
marker installed in 1941 that reads, "On 
this spot Ferdinand Magellan died on April 
21, 1521, wounded in an encounter with 
the soldiers of Lapu-lapu, chief of Mactan 
island. One of Magellan's ships, the 
Victoria, under the command of Juan 
Sebastian ElCano sailed from Cebu on 
May 1, 1521 and anchored at San Lucar 
de Barrameda on September 6, 1522, thus 
completing the first circumnavigation of the 
world." 


One event, different interpretations. History 
may be confused and confusing, but if 
people learn to see how, for whom, and 
why that history is written, then maybe they 
will also see a nation making sense of its 
past. *

Winners and Losers 


As expected, nursing tops the list of popular courses in recent years. Tourism is also 
a preferred course, as it offers similar opportunities for overseas employment 


A LIFETIME ago, parents found complete 
vindication for their life-long struggles when 
a son or daughter earned a college 
diploma, preferably in Commerce, majoring 
in Accountancy or Marketing. 


Commerce, later renamed Business 
Administration, was then a very popular 
course in rural colleges as well as in 
Manila universities. And with good reason: 
Commerce graduates could easily land 
white collar jobs in banks and offices, away 
from the sun-baked fields their little- 
educated parents have known all their 
lives. With additional school credits, 
learned graduates could become teachers, 
or after acquiring enough experience, go 
on their own as entrepreneurs. Equally 
attractive courses to an earlier generation 
included law, engineering, and elementary 
education. 


Today, the diploma still earns its special 
place on the wall of every home. But the 
march of modern technologies, the advent 
of new priorities and opportunities, and the 
concerted drive towards globalization have 
conspired to replace old favorites with new 
courses of specialization. As the daily 
news would bear out, the future belongs to 
medical practitioners and computer 
professionals so incoming college 
freshmen should heed the call. 


Latest available information from the 
Commission on Higher Education showed 
that for the first semester of Academic Year 
2005-2006, the nursing baccalaureate 
"program had the highest enrollment, 
followed by Elementary Education, 
Commerce, Business Administration and 
Computer Science rounding out the top 
five. Disciplines with low enrollment 
included Physical Science Education, 
Economics Education, Literature, Voice 
and Clothing Technology. 


At the University of the Philippines, 
majority of the 71,000 examinees to the 
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A typical enrolment scene 


annual UP College Admission Test placed 
Nursing as their top choice of 
baccalaureate course should they qualify 
to enter the university. The quota course 
allots only 75 slots for incoming freshmen 
for Academic Year 2007-2008. 

Included among the top ten choices of UP 
CAT applicants in August 2006 were 
Business Administration and Accountancy, 
Hotel Restaurant and Institutional 
Management, Computer Science and 
Tourism. 


Prof. Antonio Lazaro, secretary of Asian 
Institute of Tourism at UP Diliman, says the 
surge in enrollment for the Tourism course 
is phenomenal. He explains, "We had 150 
applicants for 80 freshmen slots. There's 
another 60 slots for transferees and course 
shifters. Our screening usually takes two 
days, but for the first time in years, we had 
to extend the selection for another day to 
accommodate all the applicants." 


He however notes that many of the 
applicants have limited appreciation of the 
direction of the course. A number of them 
hope to become well-trained flight 
attendants after graduation in a course 
meant to provide management 
competence in the tourism industry.

Tourism is a new course offering at the 
University of the East-Caloocan, but 
Chancellor Felixberto Canarao says 
enrollment figures are unexpectedly high. 
"The students see the growth potentials of 
the tourism industry in the near term based 
on news reports. The attraction may also 
come from the prospect of overseas 
employment that are available to tourism 
industry professionals," he explains. 


UE at Caloocan is the University's 
extension school for the CAMANAVA area, 
a thickly populated quadrangle comprised 
of Caloocan City, Malabon, Navotas and 
Valenzuela City. It had a student population 
of 6,000 during the last Academic Year 
2006-2007. 


Among preferred courses of incoming 
freshmen this year are Business 
Administration, ECE and Computer 
Engineering. Those that may be losing 
their appeal are the recently introduced 
Course on Entrepreneurship and such old- 
school mainstays as Mechanical 
Engineering and Industrial Engineering.

Attending a tutorial used to be a sign of failing grades until savvy entrepreneurs 
started packaging it as a sure way to the top of the class 


Back in the 1970s, students never let on 
that they were attending tutorials or 
summer classes to be able to pass a 
subject. If one lacked for social life, going 
through tutorials was a sure kiss of death. 
The tide has since turned oh so 
dramatically. Today, sending one's child to 
a tutorial center means several things: the 
family can very well afford it; the child 
wants to ace the entrance exams in one of 
the top schools around; or, at the very 
least, the student is running for honors. 


The billboards for tutorial services these 
days can actually qualify as urban blight, 
but in 1982, “Teacher Amy," as her 
students fondly call her, started one of the 
few tutorial centers in Manila. Amelita 
Gerats Garduce started by helping Ateneo 
students pass their validation test during 
summer. "| didn't even have a sign board," 
she recalls. She eventually registered the 
name Amy G TLC Tutorial Center (now 
better known as TLC) right across what is 
now Miriam College. 


It didn't take long for competition to get the 
same idea. In 1986, Dr. Aurelio P. Ramos, 
Jr. established the Loyola Student Center, 
right across the Ateneo de Manila 
University where it still stands today, 
catering mainly to Ateneo students who 
had difficulty with Math. 


The ubiquitous MSA tutorial services 
started in 1988 when, after teaching for 
many years at Poveda, La Salle and the 
Central Colleges of the Philippines, Merle 
S. Alferez decided to spend more time with 
her family. She put up the tutorial center 
named after her at Chico Street in Project 
2, Quezon City, but it wasn't until 1991 that 
she started hiring other teachers. 


Today, the entire stretch of Katipunan road 
is dotted with tutorial centers, which have 
since established branches all over the 
metropolis and nearby suburbs. The 
subjects taught have expanded as well, 
from Math to English to Science and 
practically every subject there is, except 
perhaps for Christian Living or Religion. 
They are also available at all school levels. 


Rogeline Ladaga, president of Katipunan 
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One-on-one: Ahead and М$А tutors 


Review, explains the phenomenon. 
"Because both parents are working 
nowadays, many children are left 
unattended in terms of schoolwork. 
Parents now turn to tutorial centers for 
assistance even if their children are doing 
well in school." 


Rossana Llenado, president of Ahead 
Tutorial and Review Center, agrees. 
"Tutorials help parents who are busy 
making a living. It gives their children a 
competitive advantage in school. Kids 
running for honors are a regular clientele." 


Most tutorial centers, like Ahead, have also 
customized their programs: there's a 
remedial for those with failing marks; a 
maintenance program for those who have 
improved past their failing marks; a 
reinforcement program for those who have 
passing but low grades, and the achievers' 
program for those who excel academically. 


Llenado also contends that Ahead "had a 
lot to do with changing public perception 
about tutorials being only for low- 
achievers." She adds: "Through creative 
marketing, we let people know that tutorial 
and reviews are for everyone. We let 


parents realize that school is so much 
more competitive now and that they need 
to give their children the best academic 
assistance." 


Their clientele comes from all walks of life, 
says Garduce, who counts the children of 
editors, actors, restaurateurs, senators, 
cabinet secretaries, vice-presidents, 
presidents and Manila's 400 as among 
those who have enrolled in her non-air 
conditioned center. 


Satisfied clients are her best recruiters, 
says Garduce. Confirms Ramos: "Students 
come back and refer their friends and 
relatives to us." 


Business is so good that they don't feel 
threatened by competition, says Alferez. "It 
doesn't affect our business. Our business 
grows (all the more)." 


Each center's particular strength also 
differentiates it from the rest, says Llenado. 
"Ahead's advantage over others is our 
teaching pool. Our tutors and lecturers 
belong to the top one percent of UP, 
Ateneo and La Salle." It is a claim that the 
other centers echo. 


Llenado adds that they also monitor the 
students' progress closely. 


For most parents, however, the bottomline 
is the rates charged by these tutorial 
centers, which vary widely. TLC charges a 
flat fee of P6,000 covering all subjects. 
Lectures are done in groups, but the 
seatwork is individualized. Students can 
stay for as long as they need to be tutored, 
until late at night and even on Saturdays or 
Sundays until they fully understand their 
lessons. 


LSC has the same service: "Students may 
consult without extra charge no matter how 
often," says Ramos. 


Ahead charges P350 per hour for a group 
of two, and P3,900 for 20 hours for a group 
of five. One-on-one tutorials cost anywhere 
from P550 per hour for a once-a-month 
session, or P14,000 for 40 hours (roughly

The Woman Who Kept Her Peace 


Why Aleli Pansacola Crespo, Mark Jimenez's legal wife, finally broke her silence on the abduction, detention at a 
rehab facility and eventual rescue by NBI agents, of MJ's girlfriend Carol Castañeda Jimenez 


Вьхомо the screaming headlines and 
the exchange of harsh words that have 
marked the alleged abduction of Carol 
Сазайеда Jimenez by her partner Mark 
Jimenez, a woman quietly watches the 
news, seemingly untouched by the 
spectacle of one family disintegrating before 


her eyes as father sues sons, and sons defy 


father and defend their stepmother. 


The irony is that it is Aleli Pansacola 
Crespo's own family, her sons and her 
husband, Mark Jimenez (known today as 
MJ, previously known as Mario Crespo) 
who are the subjects of the contentious 
suit. Aleli is Jimenez's first wife and as her 
sons claim, his only legal wife since the 
couple never officially separated. 


Amid the furious volley of charges and 
counter charges, Crespo has kept her 
peace, choosing to keep a low profile and 
refusing to comment on the unfolding 
domestic drama. Until recently when she 
decided to speak up. i 


"It's time to break the silence," Crespo 
begins. "Too much dirt, too many lies (have 
been said). It's become destructive. Father 
against children; children against their 
father—it's a form of self destruction. When 
all has been said and done what will be 
left? There is no forgiveness, no avenue 
for understanding, no one will come out 
winning," says this businesswoman whose 
alternative health and beauty products 
under the label Daila herbal soap have 
won international awards. Crespo married 
Mark Jimenez on April 30, 1966 and is 
mother to his seven children. 


Life with MJ, she says, has not been easy 
but she didn't want to make trouble. "! 
accepted it when Mario left for the US with 
(one of) his girlfriends, but on one of his 
trips here, he took off with all our children," 
she alleges without bitterness or rancor. "I 
came home one evening to a dark home, 
empty of all furniture. He had sold or given 
away my stuff, but worse, | lost all my 
children. 


MJ, she claims, "had influenced the 
children against me. The kids were 
brainwashed and it would take me a very 
long time to break the wall. So | just 
watched quietly and was there whenever 
they needed me—a shoulder to cry on," 
she adds. 


Her habit of reaching out extends even to 
her husband's girlfriend Carol Castaheda 
and their children, says Aleli, recalling how 
she was once asked to bring the couple's 
eldest girl to the US. "It was an opportunity 
to see my own kids too," she reasons. 


She had to move on, Aleli recalls. "It was 
their story and | was just a witness. No 
matter how hard | tried, the kids were just 
too brainwashed. In the meantime, ! went 
on with my life although it was fraught with 
the pain of loss. Gradually, | found new 
friends through my sister Riza who gently 
guided me out of my dazed grieving." 
These friends (including the late Junie 
Kalaw) got her involved in environmental 
protection (through the non government 
organization Haribon), and she found a 
new advocacy to keep her occupied. In the

rural areas, she began livelihood projects 
for farm families that taught them to 
respect nature as well 


This graduate of St. Theresa's College also 
took up non-formal studies during this time, 
losing herself in such crafts as ceramics, 
silk flower making and pottery, and 
livelihood technology such as soapmaking, 
essential oil distillation and traditional 
healing. From these new learning, she 
began to experiment with herbs in making 
healthcare products. The soaps and oils 
she made would find their way to 
supermarkets and drugstores which was all 
she originally targeted. However, her 
eventual foray into international markets 
won her products several awards. Her 
main mission, she says, is "to wash the 
world clean!" 


Aleli claims that despite the separation, 
she has remained supportive of everyone 
in MJ's life, including Luz, his other woman 
and her children. "| guess we just 
expanded the borders to encompass more 
(people).” At her latest birthday bash, for

Teaching the Tedurays 


Because this indigenous group from South Cotabato mountains cannot go to school, 
the school—and several committed teachers—went to them 


Suc had to take the long road down the 
mountains to get to school as a child. 
Which was why Jovelyn Minted decided to 
go back to the same mountains as a 
teacher. She wanted to give Tedurays like 
her a crack at the same opportunities she 
had enjoyed in the lowlands. 


Also known as Tirurays in anthropology 
researches, the Tedurays are an 
indigenous group who has settled in the 
coastal and forested areas of South 
Cotabato. Because they live in such 
remote areas, they have little access to 
schools. There is no known record of a 
specific Teduray learning system, except in 
the early part of the 1900s, when a 
Philippine Constabulary officer named 
Irving Edwards married a Teduray lass and 
built two schools—one in Awang in 1916 
and an agricultural school in Upi in 1919. 


Today, Teduray children no longer have to 
trek long hours to go to school: they have 
two such schools right in the mountains. It 
is at the Bantek Elementary School where 
Jovelyn chooses to see her dream come 
true. 


The 22-year-old "mountain teacher" will be 
teaching English, Math, Science, Reading, 
Music and Physical Education to primary 
graders this schoolyear. " | don't want to 
see the younger generation suffer the 
same fate as our elders," she shares. 
There are no Christian teachers interested 
in taking a job in the mountains, she adds, 
because the community is far from the 
poblacion and gets locked in during heavy 
rains. 


On her first year of teaching, Jovelyn's 
monthly take-home pay was P1,500. Now 
as a teacher-aide, she makes about 
P3,000, which enables her to help with 
some of the schooling needs of her two 
younger siblings. But giving the children 
and their parents even just a glimmer of 
hope for a better life is often reward 
enough. 


One of her pupils, Christine Biokong, 10, 
an incoming sixth grader and an honor 
student, lights up when asked about 
school. Math is her favorite subject, she

Says, and given the chance, she hopes to 
go on to high school at the Notre Dame 
High School in Upi, then take up Nursing in 
College. 


Another pupil, 9-year-old Merly Algan, 
loves school as well but has to be up at 5 
a.m. to make it to school after a 10- 
kilometer two-hour trek through mountain 
roads. On rainy days, her mother would 
rather keep her home to baby-sit the 
younger siblings. 


Aside from such domestic concerns, 
another tough problem for Jovelyn and her 
four co-teachers is helping the slow 
learners cope. "They can hardly read or 
write, and they are unable to pronounce 
English words properly. | deliberately avoid

using the Teduray dialect so they would be 
forced to speak in English. We can't expect 
their parents to be of much help with their 
homework either, because they themselves 
can't read or write," she says. 


The lack of audio-visual aids to supplement 
the lessons also hampers the learning 
process, she continues. Often she has to 
resort to being a “creative teacher”--telling 
her students to close their eyes and 
imagine shapes, colors and lines. She has 
appealed to various individuals and 
agencies for donations of chalk, art 
materials and other audio-visual posters. 


"The difficulties of a teacher in a mountain 
school are enormous, but | am proud of 
myself. At least, | am able to help in some 
way," Jovelyn shares. "| feel fulfilled each 
time | hear my pupils read and understand 
English, or solve math problems. At the 
end of the day, we always think that we 
need a better life for our good future." 


In the other school within the Teduray 
community, Bart and Josephine Centina 
have chosen to settle down in the 
mountains, filling their hours with lessons 
for the 103 primary school pupils at the 
Bliugan Elementary School in Rifao, North 
Upi. 


Bart, part Teduray and part Waray, was a 
substitute teacher for 13 years before he 
passed the board exams for teachers in 
1996. Josephine's "affair" in the mountains 
as a teacher-aide was a matter of 
serendipity. Recently graduated with an AB 
in Home Economics and 18 units in 
Education from the Adventist University of 
the Philippines, she was visiting relatives in 
South Upi when she met Bart in one of the 
social gatherings. They married after a 
brief courtship. 


The Centinas know theirs is not the most 
ideal school set up. "Can you even call a 
one-story wooden structure with no ceiling, 
with two rooms separated only by sawali 
walls, worn-out bookshelves, no cabinets 
and 25 substandard armchairs a school?" 
asks Bart. There are no books available for 
the mountain schools, he adds. The 
lowland schools have first crack at the

instance, Carol and her family were seen 
making "beso-beso" (cheek kissing) with 
Aleli's parents. 


Aleli also has kind words for her husband. 
"MJ and | were still talking then and he had 
in place a feeding program for the poor. | 
suggested a soup kitchen so people could 
help in the preparation, but he said that 
when people are hungry, all you need to do 
is feed them." 


Things changed however. Contends Aleli: 
"When he came back from the US, there 
was so much anger. He began to hit at the 
children, accusing them of taking money 
away from him. Then the kidnapping and 
imprisonment of Carol (in his niece Diana 
Crespo's drug rehabilitation center). It's too 


much. | want them to try to understand 
each other again. | tell the kids, try to 
understand where your Dad is coming 
from; why he is so bitter and angry. Help 
him get help." 


She continues: "Right now, there are too 
many voices; it is difficult to hear each 
other talk. There are just too many things 
that need to be explained and we cannot 
do this while everyone is screaming, while 
the cameras are running, while the 
headlines are burning: We need to bring it 
to another level, soften those voices, agree 
to listen." 


She wants to put things right, says Aleli. 
"Let us get the basic assumptions right. | 
am still MJ's legal wife though Carol and 
Mario got married in the US. But in the 
Philippines, | have the legal stature. 
Perhaps we can start from there. Even 


Carol never called herself his 'wife.' In legal 
documents, she refers to herself as a live- 
in partner." 


It took her a long time to step forward, says 
Aleli, who has always believed in keeping 
her peace. "Once you lose someone, you 
have to replace him with something bigger. 
A broken heart does not mend but is 
encompassed by a bigger heart. Love 
prevails, though it is transformed. As 
circumstances shift, as realities change, we 
grow as persons as various challenges are 
hurdled. Love goes beyond the personal 
towards the greater whole. My award (from 
the International Association of Educators 
for World Peace) and award (from 
Soroptimist International) for championing 
women's causes would mean nothing if ! 
don't move now." *

newer editions while “mountain teachers" 
have to contend with 1990-dated 
workbooks.

with the baby-sitting or on the farm. The 
boys, especially, seek out part-time jobs as 
farm help. Bart says he has to conduct 
regular home visits to convince parents to 
let their children attend school. Sadly, his 
pleas often fall on deaf ears. 


"You may think of our decision to teach in 
the mountains as an unimaginable feat," he 
says, "But I believe the rewards of it are 
not measured in terms of tangible things. 
The report of a Teduray able to read, write 
and do well in Mathematics in a lowland 
school is always great news for us." 


Though she remains supportive of her 


husband's teaching profession for now, 
Josephine still nurtures other plans for the 
future away from the mountains. Bart, 
however, chooses not to think about it just 
yet. Like Jovelyn, he is well aware that 
there's a severe lack of teachers in 
mountain schools. 


“| have no other plans in life except to 
teach Tedurays," he says quietly. "It's not 
that | have no choice, but | don't want to 
leave them grappling in the dark, not ever

The end of the Nike summer league is when collegiate basketball teams 
get into game shape in time for the start of the UAAP and the NCAA 


IN the sweat-filled school gym, coach 
Dindo Pumaren looks on intently from the 
sidelines as the University of the East Red 
Warriors go through their regular 
scrimmage. 


"Our big guys have been working on their 
dribbling this summer," he says. "Most 
teams have a year-long program. For us, 
we work on certain skills and particular 
areas of the body every two weeks or 
every month. We also join summer 
basketball leagues. And if there's an 
available opportunity to train abroad, we 
take it." 


The Warriors' training is indicative of a new 
and welcome trend in collegiate basketball, 
says Tony Atayde, sports marketing 
executive of Nike. Training has turned 
scientific and complex, he notes. 


"It's definitely a lot more different now. You 
see more teams hiring strength and 
conditioning coaches, coaches who 
specialize in offense, those who focus on 
defense and others who zero in on making 


players quicker and stronger," Atayde says. 


“It's not just about basketball anymore. 
Teams have become more scientific in the 
sense that they break the game down. It's 
really about getting the guys in tip-top 
shape for a premium performance." 


The San Beda Red Lions, the titlist in the 
National Collegiate Athletic Association 
(NCAA), even flew to the United States for 
training last month. So did the Ateneo Blue 
Eagles, the UAAP runner-up last season. 
Another reigning champion, the University 
of Santo Tomas Growling Tigers, also 
packed up for Malaysia a month before the 
University Athletic Association of the 
Philippines (UAAP?) kicks off. 

Before the team's departure, new San 
Beda coach Frankie Lim assesses that his 
team still has the chops to capture another 
cage crown. “We're looking at another 
NCAA championship," Lim declares. “I'm 
banking on my players' dedication. They 
have to sacrifice to win a championship 
again. It's never easy to win." 


The Tigers' coach, Pido Jarencio, likewise 
believes that the team has an even more 
well-planned pre-season than their 
championship run. “Our practices are more 
on drills. We're doing new things that we 
didn't get to do last year because | was 
new with the team and we only had four 
months," he says. 


Not all teams, though, are as lucky in 
tapping the international pipeline this 
summer. “We got tournament invites 
abroad that didn't work out, but that doesn't 
mean that we're training any less," says 
Pumaren. 


“We're making do with what we have here: 
whatever is available that we think will help 
the team," says Pumaren. "We do 
aquathlon training where we run and do 
breathing ladders in the pool. If we lack 
equipment, we use the stairs, we do 
lunges. And we also join the summer 
league to gauge our performance against 
the other teams." 


And, despite the Warriors' recent loss to 
perennial UAAP powerhouse La Salle 
Green Archers in the Nike Summer 
League, Pumaren says he likes what he 
has been seeing in his boys' game form. "It 
was closely fought, they played a good 
game," he notes. "At this point, we usually 
look at which match ups are more effective 
or what plays we have to adjust." 


Says Atayde: "Most coaches look at their 
team's efficiency. Even if the team were to 
practice seven days a week, there's really 
a difference between practice shape and 
game shape. This is a platform for the kids 
to be able to at least hone their skills within 
the game environment aside from the

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practice environment." 


The youthful sports executive cites another 
key advantage of teams honing their skills 
at the local front. "One of the benefits is 
exposure to the other teams," says Atayde. 
"During the summer, pretty much the entire 
roster that is on the team is a preview of 
what you'll see in the UAAP and the 
NCAA. You'll be pretty familiar with the 
different teams' game play. It also gives the 
players a platform to shine. If I'm on Team 
B and | want to be on Team A, | can use 
the summer league to show my coach that 
| can play." 


The past months, the Warriors also found 
ways to tweak their lineup. "There will be 
changes in our game," Pumaren points out. 
"For the past seasons, a lot of people have 
been saying that we're mostly good at the 
perimeter, but we lack real big men.. But 
we now have a post threat. We have guys 
who may not be that tall, but they're wide- 
bodied." 


With the collegiate season only weeks 
away, Atayde reminds that most teams are 
now heading into the final stretch of their 
training. 


"The end of the summer league is pretty 
much when teams are getting the players 
into game shape and into a frame of mind 
that focuses on the big league, " says 
Atayde. 


For the Warriors, it's also the time to get 
psychologically pumped up. As Pumaren 
notes: "A lot of the game is also mental. 
Players have to train both mind and body 
even before the big games start. They face 
a lot of pressure during the UAAP season, 
so it's the best way to get the boys ready." * 
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
